NAVY TO LAUNCH SHIPS, TOO 


And Grand Total May Be Aug- 
mented by Five More Steel 
Cargo Vessels.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—As evidence 
‘of the part they are playing in winning 
the war, ‘workers at the shipyards of 
the nation under control of the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation: will launch 
eighty-nine ships, aggregating 439,886 
tons deadweight, on the Fourth of July. 
Thirty-seven of the ships will be of 
steeL 

Phe totelof eighty-nine ships is the 
minimum assured, and- is exclusive of 
launchings of destroyers and other war- 
ships promised.in the drive to make the 
ay » historic. An. indication of the 
mighty effort put forth to serve notice 
on Germany that American shipyards 
are in their stride is given by~the an- 
nouncemént-that-‘the eighty-nine ships 
will exceed by eighteen the number of 
hulls and by 95,436-tons the amount of 
tonnage launched during May, when a 
new-record for the yards of the nation 
was established. 


steel cargo carriers, aggregating 26,500 
tons, will be ready for launching on 
July 4. These are not included officially 
in the grand total. Word has been sent 
to the Shipping Board from ‘the yard3 
where these ships are being built that 
shifts of men are working twenty-four 
hours a day when possible in the effort 
to’ get the vessels ready. 

No figures have been made public 
eoncerning the number of destroyers, 
submarine chasers, and other warships 
which will be launched as part of the 
Fourth of July celebration. It is inti- 
mated, however, that these launchings 
will add materially to the total’ of new 
tonnage. 

When Chairman Hurley of the Ship- 
ping Board. and Charles M. Schwab, 
Director General of the Emergency 
Fleet. Corporation,-first called upon the 
shipyards for a schedule of the vessels 
which could be launced on July 4—the 
condition being made that no vessel be 
held back which could be added to the 
June output—it was-estimated that from 
forty to fifty would be the maximum. 

This total was raised to fifty-five. 
Later -Mr.. Schwab intimated that re- 
ports were that ‘seventy ‘ships might not 
be too many to expect. Competition 
among the shipyards had reached a 
point by that time where most ofthe 
yards, ‘as physical conditions permitted, 
were working three shifts a-day regard- 
less of weather. 
Announcement a Surprise. 

Despite the pace which has been set 
today’s announcement came as a great 
surpr’ Mr. Hurley and Mr. Schwab 
loo: ‘tipon the response of the workers 
in the shipyards not only as one of the 
most important developments since the 
United States entered the war, but- also 
as an indication of what may be expect- 
ed from this time in the drive to supply 
transports and cargo carriers. Up to 
this time all requirements have been 
met, the transportation of 900,000 men 
overseas having been made possible, 
along with a steady stream of supplies, 
despite the most desperate efforts of the 
Gernan submarine commanders. 

The shipyards have reported to the 
‘Fleet Corporation that a small army of 
workers are fTeady. to put the finishing 
touche on the big fleet of hulls which 
will slide into the water on July 4 and 
get them into actual service without 
unnecessary delay. Plans are being 
made to commemorate the day with 
celebrations at the shipyards. It is 
probable ‘that the President will take 
some part, along with Mr. Hurley, Mr. 
Schwa> and other officials who share 
with the workmen the responsibility of 
meeting the call for ships. 

The program for the Fourth of J uly 
has also had the effect of spurring to 
their -best efforts the men at the hig

MARCH LIFTS THE CURTAIN 


Chief of Staff Tells What Regu- 
lars, Rainbows, and-Others 
Are Doing. 


PRAISES THE WORK OF ALL 


Predicts New German Offensive 
as Soon as They Have Re- 
fitted Their Divisions.

WASHINGTON, June 22. — General 
Peyton C. March, Chief of the Army 
General Staff, announced a week ago 
today that the United States’ had sent 
more than 800,000 soldiers overseas, To- 
day General March made the statement 
that the number of American troops 
sent overseas exceeded 900,000, Two 
weeks ago Secretary Baker said more 
than! 700,000 had gone over, There 
is eVery assurance that the force. under 
General Pershing will comprise 1,000,000 
men in July. 

The statement of the Chief of Staff 
was made at his regular weekly confer- 
ence this morning with newspaper. men. 
These conferences were begun last Sat- 
urday, and from the outset it was ap- 
parent that they wdéuld be productive 
of interesting and important-disclosures. 
Indications have become rather plentiful 
lately that Government officials are 
realizing the importance of giving the 
people of the country a deeper insight 
into the plans for winning the war. and 
the progress of events affecting the 
American Army in France, 

General March also made the reas- 
suring statement that ‘the United 
States is about five months ahead of 
its program.” It was last January that 
Secretary Baker told the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs that 500,000 
American troops would be overseas 
“early in 1918,"" At that time it was 
generally accepted that “ early in 1918” 
meant by July 1, and the lack of prog- 
ress made in transporting troops to Eu- 
rope in the first few months of the 
year bore out that impression. Since 
the beginning of the intensive move- 
ment of American troops overseas the 
accomplishment in that direction has 
been little short of marvelous. This 
intensive movement has been going on 
for ‘a few months only, but more has 
been done in the way of shipping sol- 
diers overseas in that brief period than 
during the entire prior time since the 
United. States became a party to the 
conflict. 

Points to Allied Unity. 

General March spoke today of the ex- 
cellent results that had been accom- 
plished through the appointment of 
General. Foch as Generalissimo of the 
allied forces in the field. He gave 


credit to Presidént Wilson for having | 


advocated the principle of a single com- 
mand, which, he said, was carried 
through under the President’s “ con- 
stant pressure.” 

General March lifted the curtain a 
bit as to some of the American troops 
fighting in France. Of figures concern- 
ing those on the fighting line he said 
little, but he disclosed that about 12,0uu 
marines were there under Brig. Gen. 
James G. Harbord of the regular army. 
He said a good word for the colored 
troops, and added that ‘‘so far, when- 
ever the test has come, regardless of 
the character of the troops themselves, 
the American troops have done well.’’ 

To the ist Regular Army Division, 
under Major Gen. Robert L. Bullard, 
he gave the credit for the capture of 
Cantigny. This was the first American 
division landed in France, General 
March said. In connection with the 
Cantigny battle General March empha- 
sized the *‘ very striking example ’”’ it 
afforded of high-class teamwork be- 
tween infantry ana artillery ‘‘ and par- 
ticularly the staff.’’ It showed that 
our staff training, he said, had now 
reached the point ‘* where it can work 
successfully.” ‘ 

Good words were said by General 
March also for the Rainbow Division— 
the 42d—under Major Gen. C. T. Meno- 
her, and the New England Division— 
the 26th—under Major Gen. Clarence 
Edwards, In the course of his. talk 
General March spoke of the fighting at 
ChAteau-Thierry and said that ‘‘« good 
deal of important work was done by 
machine gun units under. a Major whose 
name I do-not know.’’ 

Predicts a New Attack. 

Of the general situation in the theatre 
of war, General March said thai it 
looked well. The present lull on the 
western front, he explained, meant sim- 
ply that the Germans were refitting 
their combat divisions in preparation for

Germans Demand Clothiag 
Left by the Many Dead 


LONDON, June 22, (British Wire- 
less Service.)—Clothing ‘in Germany 
has now become almost .as scarce as 
food. Perhaps nothing could more 
graphically reveal the clothing 
plight of Germany than a proposal 
just put forward by Justizrat Otto 
Feig, a prominent Berlin lawyer, 
that the Government should forth- 
with enact a law making it compul- 
sory for the-heirs of dead pepple or 
the administrators of their estates to 
turn over to the State all the clothing 
left by the deceased ‘persons. 

He points out that the German death 
rate. owing both to casualties on the 
battlefield and to the mortality caused 
by the desperate food conditions at 
home, is rising by leaps and bounds. 

‘* What becomes of the clothes left 
behind by all these people?” he asks. 
‘“‘Why should they not be given to 
the living? The dead no longer need 
them.’’ : 

After July 15 it will be illegal for 
any hotel, restaurant, or other public ; 
house to serve meals on tablecloths.

LONDON, June 22.——Premier Lloyd 

George is expected to speak in the 

House of Commons, according to the 

promise given by Andrew Bonar Law, 

that either the Prime Minister or him- 
self would reply to the criticisrfls voiced 
by ex-Premier Asquith and a large num- 


ber of members. of all shades of political 
opinion, either on Monday or on Tues- 
day, when the Irish situation is down 
for discussion. 

There is at present no question of a 
political crisis, but there is -a general 
feeling that the recent conduct of af- 
fairs by the Government. requires an 
explanation which only the Premier's 
gifts.can make satisfactory. , 

The Irish situation is only one-of sey- 
eral thorny problems. The Govern- 
ment’s policy, or lack of policy, in re- 
gard to Ireland, has been. described as 
‘‘ ludicrous ’’ from. a domestic point. of 
view and ‘‘ disastrous °’ from the point 
of view which America must take. The 
abandonment of.the policy which the 
Government had until the other day de- 
clared its firm intention of carrying 
through has been regarded as to some 
extent justifying the assertions made 
by John Dillon and other Nationalist 
leaders that no, British Government 
could be trusted. 

A new complication is added to the 
problem by the ersforf made in today’s 
Times to suggest that Lord Curzon 
didn’t mean what he said in the House 
of Lords on Thursday, and that the 
Government has not abandoned, but 
only postponed, its twin policy of home 
rule and conscription for Ireland. : 

Current comment at Westminster iis 
that there are only two roads before the 
Government—either coercion or recourse 
to General Smut’s suggestion that the 
Irish problem be referred to an imperial 
conference. Doubts are expressed as to 
the advisability of either method. 

Man-Power Methods Criticised. 

Among other matters engaging the 
most serious attention is the Govern- 
ment’s policy in regard to man power. 
The present methods of the application 
of the‘ Conscription act extending the 
military age to 51 have been Criticised 
in important particulars by men ‘Ifke’ Sir 
Donald MacLeod, who’speak with ‘long 
practical experience of exemption tri- 
bunals. Publie discontent is stated to 
be deep and widespread, and suspicion 
exists that the thin edge of industrial 
compulsion is being introduced” under

The working -of the Government ma- 
chinery is 4nother subject of consider- 
able criticism.. It is admitted by im- 
partial critics that the innovations ‘in- 
troduced by Mr. Lloyd George have 
done much to improve the mechanism, 
but on the other hand it is questioned 
by some critics whether in some essen- 
tial features the present sysem, with 
its correlation of Cabinet irresponsibil- 
ity for the various departments, is on 
the whole to the good.

Allied Aviators and Italian Gunners 
Harass Foe West of Piave. 


ITALIAN ARMY HEADQUARTERS 
IN NORTHERN ITALY, June 21, (Asso- 
Giated Press.)—Cavalrymen, artillery- 
men, and airmen are giving effective aid 
to the infantry in driving back the Aus- 
trians toward the Piave. 

One of the principal activities of the 
Allied aviators, who include American 
fliers, is to prevent Austrian airmen 
from delivering sacks of bread and other 
@ry foods ‘to the Austrian troops on the 
western side of the Piave, where the 
Austrians are still fighting tenaciously. 

Around Monteilo and in the region of 
the lower Piave Italian cavalry is be- 
ing used to help push the enemy back. 
They are aided by armored cars, carry- 
ing machine guns. 

. The rising waters of the Piave and the 
activity of the Italian artillery are mak- 
ing it difficult for the Austrians to ob- 
tain food. While the water carries 
‘ gome bridges away and damages others, 
the gunners are sinking boats and ham- 
mering the damaged bridges and floats. 

There have been many incidents to 
show the spirit of the Italian soldiers.

ITALIAN ARMY HEADQUARTERS, 
June 22.—The battle now being fought 


on the Piave line can well be compared 
to the last German offensives on the

Like a huge tidal wave, the Austrian 
infantry dashes itself against the Ital- 
fan defenses, only to be hurled back in 
confusion and. disorder, augmenting the 
numbers of their dead, wounded, and 
prisoners.

Torrential 
rains have swollen the waters of the 
Piave to such an extent that in many 
places it has overflowed its banks and 
transformed itself*into a lake, turbu-

‘DONE FOR,’ FINAL MESSAGE 


Thelr ‘ Twelve-Hour Resistance 
Halted the Enemy Till Reserves 
Could Organize a Rear Line.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, 
June 22.—The defense of Pilemont 
Hill (southwest of Noyon) in last 
week’s battle against greatly superior 
numbers will pass into history as one 
of the most gallant actions of the 
whole war. 

The position was held by two bat- 
talions of dismounted cavalry, be- 
longing to a division that had al- 
ready given the enemy proof of its 
quality in desperate fighting about 
Laffaux Mill last year. 

The commanding General, who re- 
ceived THE Times correspondent to- 
day, said: ‘ 

‘“‘The orders were to hold the po- 
sition to the death, and my-men ful- 
filled them to the letter. The hill 
itself was occupied by two battalions. 
Two more battalions held the front. 
to the eastward toward Plessier. 

“ Against those 4,000 men fhe 
boche flung two and a half divisions 
(30,000) of their best troops after a 
bombardment of unexampled violence 
The shells were so numerous that we 
reckon that three fell for’ every ten 
square yards. 

“The enemy was determined to 
take Compiégne and thus turn the 
forest, and the orders indicate that 
Compiégne was the first day’s ob- 
jective. 

“In point of fact“it was with the 
utmost difficulty that the boche 
reached the line of the Matz by 
night, and even then our retreat was 
only rendered necessary by the with- 
drawal of units on ‘the right and left. 
We held the Matz until relieved, de- 
spite our heavy losses, and that little 
river still forms the limit of the Ger- 
man advance. . 

“The bombardment began at a 


quarter before midnight. -Its intensity 
was such that all telephonic commu- 
hication was severed immediately, 
and the transmission of news by run- 
ners was certain death. 

“One“of my officers declared that 








right from the outset the whole. sky 

lit up. as by a gigantic conflag- 
ration, so that he realized at once 
what to expect. — 

“ At 1 o'clock we received: a tele- 
graphic message from the left. post 
that the bombardment was frightful, 
consisting of gas and high explosive 
shells in equal quantities. At 2:26 the 
same’ post. telegraphed: ‘Bombard- 
rent worse on our right,’ and at 3:50, 
‘Bombardment more wephent than 
ever.’ 

“Ten minutes later the dicenale in- 
fantry attacked, but nevertheless the 
shell storm continued on ‘the com- 
munication lines and points where the 
enemy thought a concentration of 
troops might be. 

“The main force of the first Ger- 
man attack was directed against the, 
right battalion. During the last hour 
of the bombardment smoke’ shells 
predominated, so that when day 
broke we could see aie: @ yard be- 
fore us. 

“Under cover of this artificial fog 
enemy masses rushed the defenders, 
half-stunned and cut to pieces by the 
bombardment. At 4:51 the left sent 
word: ‘After repulsing several at-. 
tacks I am surrounded on 'the right.’ 

“The battalion on the east still 
held out, though by this time it was 
cut off by the enemy, who advanced 
along a bayou, running across the 
centre of the hillcrest. 

“at 7:45 the left announced that 
the right had fallen, and half an hour 
later it reported: ‘We are holding, 
but are surrounded.’ 

“At 10 came the message: ‘Still 
holding. Enemy attacks incessant.” 

“At quarter to 12 it was tele- 
graphed: ‘Enemy masses are every- 
where, but we are still holding.’ 

“Then at five minutes aftef noon 
came the last message: ‘Done for.’ 
The little band of heroes had been 
faithful unto death. 

“Their resistance was not in vain. 
The reserve battalions had organ- 
ized a strong defense on the old 
front line (before the German retreat 
of 1917) in the valley about a half a 
mile back of the hill. Against it the 
German waves were shattered again 
and again. 

“At 2 o’clock the defenders, com- 
manded by a_- twenty-one-year-old 
Lieutenant, de Payrat, had repulsed 
innumerable assaults, and the ground 
before them was heaped with Ger- 
man dead. The losses inflicted there 
on the enemy can have been hardly 
less than the holocaust on Plemont 
Hill itself. 

“But already the Germans ha@ 
pushed southward and were begin- 
ning to work around behind our po- 
sitions.

Austrian Supplies Used Up in April. 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—Official 
dispatches received here today, 
founded on information gathered at 
Berne, reflect the seriousness of the 
food situation in Austria-Hungary 
and the difficulties of Ludendorff in 
supplying his armies on the western 
front. 

They tell of the diversion of foods 
from the Ukraine and Bessarabia, 
promised to the Austrians, to the 
Germans themselves, and recite cor- 
respondence Between: Ludendorff and 
the Mayors of Vienna and Budapest 
in which the Mayors gave warning 
that they could not be responsible for 
preserving order under such condi- 
tions and could give no more help. 

Austrian food supplies have been 
exhausted since April, the dispatches 
say, and Austria has been trusting in 
an agreement with Germany to fur- 
nish food up to Aug. 15. On June 14 
appeals by telegraph began to go to 
the German High Command, declar- 
ing that under existing arrangements 
only sixty truckloads of food were 
available for the whole of Austria 
from the newly available supplies in 
the Ukraine and Bessarabia. The 
Mayor of Vienna protested, and 
warned the German High Command 
that he could not be responsible for 
preserving order. At the same time he 
called the Mayor of Budapest into con- 
ference and sent telegraphic protests 
to von Ludendorff.: He got from the 
latter only a promise that the plan of 
taking practically all the newly avail- 
able foods for the Germans would be 
delayed.

VIENNA SOCIALISTS 
CALL FOR PEACE MOVE 


Arbeiter Zeitang Backs Demands, 
Characterizing People’s Suf- 
ferings as Intolerable.

AMSTERDAM, June 22.—The sending 
of the Socialist Arbeiter Zeitung of 
Vienna to Holland has been forbidden. 
Pits dispatch to Germany has been “‘ ver- 
boten "’ for some time past. The news 
has reached here, however, that the 
tension throughout Austria-Hungary is 
great, and that the Government, fear- 
ing disorders, has increased its military 
forces in the capital and other cities. 

The Vienna executive of the Socialist 
Party has seized the occasion to make 
a-series of far-reaching demands, in- 
cluding higher wages for workers, light- 
er work owing to insufficient food, re- 
duction of the hours of labor and of 
night work,that Austria-Hungary should 
show its readiness at any time to enter 
into peace negotiations on a basis of no 
annexations and no indemnities, and 
that it should sypport the formation of 
a league of nations. The assembling of 
Parliament is also called for. 

The Arbeiter Zeitung declares, in back- 
ing up its demands, that a condition of 
affairs has been reached in which ar- 
tisans, minor officials ‘and the whole 
middle class no longer know how they 
are going to live. It is wholly impos- 
sible, it adds, to live on the present 
rations. The party leaders have left 
the Government in no doubt as to the

AMSTERDAM, June 22.—Count Theo- 
dore Batthyany, discussing in the Hun- 
gatian Lower House the negotiations 
for a renewal of the Austro-Hungarian- 
German alliance, said that the state- 
ment of Friedrich von Payer, Imperial 
German Vice Chancellor, indicated the 
complete unification of Austria-Hungary 
and Germany. . 

Dr. Alexander Wekerle, the Hunga- 
rian Premier, in réplying, said that ne- 
gotiations for a closer alliance were only 
in the initial stage. He considered it 
important that customs duties should be 
reduced and a free list, far reaching if 
possible, drawn up and from time to 
time extended. 

Systematic attacks had been made on 
the Germans, the Premier said, but the 
Government would see that illegal in- 
citements ‘did not go unpunished, and 
that public meetings likely to inflame 
popular feeling were broken up.

AMSTERDAM, June 10, (Correspond- 
ence of The Associated Press.)—Grave 
doubts are expressed in certain quarters 
in Germany as to the practicability and 
durability of the proposed new German- 
Austrian alliance. 

*“*No alliance of this kind should be 
concluded except on terms which make 
it possible to terminate the agreement 
on short notice from either stde,”’ says 
Dr. Erich A. O. Brandenburg of Léipsic, 
a well-known historian, in a statement 
published in the Deutsche Kurier. He 
points out that history has seen too 
many treaties designated as ‘* perpet- 
ual,” none of which outlived the par- 
ticular grouping of interests to which 
they owed their existence. 

‘* Circumstances may soon arise,” he 
adds, ‘‘ which are now unforeseen, but 
which will bring about entirely differ- 
ent relations bteween Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary. If the alliamce were 
terminable all might be well. For this 
reason any such alliance should not be 
incorporated in the constitutions of the 
countries. 

“ Provision must also be made against 
either party to the agreement failing 
to observe ‘its duties under the pact. 
No paper safeguards would avail. 

“In Austria-Hungary there is no uni- 
fied constitutional basis for the present 
Ausgieich between Austria and Hun- 
gary. Moreover, the Austro-Hungarian 
Parliamentary delegations. are not, 
properly speaking, representative popu- 
lar assemblies, and therefore the pro- 
posed alliance would need to be ap- 
proved and incorporated in the consti- 
tutions of Hungary and: Austria.

‘The Facts of Man Power. 


Sir Auckland Geddes, in introducing 
the _Government’s§ first man-power 
measures of this year, stated that the 
total effort which the British Nation 
had made for the maintenance of naval, 
military, and air forces amounted to no 
fewer than 7,500,000 men, of which 60.4 
per cent. had been contributed by Eng- 
land and that the British Army alone 
had at the beginning of this year on its 
rolls over 4,000,000/ The question is 
asked, Where are these 4,000,000? There 
is nothing like that number in France, 
and, therefore, there must be very large 
numbers in England. The enemy knows 
that this is not an easy suggestion to 
refute because it is obviously impossible 
for the Government to announce what ig 
thé number of troops allocated to home 
defense. 

But it is possible to say, for it is com- 
mon knowledge both to ourselves and to 
the enemy, that from the 4,000,000 has 
to be deducted not only the strength of 
our forces in France but also those in 
Mesopotamia, Palestine, and Hast 
Africa and many garrisons in our de- 
jpendencies which have to be maintained. 
We then arrive at the number of sol- 
diers in Great Britain. 

Now, it is a common delusion that all, 
or at any rate a great majority, of the 
men in khaki in Great Britain are there 
to defend our shores from invasion, but 
just as in the interior of France,, which 
is the main base of the French armies, 
there are many men in blue and in the 
interior of Germany, the main base of 
the German armies, there are doubtless 
many men in: field gray, so in Great 
Britain, ‘the main base of the empire. 
there should be many men in khaki who 
have little or no connection with home 
defense. 

All the great military administrative 
services, upon which the well-being of 
the forces in the field depend, have 
their centres in this country and re- 
quire large numbers of men. All the 
sick, wounded, and convalescents are 
on the rolls of the army and are, there- 
fore included in the 4,000,000. And 
lastly, let us hope the largest of ail 
the forces, there is the number of men 
under training to replace the casualties 
at the front. 


Number of Men in Training. 


It takes from five to six months to 
fit a recruit to take his place in the 
ranks in the field, and, therefore, if 
we have made adequate provision for 
the future we should have at home at 
any time enough men to replace the 
wastage of six months in the.field. 

When we consider the length of the 
casualty lists of the last three months, 
and add.to their total the number that 
have. had to go to the hospital for

Of course, it is easier, though 
far more expensive, to organize. wat 
than peace, because only one State is 
needed to erganize war; whereas. at 
least two States are ‘needed to organize 
peace. Nevertheless, the fact’ remains 
that the making of war is so effi- 
clently..and- smoothly organized that 
War occurs, against, almost everybody’s 
wisi, whereas the keeping of.peace is 
so. badly. organized that, though almost 
everybody wants peace to be kept, 
‘peace isn’t kept. ~ 

On July 26, 1914, the Austrian Am- 
bassador telegraphed to Vienna that the 
Russian Minister had been warned 
about the extreme danger gf mobilizing 
armies as a form of diplomatic pressure. 
He said purely military consideration of 
the question by the General Staffs 
would then find expression, and, if that 
button were once touched in Germany, 
the situation would get out of. control. 

yYou see how war works, almost by 
itself. It-is quite certain that no touch- | 
ing of any button, either in Germany or 1 
in any other country,. would ever have |; 
started peace machinery so efficient | 
and smooth that a peace situation 
would get out of control.. The nations 
simply had to keep peace, in spite of | 
themselves, 

The machinery for keeping peace has | 
hitherto been what we call diplomacy; | 
it has horriby failed. All statesmen are | 
dgreed as to the chief reason for its | 
failure. The reason is that diplomacy | 
is secret.» Among-modern peoples, who, | 
affer all, have. learned a certain amount | 
of common sense from the ages,’ war 
could never happen if the preliminaries 
to it were open and aboveboard. 
,Once upon a time the;peoples thought 
war was grand. They now know war is 
insane. A few highly placed persons 
in any country who want war may suc- 
ceed in starting the efficient machinery 
of war by mystifying and mesmerizing 
the people. They arouse alarm and ex- 
citement. They talk about.a crisis, “and | 
about delicate negotiations, and about 
an acute crisis, and about a deadlock, 
and about anticipating the worst. No- 
body outside the ring knows anything. 

Rushed Into War Through Fear. 

Ignorance is the mother of fear, and 
fear is the mother of foolishness. Sud- 
denly there is a panic on the Stock 
Exchange. Newspapers full of naught; 
but. preparations for war do the rest. 
The peoples have gone to war, and they 
don’t know why, Later on, they learn 
they went to war because they had lost 
their heads and been fooled accordingly 
by a few wily personages whose trade 
was war. 

Now, this’ particular kind of faaaey 
could not possibly happen if there were 
a. league of nations for keeping the 
peace. In the first place, the proceed- 
ings of even the most inefficient league 
of nations would be entirely public, and | 
the’ peoples would know all that was | 
going on all the time. In the second! 
place, a league of nations must take at/ 
some @tage action of some gort in con- 
ference, and the effect of any conference 
on any international question can be 
foretold with certitude.

International Court of Justice. 


It is very probable, it is, indeed, al-. 
most sure, that international disputes.

would itself be nominated by the league 
in. conference, and therefore in the end!

Not So Public, After All, 


It follows, therefore, that important 

and influential negotiations will.go on 
informally between sundry groups of 
the ‘league and quite apart from the 
formal meetings, and that a large pro- 
portion of the members will attend the 
meetings with their minds already made 
up on points on which their minds are 
theoretically supposed to be quite open. 
In’ other words, the real, effective pro- 
ceedings of the league will not, after 
all, be quite so public as we in our in- 
nocence may have imagined.

The smaller nations 
insisted upon this principle as the price 
of their adhesion. Their argument was 
that, as each nation was sovereign and 
independent, all nations were equal and 
must be equally representgd. It was 
a charming principle and might con- 
ceivably, work well on the planet Mars, 
but it could never -work well on earth, 
because it was so absurdly contrary to 
all earthly notions of common sense. 

Eight great powers of the world— 
Great Britain, France, the United States, 
Italy, Japan, Russia, Germany, and 
Austria-Hungary—comprise about three- 
quarters of the total population of the 
world, and under the one-nation-one-vote 
scheme they had less than one-fifth of 
the voting power. Luxemburg and Den- 
mark, with a combined population legs 
than half the population of London, 
could swamp the vote of the entire 
British Empire with its area of 13,000,- 
000 square miles and its population of 
over 400,000,000 souls. The thing would 
obviously be ridiculous in any plan for 
a tfuly practical and workable league. 


Basis of Population. 
The only simple alternative seems to

Democracy is the politics of the 
future, and this would be a democratic 
alternative. It would, however, mean 
that, if Luxemburg had one representa- 
tive, Britain would have some 1,700 rep- 
resentatives, which is almost as ridicu- 
lous as the one-nation-one-vote scheme.

_ GERMAN) DIVISIONS CUT UP. 


More Figures of Heavy Losses on 
the Western Front. - 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—Further in- 
formation concerning the German losses 
in the Picardy offensive, supplementing 
the statement of Captain André Tardieu, 
has been received in Washington in a 
dispatch from Paris. This says in part: 

“The Sth and 52d Divisions of In- 
fahtry, both classed as picked storming 
divisions, fought in the battles of the 
Somme and the Aisne. The 50th Di- 
vision left at the end of March more 
than one-third of, its strength at Han- 
gard-en-Santerre. Reconstituted to the 
strength of ninety rifles a company* it 
took part in the offensive of the 27th 
of May. On June 5 each one of these 
companies had left thirty to’ thirty-five 
men on the field. The ranks were so 
exhausted that officers, placed in re- 
serve by the commahd, had to be sent en 
bloc into the companiés from the third 
day of the offensive. 

“The 52d Division, which entered the 
battle of Picardy at the end of March 
was recalled in an exhausted condition. 
On the 10th of April it was sent back 
for rest and reorganized. with 150 men 
to a company. It was engaged on the 
east of Belleau Bois on the 29th of May. 
It advanced as far as Vesle, but had to 
stop there, having lost thirty-five to 
thirty-seven men on an average a com- 
pany. 

‘‘ These two divisions at two different 
intervals in the space of six weeks lost 
two-thirds of their fighting strength.” 


MANY GUNS TO SHELL-PARIS 


Eight to Thirty to Fire, Says Ru- 
mors Reaching Paris. 


PARIS, June 22.—Premier Clemenosan 
and Leon Abrami, Under Secretary for 
Effectives and Pensions at the War Of- 
fice, had a long hearing before the Sen- 
ate Army Committee today on the ques- 
tion of effectives. 

It has been widely rumored that the 
Germans have placed a- number, va- 
riously stated at eight to thirty, of 
long-range cannon for the bombardment 
of Paris.

FAVOR AMERICAN AIRPLANE,

Gay with Secretary Baker. It was 
stated that the transatlantic flight plan 
was net the object of the meeting, al- 
though it was probably touched upon, 
The impression gained ground today 
that if American ode epegid accept 
the view of the British that there were 
practical possibilities. in development of 
the air route to Europe, American ef- 
fort would be more likely to go toward 
sending over an: American-built plane 
rather than to co-operate in the bring- 
ing to this side ef a British plane and 
fiying it back with a British-American 
crew 

"Some ‘American officials are not in 
agreement with General Brancker that 
the Liberty engines are not sufficiently 
reliable to attempt the Transatlantic, 
flight.

To ‘less essential manufactured prod- 
ucts will then be allowed but 50 per 
cent, of their normal sugar requirements 
instead of 80 per cent. as at: present. 
This ruling will include the producers 
of soft drinks, such as soda water. 


Manufacturers of ice cream will be 
ee to 75 per cent. of the normal 
supply, except that where ice cream 18 
e@ on premises where soda water and 
other soft drinks are sold the allottment 
will be cut to 5&0 per cent., as it would 
be difficult to ditterentiate between the 
sugat. used for ice cream and tha: for 
soft drinks in such establisoments.

Says Private Capital Hesitated to 
Enter Business Which the 
Government Took Up.

ALBANY, June 22.—General W. W. 
Wotherspoon, State Superintendent of 
Public Works, discussed today the 
movement f freight by the Federal 
Government over the New York State 
canals. He’ said that the canal offi- 
cials had-for’more than a year urged 
the. Federal authorities to enter the 
canal transportation field, and that 
such operation was most desirable in 
order that transportation business on 
the canal might be placed on a high 
class and dependable basis. He pointed 
out that this new venture on the’ parr 
of the Government should receive the 
full support and co-operation of the 
commercial bodies of the State, and 
that he was not in sympathy with those 
who were inclined to pass hasty judg- 
ment. upon the results thus far | ob- 
tained, or as to certain features of the 
operation. 

‘““We had experienced much disap- 
pointment,”’ said General Wothergpoon, 
‘“‘in our attempt to bay de private 
capital to form boat lines and engage 
in the canal business. During the last 
two years I have conferred with per- 
haps a hundred men whg had expressed 
intentions to organize boat lines. ‘The 
facilities of my departynent were placed 
at their disposal without’ reserve, and 


the results of all stufies ‘made of traffic 
conditions were subpnitted to all seeking 
such information. f/Everything possible 
was done to encoufage and assist those 
intending to build/or: operate boats.

INDIANAPOLIS, June 22.—Leonard 
A. Snitkin, Municipal Court Judge in 
New Yerk City, was sentenced to serve 
five years in the Federal Prison at 
Atlanta, Ga., by Judge Anderson, in 
Federal Court, today following his con- 
viction yesterday. on charges of having 
eonspired with his brother, Maurice L. 
Snitkin, and a Joseph Schur, to ob- 
struct the draft*law by fraudulentiy 
obtaining exemption for registrants. 

Maurice L. Snitkin, an Indianapolis 
attorney, and Schur, a former appeal 
agent’ on a local draft board, were 
sentenced to serve six years each. 
Schur told Judge Anderson he had been 
threatened before the opening of the 
trial.

Besiege Circus Tent. for Information 
Concerning Fate of Friends, 


HAMMOND,) Ind., June 22.—Instead 
of the holiday crowds expected, a’ weep- 
ing and bandaged throng of men and 
women gathered silently about a red 
and gilt trimmed ticket wagon on the. 
Hammond circus grounds this after- 
noon. They were the survivors of the 
Hagenbeck-Wallace show train wreck, 
and were seeking word of the fate of 
their friends and fellow players— who 
were to have giver’ Hammond its first 
cirtus of the year today. . 

From behind the bars of the window 
of the ticket wagon, Charles Dollmer, 
manager of the show, who escaped from 
the wreck after throwing his wife from 
a window, began the task of register- 
ing ‘the survivors and attempting to 
identify the dead. . 

Quietly the Httle line of circus men 
and women filed past the ticket window 
giving their names and asking news of 
friends and relatives. A big crowd had 
gathered at the grounds to see the” cir- 
cus and remained after hearing of the 
tragedy to’ watch the little group of 
survivors. 

One. clown about whose head was 
wrapped a stained bandage leaned 
against 1 tent pole while he watched 
the crowd on the edge.of the grounds. 

‘There'll be no circus in Hammond 
tonight,” he said. ‘‘ The kids will get 
left this time.”’ Then he fainted. 

Other survivors toid of. wandering 
paniestricken and scantily clad over the 
countryside in search of help after the 
wreck. Arter the crash, they said, there 
was no water to fignt the fire, which 
immediately attacked the wreckage, and 
many were agonized by the cries of 
their comrades pinned beneath the cars. 

The first assistance came from Ham- 
mond, which sent two companies of fire- 
men, who were powerless to check 
the flames because of the absence of 
water, and who at first confined their 
efforts to the rescue of the wounded. 
Later water wasthauled to the scene of 
the tragedy in tank wagons. 


23,110 WOMEN ALIENS 
REGISTERED ‘IN WEEK 


1 0,000 Others File Affidavits— 
Alsatians Resent Being Called 
the Kaiser's Subjects. 





The number of German women reg- 
istering in this city reached 23,110 yes- 
terday, while more than 10,000 others 
filed affidavits preparatory to register- 
ing. Registration will be resumed on 
Monday morning and continue until 
Wednesday night. The figures for the

wanted everybody in the line to under-

Moved to Avoid German Rule. 


One young woman who could not 
speak German and whose parents could 
not speak German, nevertheless had to 
register yesterday at the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station, because of the 
perplexities of the citizenship laws. Her 
parents were both born in Alsace under 
German rule, but hated German rule 
and moved to Paris, where they lived 
continuously and where she was born. 
The Police Sergeant who considered this 
case held that the letter of the law 
made her a German and the young wo- 
man sorrowfully had her thumbs printed 
and was otherwise recorded as an ene- 
my alien. ° 

Another Alsatian woman escaped reg- 
istration to her great delight after long 
legal deliberation at the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station. Her husband 
had been an Alsatian, but had moved to 
France, and had died. She did not know 
whether he had been naturalized-or not, 
although she said that she was entirely 
devoted to France. One of the women 
volunteer helpers questioned her and 
drew out the fact that her husband had 
served for five —— under the French 
colors in a military .reserve organiza- 
tion. It was pointed out that he could 
not have done so without swearing al- 
legiance to the iy of France, which 
would have made him a citizen. The 
young woman was declared a legally 
correct Frenchwoman. 

The class of woman who have been 
most outspoken in deploring the neces- 
sity for registering are entirely loyal 
American-born women who married 
Germans. There have _ been several 
such cases, and invariably the woman 
has expressed a feeling that it is rather 
hard for her to take her nationality 
from her husband instead of her par- 
ents. The answer by policeman and 
volunteer helpers {n such cases is that 
experience teaches the~moral that pa- 
triotic American-born’ women should 
have had their husbands naturalized 
long before any such questions arose.

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Collector Edwards Warns That 
After Tuesday Penalty 
Goes Into Effect. 


GETS MANY FREAK LETTER 


Flatbush Man Says Landlord His 
‘Ralsed Rents and Should 
Pay Heavier Tax. 


William H. Edwards, Collector of In- | 


ternal Revenue for the Second, or Wall 
Street, District, yesterday gave out a 
staterrent in which he said that from 


June 17 to June 21 approximately $40,- 


000,000 had been paid in income and 
excess profits taxes. 
gave warning that tomorrow and Tuesr 
day were the last two days for the 
payment of the two classes of taxes 
before the penalty automatically be- 
came effective. 

Mr. Edwards expressed the belief that 
in those days some of the heaviest 
payments wculd be made in order to 
avoid’ this penalty. While not pre- 
pared to give out positive figures, the 
Collector said he expected payments 
totaling at least $100,000,000 in. these 
two days, including payment by an in- 
dividual of $14,800,000, which when made 
will be a record payment of taxes by 
either an individual or a corporation. 

The next largest single tax payment 
was for $14,500,000. This was assessed 
against a corporation, thought to be 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
and was paid several days ago. While 
John D. Rockefeller’s name has been 
linked with the forthcoming $14,800,000 
individual income payment, no infor- 
mation on the subject was obtainable 
from revenue officials. ’ > 

‘A number of persons who paid taxes 
were under the impression that the due 
date for filing returns was June 15, the 
same date the tax was due,” Collector 
Edwards said. ‘‘ These persons having 
made voluntary payment’ will not be 
assessed the _ specific penalty for 
failure to file within the —= spec- 
ified time set in the law. If there are 
any more persons who should have 
made returns and have not done so, 
these persons should immediately for- 
ward the return and pay the tax due 
and avoid the specific penalty of 59 
per cent. of the tax.’’ . 

In spite of the fact that the principal 
drive to gather in tax payments ended 
June 15, Collector Edwards is receiving 
many freak letters, among them some 
purporting to revea] the names of tax 
dodgers. 

One letter received yesterday by Col- 
lector ‘Edwards was addressed, ‘‘ W. 
E. Edwards, Eternal Revenue Collec- 
It was anonymous and signed 
**Loyalty Guard.’’ The writer said 
that he wanted to “ tip off the Eternal 
Revenue Collector about a man in Flat- 


bush who had boosted his rents on ten-. 


ants $100 a month.’’ The writer said 
he wanted ‘‘ Uncle Sam” to get his 
share of this increased revenue. 

Figures. collected in the Second Dis- 
trict yesterday showed that there had 
been an increase of more than 400 per 
cent. over last year in the collections 
from sales of stamps and other taxes, 
including increased rates under the 
act of Oct. 3, 1917.

HOPE TO AVOID CONGESTION 





Travelers Told How to Save Time 
v7 and Annoyance by Walking 
an Extra Block. — 





Some day this week the Public Service 
Commission will name the date on which 
the two trunk line subweys, running 
through Séventh Avenue and Lexing- 


Various dates have been set, as. far 
back as last September, but the .next 
date. will. be the real one. An official 
statement issued by the commission 
yésterday was'to'the effect that “ final 
details. of preparation”’ were being 
rushed ‘to completion, and that the date 
would follow an early word from the 
commission’s engineers that all was 
ready for tha safe operation of trains. ‘ 

Much. of the delay was due to the 
tardiness of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company in finishing the sub- 
station power houses and the safety 
appliances. Then came the labor trou- 
bles, and these having been disposed 
of, nothing stands in.the way but a 
few of the. minor bits of work that 
will shortly be completed. 

More important than the announce- 
ment cf the precise date when trains 
will be operated through these main 
tubes is, in the opinion of the commis- 
sion, the need for teaching the people 
how these new trains should be used 
during: the rush hours. There will be 
Httle change in the methods of opera- 
tion’ on the east side south of Forty- 
second Street and on the west side 
north. of Times Square, but the two 
Hines will necessitate new habits on the 
part of those who use the subways, and 
the. commission wants to have. these 
habits conform, as far as possible, to 
the safety and convenience of all.

How the United States food Adminis- 
trator, Herbert ‘Hoover, Federal Food 
Administrator Arthur Williams, and 
Vice President Elliot of the American 
Express Company were compelled- as 
part of their service to the general cause 
of democracy. to see that a hound was 
shipped from Zanesville, Ohio, to a -far- 
mer at Yorktown Heights, N. Y., for the 
protection of his chickens, was revealed 
yesterday by the Federal Food Board in 
some of the letters which passed be- 
tween the representatives of these of- 
ficials and John eee? the ‘Yorktown 
farmer, 

Several weeks ago Sunebeer who takes 
care of the Yorktown Heights farm for 
Mrs. F. F..W. Cary, wrote a letter to 
Food Administrator Hoover asking the 
latter to/assist him in having a hound 
shipped from Zanesville, Ohio. Within 
a period of a few weeks he had lost 
sixty of his chickens by fox raids, and 
he considered it highly essential to the 
winning of the war that his chickens 
should be protected from foxes. He had 
entered into a transaction with a fox 
hound dealer in Zanesville, Ohio, a John 
W. Dearth, who agreed to ship him the 
fastest fox hound in that State for $10. 

The Express Company, however, re- 
fused to take the hound, because its 
facilities were entirely preoccupied with 
Government traffic. Sweeney main- 
tained that if food was to ‘‘ win the 
war,” the shipment of a hound for the 
protection of his chickens was to be 
considered as Government traffic in 
every sense of the term. From Food 
Administrator Herbert Hoover, his com- 
munication was passed on to Federal 
Food Administrator Williams, who. in 
turn directed Cyrus C. Miller, Director 
of the Bureau of Transportation and 
Distribution, to look’ after: the matter. 
The following correspondence between 
Mr. Miller and other officials was madé 
public yesterday to show that. Mr. 
Sweeney’s hound finally had: been. ad- 
mitted to the category of ‘‘ war essen- 


tials.’’

; DIES IN DUBUQUE 
Founder of Catholic University at 
‘Washington Once-Held a 
«High Post in Rome. 


DUBUQUR, tows, ‘June 22.—~The Most 
Rev. John Joseph Keane, former rector 








}6f. the Catholic University of America, 


and -retired Archbishop .of Dubuque, 
died today. The funeral will be held 
next . Wednesday. Archbishop Keane 
was 79 years old. He had been in fall- 
dng health since his retirement, in 1911. 
He was one of the most prominent Cath- 
olic churchmen of: the country,’ having 
founded the Catholic University. at 
Washington, D. C, 

He held a high post in Rome for wwe 
years after several years’ work at Wash- 
ington as head: of the university. He 
was installed Archbishop of Dubuque in 
1900, succeeding Archbishop John Hen- 
nessey, who died earlier in that year. 





John Joseph Keane was born in Bally- 
shannon, County vonage. Ireland, Sept. 
12, . and came th his family to 
the United States in 1846. He was edu- 
cated at St. Charles College, Baltimore, 
and at St. rags AP igyaer eed in the same 
cftty, and i entered the Roman 
Catholic priesthood. He was assistant 
rector of St. Patrick’s Church, Wash- 
ington, until 1874, when he was made 
Bishop of Richmond, Va. He was con- 
secrated Aug. 25, 78. 

As Bishop he was active in the organ- 
ization of Roman Catholic societies, 
especially temperance societies. He was 
appointed Director of the Catholic Uni- 
versity, but resigned in 1897 to go to 
Rome as a member of the papal house- 
hold. The success of the Catholic Uni- 
Brin however, was — due to his 

minent business qua fications and 
his intense enthusiasm in the cause of 
oat aise Bt hop K took in th 
sho eane took part in the 
Third Plenary Gouneil of Baltimore, at 
ch it was decreed that there should 
te established a great national institu- 
tion . for  post-collegiate- and * highly 
specialized education, to be called. the 
Catholic University of America.

Federal. and State hatiaetles 
Prepare to Carry Out Work- 
or-Fight Order. 





TO OPEN LABOR BUREAUS 





Estimate 40,000 to be Affected Here, 
and All Will Be Offered -Use-. 
ful Occupations. 





Industrial Commission are perfecting 
plans for the enforcing on the first of 
the month of General Crowder’s order 
remoying men of draft age. from em- 
ployment nonessential to the prosecu- 
tion of the war. At the same time the 
Police Department and the District At- 
torney and County Sheriffs are planning 
close co-operation with the Government 
through the strict enforcement of the 
New York State anti-loafing law. But 
little trouble is expected by the authori- 
ties and the first of the month will 
see the opening of a systematic cam- 
paign to round up the industrial slack- 
ers, and to put into the places of men 
of draft age moved to essential occupa- 
tions many men above draft age, up 
to 50 years, who have not heretofore 
had any known useful means of sup- 
port. 

Henry QQ Sayer, State Industrial 
Commissioner, announced yesterday that 
the United States Employment Service 


entered into an agreement for the co- 
operative. administration of a compre- 
hensive network of employment bureaus 
throughout the State. In other words, 
the authorities, in enforcing both the 
Crowder order and the State anti-loaf- 
ing law, intend to see that not a single 
person will-be able to say there Was no 
place where employment could be ob- 
tained. Twenty new industrial bureaus 
are to be established in New York City, 
and the city is to be divided into em- 
ployment districts. 

Under the joint administration, Com-— 
missioner Sayer becomes Federal State 
Director of the United States Employ- 
ment Service in this State, and Charles 
B. Barnes, the present Director of the 
Bureau of Employment of the State of 
New York, becomes the Federal Su- 
perintendent. Mr. Barnes will have 
charge of all Federal and St&te bureaus. 


Thirteen Employment Districts. 


For the better carrying out of the 
fight or work order the United States 
has been divided into thirteen employ- 
ment districts. John R. O'Leary is the 
Superintendent of the Second District, 
which includes New York, New Jersey, 
and Connecticut. As District Superin- 
tendent it will be Mr. O’Leary’s duty to 
co-ordinate the employment work of the 
three States. 

Eight. employment offices are at pres- 
ent maintained in the State by the New 
York ~ State Industrial Commission 
through the State Bureau of Employ- 
ment, and this work is to be enlarged. 
The ‘commission has just received a 
special appropriation for the establish- 
ment of an office which will. do inten- 
sive employment work for the colored 
population of New York City. 

Percy S. Straus of the firm of R. H. 
Macy & Co. said over the telephone: 

“The new order will simply require a 
business readjustment,’’ he said. ‘‘ Very 
few employes are arfected by it, prin- 
cipally sales clerks, the majority of 
whom are women, and clerks in the 
offices. The only difficulty will come 
if the authorities attempt to carry out 
the order to the letter-on the first of 
the month. If they do, it will be harder 
on the employe than on the employer, 
because if all who come under the or- 
der are thrown out of employment be- 
tween now and the first of the month, 
there will be large numbers of persons. 
out .of pen re ment, for these persons

THE ATLANTIC PASSAGE BY 
3 AIRPLANE. 

As General WiLL1M BRANCKER of 
the British Royal Air Force says, 
“war has been the making of avia- 
tion.” Its progress has been prodig- 
ious under the spur of necessity. 
Hardly any venture in the air can be 
proposed but it seems feasible to the 
credulous who stand agaze at wonders 
already performed. To the scientific 
mind no improvement of the airplane 
motor seems impossible, and it is upon 
the development of the motor that 
longer and more secure flights depend. 
Greater things will be done in the air 
than have yet been attempted, and 
when the crossing of the Atlantic this 
year of 1918 is declared by General’ 
BRANCKER to be practicable, will any 
one be rash enough to cry the enter- 
prise down? We fancy, however, 
that some of the aviation experts will 
not be so optimistic about the success 
of it as the British authority appears 
to be. They will be inclined to post- 
pone the achievement to a later time, 
doubting whether any known motor 
could be made to function well enough 
to carry the navigators to Europe. 

The most practicable route, as the 
General says, would be by way of the 
Azores, starting from Newfoundland. 
Cape Race is more, but not a great 
deal more, than 1,000 miles from St. 
Michael’s, and from that island to 
Cape da Roca on the Portuguese coast 
the distance is 830 miles. General 
BRANCKEB sees success in a machine 
carrying 750 horse power motors and 
capable of forty hours’ flight at a 
speed of eighty-five miles an hour, 
but he speaks of a descent at the 
Azores, whose Pico Alto (7,612 feet) is 
discernible long before the voyager 
reaches the islands. If a plane could 
keep the air for forty hours, Portugal 
might be made in one flight; in fact, 
the destination could as well be 
France or England. It may be in- 
ferred, therefore, that General 
BRANCKEE is not sanguine, quite the 
contrary, about any longer initial 
flight than the 1,000 miles and more to 
tthe Portuguese islands. 

The most successful long-distance 
flight recorded in the war is that of 
four British army men in a biplane 
with two 270 horse power engines 
from Hendon, near London, to Con- 
stantinople, about 2,000 miles. Stops 
were made at Paris and Pisa; 
leaving Pisa the adventurers flew by 
way of Otranto across the Albanian 
Alps (varying from 8,000 to 10,000 
feet) to Saloniki, where they descended 
to overhaul their plane and refit for a 
bombing raid against Constantinople. 
From Saloniki to ‘Constantinople and 
The Britishers 
reached Constantinople, and spsenrerd 
bombs to destroy the Goeben, which 
they failed to do, but they did other 
execution on craft alongaide.

There would be no“lack of 
volunteers with the necessary flying 
skill: it is simply a question of power- 
ful and reliable motors, and favorable 
weather. ; 


SELECTING GENERAL OFFICERS, 
In a dispatch from Washington 
dealing with nominations for General 
officers soon to be made by the Presi- 
dent, it is said that the Commander in 
Chief of the American Army in 
France “ has been authorized to select 
officers of any rank for promotion,” 
and that the War Department will ac- 
cept his recommendations “ without 
change.” This seems to mean that, 
while the President, with the advice of 
the Chief of Staff, will go over the list 
of officers on home duty and name a 
certain number of Generals to com- 
mand new organizations, General PER- 
SHING will have a free hand to recog- 
nize merit and efficiency in France. 
It follows that he will not consider 
seniority except when associated with 
fitness. And there is an intimation 
from Washington that President W11- 
son in the appointments he makes 
on his own initiative will not allow 
seniority to rule, on the principle, of 
course, that in a war of such magni- 
tude and gravity brigades and divi- 
sions should always be commanded by 
the ablest officers, men who have 
shown a talent for leadership and who 
are known to be superior tacticians. 
When nominations for General offi- 
cers were made in 1917, seniority was 
more of a factor than seemed desir- 
able, and promotions to Brigadier Gen- 
eral were made from the list of Colo- 
nels. But the United States has now 
been at war fourteen months, during

Some of them are 
of lower rank than Colonel, but al- 
ready are marked out for distinction 
in the war.

JOHN JOSEPH PERSHING was a Cap- 
tain when advanced to the grade of 
Brigadier General in recognition of his 
soldierly record in Mindanao. The 
present Chief of Staff, PEYTon C. 
‘Mazon, now a full General, was: a 
Lieutenant Colonel before the war. 
In both cases professional merit and 
solid achievements accounted for the 
promotions. The principle should now 
be applied to distinction on, active 
service in France, and to proved ca- 
pacity in organizing, training, and 
equipping troops in the States for 
the ordeal of war. General PEBR- 
SHING has too sharp an intelligence 
and ‘too high a sense of duty to select 
the wrong: men for promotion in 
France, and General Makon, as advis- 
er to the President, can be depended 
on to weigh desert carefully. 








EXPORT COMBINATIONS. 

In a report concerning preparation 
in Germany and other European coun- 
tries for export and import trade after 
the war, an officer of the War Trade 
Board says it may be necessary for .us, 
in competition with the methods adopt- 
ed or proposed abroad, to make “ com- 
binations of producers and shippers.” 
He refers to the syndication, in part 
compulsory, of industries in Germany 
under Government control, and the 
prospect that in foreign trade, after 
the coming of peace, Government 
monopolies may do both the buying 
and the selling. The beginnings of a 
movement in the same direction are 
seen in England. Mr.:Grrarp, former- 
‘ly Ambassador at Berlin, speaking of 
these German plans at a.meeting of 
the New York Board of Trade a few 
days ago, said: “ If the Sherman anti- 
“trust law remains on our statuté 
“ books we shall not be able to com- 
“pete in foreign markets after the 
“war, or to cope with the new Ger- 
“man economic system.” He would 
have the Sherman act repealed or 
modified, on account of the new con- 
ditions.

‘The intelligent and helpful sympa- 
thy, the wise policy expressed by Sec- 
retary LansInG and Mr. WILson in re- 
gard to the oppressed nationalities of 
Austria-Hungary, has already borne 
useful fruit. The Hitchcock amend- 
ment to the Army bill authorizes the 
creation of the Slavic Legion, volun- 
teer troops to be composed of Slavs, 
Jugoslavs, Czechoslovaks, and Poles, 
living in the United States and not 
subject to the draft.

POSTAL RATE PRINCIPLES. 


, England’s “ penny post” died a nat- 


ural death at the beginning of this 
month, and at the end of the Scrip- 
tural seventy years of life.” The in- 
cident is of American interest be- 
cause it chances that we are dealing 


. with the same problem, but in a 


manner very different from England. 
For seventy years the world has 
based its postal rates upon RowLanp 
HIuu’s discovery that the cost of mail 
transportation was dependent upon 
weight carried and space used, _re- 
gardless of distance. Before Hi.u’s 
discovery England used the zone'raté 
system, ranging from 6:cents for a 
single sheet of paper for 15 miles up 
to 80 cents for 800 miles, and so on. 
The poor could not pay and did not 
use the mails. The figures showed 
that the cost of the mails to the 
Government was fifty times as much 
for the short haul as the long haul. 
The result of the agitation which 
Hiuy started was the establishment 
of a flat or average rate of a penny, 
2 cents,.for a half ounce, instead of 
18 cents for a single sheet. The busi- 
ness grew until it showed enormous 
profits from that time until now, 
when it becomes necessary to raise 
war revenue. 

England finds nothing wrong with 
the flat rate system, but finds that 
postal profits have shrunk from 
£5,000,000 to half that, and give signs 
of disappearing. For that reason alone 
the first-class rate is raised from a 
penny to 1% pence regardless of dis- 
tance, but with additions for weight. 
The distant colonies get the same 
rate. The postal parcel service has 
always been done at a loss, in some 
years of as much as $5,000,000, al- 
though our Post Office claims a 
profit. England corrects that by re- 
ducing the number of its classes and 
raising the rates. The expectation is 
that the income will be raised by 
some $17,000,000. 

We adopted the Hill mail methods 
in 1845, when we reduced our zénes 
and rates by distances at first to six, 
then to two, then to the simple flat, 
or average, rate, which nobody 
dreams of disturbing for letters. It 
is only regarding printed matter that 
it is proposed to revert to methods 
discredited by generations of world- 
wide experience. It is familiar to all 
that there was even a flat interna- 
tional rate of letter mail. But now 
there is a proposal to re-establish 
zone rates on printed matter, al- 
though there is no new reason pre- 
sented to counter the arguments 
which prevailed when the continental 
rate was established. It was shown 
to Congress that it cost less to carry 
printed matter than milk, and the at- 
tempt to discriminate against printed 
mail matter died a natural death. 
Now it is revived, and there seems 
some danger of its succeeding. 

The express companies enjoyed the 
benefits of a similarly scientific and 
unsuccessful zone scheme of charges 
devined by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and it was necessary for 
the Government to take over the ex- 
press companies as it did the rail- 
ways. The alternative was bank- 
ruptcy and loss of the service. “Noth- 
ing can bankrupt the Post Office, and 
it is -already in. the Government's 
hands. ‘ That remedy for..its. real 
poverty, despite its claim-of Prone

American Women as War Workers.

Perhaps the following extracts from a let- 
ter just received from Mrs.: George T. Max- 
well of New York, on the staff ef Le Bien 
Etre du Blesse, may be interesting: 

Paris, May 31. 

Ewerybody adjust themselves to existing 
conditions in the most extraordinary way, 
and no inconvenience matters. The atti- 
tude of the giris under actual shell fire in . 
the diet kitchens near the front lnes is 
admirable. All they think of is to make 
the best of everything and to help all they 
can. Miss Pullar, Miss Vannemann, and 
all the others without exception have been 
fine, and you have every reason to be proud 
of your insight in their selection. 

The last days have been very trying 
for everybody, but our work goes on as 
usual, for every one feels that our help 
is needed just that much more for every 
inch of territory fought over and for 
every man of the allied forces wounded. 
Hospitals being evacuated means for us 
the sending of the comforting soups, &c., 
in one direction instead of another, that 
is all, with the additional reason that 
these nourishing things are needed in 
increasing quantity. The recurrence of the 
offensive has been drastic, and has made 
the Americans, I am sure, glad that we are 
in it at last. They are making good every 
minute, too, and both French and English 
are generous in their tribute, net only to 
the annex'’s courage, but to his goed judg- 
ment and good-will. Our men are all inter- 
mingled with the other Allies, and so Le 
Bien Etre du Blesse stands as fairy god- 
mother to the Allies, instead of only to the 
French. As the weeks -go on we shall be 
looked to more and more for the help se 
badly needed. . 


I have heard indirectly that some of the 
young women I sent over to work in Paris 
have been genuinely alarmed by the air raids 
and bombardment, but that not one of them 
las even considered leaving her post and 
seeking safety. In picking out all these girls 
and women—from hundreds of applicants—l 
took ‘personality into account quite as much 
as any dilettante proficiency they might have 
in the work for which they were needed. 
With one exception (and she was not an 
American) they have all made good and be- 
come as proficient under Mme. 4’ Andigne’s 
training as if they were merely, pursuing 
their own professions. Miss Marjory Josselyn 
of San Francisco, has taken almost the entire 
work of the office off of Mme. d’Andigne’s 
hands, and Mrs. Richard Hammond, whe 
was Miss Langhorne of Virginia, and Miss 
Ramona Howe of New York have now

Most certainly we cannot afford to 
wait any longer. In fact, it would be 
criminal on our part to countenance in 
the least way any further German game 
in Russia, for our own boys’ cate large- 
ly depends upon it. 

We will stand by Russia as well as 
by France, our President has declared. 
Yes, as long as Russia, lke France, 
dces not feed and does not arm’ our 
enemies, -the Germans. But if the de 
facto Russian Government does not. do 
anything worth mentioning ‘to, resist 
the German invasion in Russia and the 
German seizure of provisions and mu- 
nitions, it is high time for us to cry: 
** Stop! Hands off!" That is what our 
intervention means in the first place, 
and we must do it immetilately, for, I 
repeat, on that depénds largely the 
fate of our own boys. We will stand 
by Russia when she rejects German 
kinglets and introduces at home a 
democratic.republic. But most certainly 
we will not sacrifice our boys for a 
country criminally siding with our ene- 
mies and supplying them with men of 
war and man power.

‘Catch the ‘thief!."" so today the Ger- 
man agents in Russia and their obedi- 
ent disciples and comrades, the Bol- 
sheviki, protest the loudest against the 
intervention of the Allies in Rugsia, 
Certainly the Gérmans would not like to 
have anybody interfere with their ex- 
clusive appropriating of all riches of 
that country, paralyzed by traitorg of 
many aliases. 

For Americans, French, British, and 
Italians country and people. mean. all, 
while the Bolshevist leaders’ know no 
country and no people; they care only 
for revolution and the international 
proletariat. It is evident, then, that the 
Governments of the Allies can have no 
common ground’ for any negotiations 
With'the Bolsheviki,.and as long as the 
Bolshevist machine guns speak in Rus- 
sia there is no chance for the Russian 
people to have their say. We have 
to deal directly with the Russian people, 
and that is what intervention means.

_ In view of the present unrest in Austria, 
ft may be of interest to recall a meeting 
held on Jan. 20, this year, at the Hot@ Astor 
by authorized representatives ‘of’ 7,000,000 
Poles, Czechoslovaks and Jugosiavs,, (Serbs, 
Croats, and Slovenes,) in the United States. 
The meeting had for its result a protest of 
former Austrian subjects against the system 
of violence and oppression practiced in Aus- 
tria-Hungary. Since then a report of the 
speeches made on that occasion by the lead- 
ers of the different bodies has been published 
and they convey the sense of what is seeth- 
ing in the Dual Monarchy at this time. The 
spirit of the small conquered nations, nota- 
bly that of Serbia, survives, and the Ameri- 
can people must appreciate the desolation of 
nationalities fighting to be free. Even the 
Russians are striving for the aims that ani- 
mate the Serbian population, and with Czar- 
ist absolutism within their memories, it is 
not conceivable that Russians can favor 
Germany or Austria. 

The Serbian National Defense League of 
America has published tn pamphlet form the 
addresses delivered on the occasion referred 
to, and I commend them as elucidating the 
problem which confronts those who will have 
to deal eventually with the destinies of the 
Central Powers.

I served in an IDlinols regi- 
Pment, and at Fort Donelson we took prisoner 
the brother-in-law of one of our officers, A 
friend of mine living in Brooklyn, serving in 
a loyal Tennessee regiment, fought his own 
brother, of a Confederate Louisiana’ regi- 
ment. Such instances were very many. ‘No 
excuse such as foreign-born “ slackers” put 
up under the relationship head should be 
entertained for a moment. Rather rush 
them forward, put them into the front rank, 
and have immediately in their rear true 
American file-closers to exhort them to duty 
with their bayonets.

-What, then, are the. principal and 
necessary interests and considerations 
that we must: examiné-in.order to ar- 
rive at an intelligent conclusion in’ the 
premises? 

These are, first, the American mis- 
sionary interests in Turkey; second, the 
future relationship of Mohammedanism 
to Christianity; third, the probability 
that . Turkey may, make a separate 
peace with her enemies, and, fourth, the 
consideration of the interests of Amer- 
ica and the Entente with reference to 
the winning of the war. 

Since the American missionary activity 
in. Turkey during the last eighty-six 
years has been the principal element of 
American interest ‘in Turkey, ‘we nat- 
urally turn first to the missionary for 
advice in matters pertaining to Turkey. 
At this juncture the influence and coun- 
sel of the American missionary has 
been, obvioysly looking at things pa- 
rochially and with much sentimentality, 
exerted in favor of our continuing the 
present anomalous status of technical 
noh-belligerency on the alleged grounds 
that a declaration of war by America 
on Turkey would cause the spoliation 
or seizure by the Turks of thé American 
missionary “property -in .Turkey, en- 
Ganger the lives of a dozen or’ more 
American missionaries who are now: 
within the Sultan’s dominion, antagonize 
the: Turks and hamper. the missionary 
educational and religious work in Tur- 
key after the war, and impede, or even 
totally suspend, the relief work now 6o 
nobly being done by a few heroic and 

self-sacrificing missionaries among the 
Christians and Moslems of Turkey. 

These are, it must be conceded, ex- 
eellent reasons in support of the nega- 
tive attitude the missionaries advocate 
that this nation continue to maintain 
toward Turkey, and, to be sure, they | 
would have: had-a determining and con- 
élusive influence om. our: own> attitude 
had the missionary’ interest been the 
only or the mdst. important interest to 
be considered in connection with the 
case under discussion. It is neither. 
But it is worth while to examine their 
relative merits. 

The probable spoliation. by the Turks 
of the missionary property: The value 
of the American missionary property in 
Turkey is less than one-half of the daily 
cost of the war to the United States. 
If a declaration of war on Turkey, 
packed, ‘as it ‘must’ be, ty ‘adequate 
action, would offer. the reasonable hope 
of shortening, the duration of of the. war 
by one week,or,.one month,, then’ the 
consideration ‘of the temporary misuse 
by tho Turks of this property may be 
rightly ignored. The plain fact is that 
Turkey has an area vaster than Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary,. and Bulgaria 
combined, and that the Turkish part of 
the German bloc in the weakest; and, 
therefore, the most vulnerable part of 
the Germanic line of defense. If we:de- 
tach Turkey from the German 'link, we 
not only isolate ‘the Central Powers, but 
we alzo remove from the German grasp 
the most precious gein thet “Germany 
has ‘achieved fin the war. 

‘ No. prudent person éan predict as to 
what treatment'the Turks would be 
likely to accord.'the few Americans who 
are now in Turkey, in the event of our 
declaring war on Turkey. It is reason- 
able, however, to believe that the Turks 
will not dare to maltreat them, with- 
out definitely convincing themselves 
that the American declaration of war 
will not: break or seriously impair their 
defensive or-offensive power, It is the 
consensus of competent opinion that 
the failure of the Dardanelles expedition 


encouraged the Turks to carry out their 


long-cherished desire of the murder of 
the Armenjan nation. The important 
lesson to us, therefore, is that a dec-

laration of war on Turkey would be 
more than useless—it would, indeed, be 
dangerous to all the interests involved—,_ 
if we are not prepared to strike a tell- 
ing blow even on the day that the Presi- 
dent asks ‘the Congress to make such a. 
declaration of war, 

It is about time for us to recognize the 
solemn fact that the Turk cannot be — 
converted, cannot be civilized, cannot, 
be reformed by conciliatory methods or 


‘persuasion, so long as he possesses the 


free will and the power to choose—so 
long as he remains the ruler of a ton- 
siderable State. 

Though the probable suspension of the 
relief work now being done by the mis- 
sionaries: in Turkey is unfortunate, the 
exigenciés: of the larger interests of 
America and the Entente must engage 
our prior consideration. 

Qne of. the three principal beneficent 
results of the war shall be that Mo- §| 
hammedanism be brought into closer . ~ 
contact with Christianity, But, so long 
as the Turks remain in Europe, or so 
long as the Turkish Sultanate extends 
to the Mediterranean or beyond the lim- 


its of the extreme corner of Northwest- 


ern Anatolia, so long shall the outstand- 
ing question of the ultimate disposition 
of the Turkish State continue to disturb. | 
international relations; so long shall 
Islam, under the leadership of the Turk, 
remain at daggers drawn in its. sep- 
arate life and in its attitude of forbid- 
ding aloofness, and thus keep intact the 
barrier of intolerance, distrust, and an- 
tagonism which has so long kept apart 
the adherents of the two largest mono- 
theistic religions, to the consequent det- 
riment of both, and therefore of civil- 
ization at large. 

That Turkey is likely to make @ sep- 
arate peace is most difficult to belfeve. 
Great Britain and France officially ée- 
clared their intention to hold person- 
ally responsible those memberg of the 
Turk Ministry who are known te be | 
guilty in the Armenian atrocities. Some 
time ago the British Prime Minister 
solemnly advocated the separation of 
Armenia, Arabia, Syria, Mesopotamia, 
and Palestine from the Turkish rule. 
President Wilson demanded the com- 
pletest autonomy fer these national 
entities. Now it is extremely unlikely 
that Talaat and Enver and their col- 
leagues should voluntarily deliver them- 
selves to the hangman, or part with 
more than two-thirds of Turkey. We 
cannot, without stultifying ourselves, 
abate one jot from our claim against 
Turkey, which is the irreducible mini- - 
mum. Indeed, if I had the authority 
to speak for the Armenian on the day 
of final reckoning, I would decline to 
be a party to any adjustment of the. 
Armenian case~I have in mind both 
the Armenians of Turkey and those of 
Russia, since they now constitute an 
inseparable entity—that would make it 
necessary for the proposed Armenian 
State to have the slightest direct or ~ 
indirect connection either with the 
Turk, who attempted to murder the Ar- 
menian nation, or with the Russian, 
who betrayed the Armenian into the 
hands of the Turk. 

-The most important and the leading 
reason why we should declare war on 
Turkey is that the interests of America 
and of the Entente demand it. Today 
we are confronted with two grave prob- 
lems—the ‘defection of Russia and the 
gtowithg Islamic peril. Our cause will 
be .endangered if we do not ence 
move to meet them. The ee key 
to the solution of these two problem 3 
is the elimination of Turkey from the 
war. And we can force Turkey out of 
the war, without interfering with the 
western front. The Turkish Mediter- . 
ranean coast is more than §800 miles: , 
long. It is not adequately 
and, cannot be adequately defended even 
if it were possible for the Turks to 
concentrate here all their avaliable 
forces. The Turk armies in Palestine . 
and Mesopotamia are supplied by a rail 
which is forty-five miles from the. coast 
and extends to it. And the:Jsland of 
Cyprus belongs to Great Britain and 
is, about . fifty miles off the Turkish 
coast. 

The elimination of Turkey from the 
‘war destroys the Islamic peril. It gives 
us the control of the Black Sea, dis- . 
arms Bulgaria, and brings us in close 
contact with the Southern Rugsia, Ru- 
mania, and the South Slavs by land and 
sea. It removes all the danger to the 
colonial possessions of the Allies, and 
releases 1,000,000 allied troops for serv-

An Appreciation of the Services of 
Dr. Duffield.

New Yorkers Captured by the 
Enemy Serve on Red Cross 
Committee Titres 


_QIVE OUT FOOD PACKAGES 


Stage Women’s ‘Relief. Ships 8,000 
Hospital Garments to France 
—Neullly Fund $1,770,191. 


\ The story of how two New Yorkers, 
mow prisoners of war in Germany, are 
looking after the welfare of captured 


Americans by serving oh a Red Cross| 


Committee, was described yesterday by 
the Bureau: of Military Relief of the 
Atlantic Division of the Red Cross fol- 
lowing advices from the American Red 
Cross: Prisoners’ Relief Bureau in Berne, 
Switzerland. 

The two New. Yorkers are Corporal 
Frank Upton ‘and Private Charles <A. 
Geoghegan. Serving on the committee 
with them at Tuchel Prison Camp is 
.Sergeant Edgar Halyburton pf Stony 
Point,. N. C, 

These captured engineers have been 
®onstituted a Red Cross Committee for 
immediate_relief of American prisoners 
In -Germany, most of whom are being 
gent to this camp. Théy have charge 
of 300°Red Cross packages of food sent 
them from the Red Cross base at Berne, 
and a stock of emergency clothing ready 
to be Issued to each prisoner as he ar-— 
rives. From this:stock they maintain 
the prisoner till regular individual ship- 
ments begin to reach him from Berne. 

-In Berne the Red Cross now has on 
hand supplies that will keep at least 
22,000 American prisoners in any of Ger- 
marfy’s 300-odd prison camps well fed 
and clothed. Meanwhile, to each pris- 
oner now in Germany twice a week go 
ten-pound packages containing nourish- 
ing and appetizing food. Each package 
is addressed to a prisoner individually, 
and contains a return postcard, on which 
he is asked to acknowledge receipt of 
the consignment. Even if only one card 
fails to come back, the Red Cross makes 
it its business to find out what has be-. 
come of that card or the package which 
contained it. 

If the package is lost, the International 
Red Cross is requested to trace it, and 
other prisoners are asked to look up 
the consignments of their fellow-cap- 
tives. If a signature on a return card 
looks suspiciously inexact, it is forward- 
ed to Washington, and relatives of the 
captured man are asked to examine it, 
to determine whether or not. it is gen- 


uine. In short, everything is done to in- 
gure the well- being of the prisoner, so 
far as the Red Cross can insure his 
well-being. 

The. Red Cross, in fact, supplies 
American prisoners with everything but 
money. In one class of package that 
goes to them are inciuded corned beef, 
pork, and beans, bread, biscuits, oleo- 
margarine, sugar, coffee, cocoa, cigar- 
ettes, and soap, to say nothing of many 
types of canned vegetables, and a small 
allowance of salt and vinegar. Oc- 
casionally, too, hard candy or chocolate |}, 
is included as a surprise. 

In another type of package sent to 
the prisoners are such articles as safety. 
razors, shaving brushes, hair, clothes 
and shoe ‘brushes, toothbrushes and 
paste, handkerchiefs, tobacco, pipes, 
matches, and pencils. All the things 
that naturally would be sent from home 
are sent by the Red Cross. 

“Attempts to send packages or 
to’ prisoners,’’ the Department of Mili- 
tary Relief says, are to be discour- 
caged. They ar2 often merely dupli- 
cates of the Red Cross packages, and 
are far less likely to reach their desti- 
mation, as a Red Cross package receives

WOMEN PLAN TO RUN 
QWN WAR HOSPITAL 


Alumnae of New York Medical 
- College Seek $50,000 to 
Maintain Institution. 


SEE CHANCE .FOR SERVICE 


Women Barred from Army Medical 
* Corps‘Anxious to Care for 
Wounded Soldiers. 


Women physicians of New York City, 
particularly. the alumnae ‘of the New 
York Medical College and Hospital for 
Women, have started an active cam- 
paign to raise $50,000 so that the hos- 
pital, at 19 West 101st Street, can be 
continued as a going institution under 
the supervision of competent women 
physicians.. A committee, of which Dr. 
Gertrude C. Mack of 2 West Ninety- 
fourth Street is Chairman, is making 
every effort to carry the campaign to 
a@ successful conclusion, so that the 
hospital, which contains 110 beds, can 
be devoted to war service. Dr. Grace 
M. Kahrs of 511 West 113th Street, who 
is assisting Dr. Mack in the drive, 
points out that this undertaking will 
give women physicians, who, because 
of army regulations, are barred from 
enlisting for foreign service, an oppor- 
tunity to do patriotic service in caring 
for wounded soldiers. 

At the close of the college term this 
year the. Board of Trustees dismissed 
the Faculty, closed the college, and dis- 
banded. the. student body. Because of 
this action the alumnae appealed to 
the Board of Regents o be given the 
opportunity to manage their own hos- 
pital under the supervision of a Board 
of -Trustees composed of responsible 
persons who would work for the best 
{interests of women in medicine. The 
Regents then summoned the Trustees 
and the Alumnae Association to a con- 
ference. held’ in’ this city on June 6 
last. After listening to the reports of 
the Trustees and the alumnae, the Re- 
gents suggested that the Alumnae As- 
scoiation submit names of reliable per- 
sons, fitted to assume the responsibil- 


ity of the trusteeship, and that they 
also endeavor to meet the floating debt. 
The women regard this attitude on the 
part of the Regents as affording them 
an opportunity to obtain control of 
their own hospital, and with this end 
in view an appeal is made to the * aged 
lic to contribute to the $50,000 fund. 
Those in back of the movement do not 
propose to reopen the Medical College, 
= women are now admitted as. stu- 
Conte to most. of the general medical 
lleges throughout the country.: At the 
time the college was founded, in 1863, 
however, and for many~- years there- 
after, women were not. atureed to 
men's medical colleges.

$25,000 in funds. During her twenty- 
five years of service she saw graduated 
from the college 219 women ysicians. 
Her small hospital cared for 200 bed pa- 
tients and 2,000 dispensary patients an- 
nually, and. ‘all this was done by women 
whom she had helped to educate. She 
saw the alumnae unite ih allegiance to 
their. Alma Mater in efforts which_re- 
sulted in raising thousands of dollars 
te sustain the hospital in’ its usefulness. 

‘““They very soon increased the num- 


‘ber of beds to the full capacity of the 


building and advertised to the world 
that they would depend entirely upon 
voluntary contributions for’ support, 
and that, aside from contagious dis- 
eases, no "sick woman should be refused 
admission as long as they had a bed 
in which to place her. In the inaugu- 
ration of the Women’s College, as there 
were no women ready, the Trustees 
were obliged to choose men as profes- 
sors, but when in the course of time 
they found capable graduates and de- 
sired to place a woman in the chair of 
obstetrics, it took us a year to oust the 
male professor. We had innumerable 
meetings to no purpose, and at last we 
were compelled to go to Albany to pre- 
sent the case before the Regents, who 
decided in favor of the women. 

““T. fave made these statements to 
show, first, that through the energy of 
women this institution was created; 
second, that for years it was supported 
financially by women at a time when 
woman occupied a much less advan- 
tageous position than she does today; 
third, that it was the desire of the 
founder of the institution and her fol- 
lowers that women control their own 
hospital.

LRAGUE T0 PLAY 
OUT ITS SEASON 


National Circuit Plans to Finish 
Schedule, Despite ‘* Work 
or Fight” Order. 


The National League announced yes- 
terday through Secretary John A. Heyd- 
ler that the organization would play out 
its championship schedule this season, 
regardless of the effect of the ‘‘ fight or 
work " order on the national game. This 
is taken to mean that even if the Gov- 
ernment does not permit the players un- 
der contract who are not in Class 1A to 
‘finish the season, the ranks will be 
filled out with minor leaguers and vet- 
eran major leaguers in order to finish 
out the season. 

Secretary Heydler said that despite 
handicaps caused by the draft, the own- 
ers were united in the opinion that there 
was no reason for either canceling or 
curtailing the schedule. The uncertainty 
at the present regarding the effect of the 
order of General Crowder in its applica- 
tion to ball players,, however, is a dis- 
turbing influence upon the organization. 
It has .caused much. unrest among the |. 
players in the draft age, with the result 
that many of them have already sought, 
essential work in shipyards, while others 
are looking for jobs to take before 
July 1. . 

In regard to the situation, Secretary 
Heydler said yesterday: ‘‘ The next 
month will have a vital bearing in deter- 
mining the immediate future of profes- 
sional baseball. Eventually, we believe, 
the game, with its fixed public status as 
the national outdoor recreation, will be 
considered as important to the enter- 
tainment of the men in our army and 
fleet and the general public as is any 
other amusement enterprise, and that 
consequently the players participating in 
such entertainment will be rated essen- 
tial. 

‘‘ Before final appeal of a specific 
player’s case can be acted upon, how- 
ever, the harm will be done. The. per- 
sonnel of our clubs, already depleted by 
a high percentage of volunteer enlist- 


ments, by the draft and by enrolling for 
war work, will be further cut by en- 
listments and by players in deferred 
classifications entering . essential _em- 
ployment. On the number of the last- 
named losses will depend the a on 
competitive strength of our clubs an 
their ability to go on. 

“There is no ate gee that every ef- 
fort will be put forth to keep the game 
alive, despite the -present unfavorable 
outlook. All other fields being  re- 
stricted, we will necessarily seek the 
highest type of young amateurs to fill 
the. vacancies, and will depend on local 
pride and tolerance of the public during 
the senor of developing such playing 
talent 

“We feel .confident that, with coe: 
eration on the part of all interested in 
the maintenance of the game, we will 
play out the championship schedule.

GETS FOUR CHAMPIONSHIPS 


Rainbow, Sunshower, Driftwood 
Blaze, and Twilight Gain Laurels 
for Providence Stable 


Walter H. Hanley of Providence, R. I., 
continued ‘his winning career yesterday 
in the closing classes of the twenty- 
fifth annual Westchester County Horse 
Show at Gedney Farms, White Plains, 
N. Y. This prominent show horse owner 
swept everything before him yesterday, 
\in remarkable fashion. 

The day’s total of ribbons for Mr. 
Hanley was six, and these,.added_to his 
collection for the previous classes, made 
a grand total of fourteen blues for the 
show. None the less remarkable than 
this record is the fact.that Mr. Hanley 
only exhibited his animals in fifteen 
classes. In the only competition in 
which he failed to receive a blue his 
horse was fourth. This exception to the 
general rule of things came during Fri- 
day’s judging, when Mr. Hanley’s Top- 
per received the white ribbon to Felix M. 
Warburg’s Countess, in the class for 
harness horses over 14.2 hands. 

The climax of Mr. Hanley’s string of 
success for the annual fixture came in 
the judging of the championship classes 
late yesterday afternoon. There were 
six of these competitions, and in four 


of them the Providence owner had 
horses eligible for ju ent. In these 
four Mr. Hanley’s exhibits took the blue 
ribbon emblematic of the show cham- 
aoe.

cream of those before the judges. Mrs.

A ‘brilliant victory for the Western 
three-year-old colt, Jack Hare, Jr., in.

Jockey Club at Jamaica. Colonel W. E. 
Applegate’s brown colt, which had 


of the Preakness Stakes at Pimlico, gave 
further evidence that he is to be reck- 
oned with in the distribution of three- 
year-old honors by conceding weight to 
all the other starters, and winning by a 
length from Andrew Miller’s Recount, 
which was in receipt of nineteen pounds. 

While the other cracks of his age have 
been contending in the Withers and Bel- 
mont stakes, Jack Hare, Jr., has been 
kept in the stable, as he was not named 
for either of those classics.’ He had 
one outing only on a Metropolitan track, 
when he finished third‘to Motor Cop 
and Flags at six furlongs. That was a 
good race, but it paled before his effort 
of yesterday, when he entirely outclassed 
those, all of his own age, which opposed 
him. 

Jack Hare, Jr., was allotted two 
pounds less than Johren, the Whitney 


crack that was away gaining fresh lau- 
dels in the Latonia Derby. It was the 
consensus that even if the winner of the 
Suburban and Belmont had been in the 
field Jack Hare, Jr., would still have 
carried his 126 pounds to the front. 


On Edge After Long Rest. 


The victory of the Western crack re- 
flects great credit on his trainer, Frank 
Weir, as it is seldom that after such a 
long rest a horse can be brought to the 
post fit and ready to run a winning 
race. Weir:'made no mistake with the 
son. of Marathon-Moonlet, which had 


been tried out with a mile in 1:40 that 
was sufficient to estatblish him an 
odds-on favorite, even though. he was 
giving away many pounds of welght 
to every horse, including George 
Loft’s Cum Sah, which had been promi- 
nent in. the three-year-old races this 
season. 

He ran a little above his trial, if any- 
thing, for on a track that was made 
heavy and slow by the night’s rain he 
traveled the first. mile‘in 1:401-5 and 
finished the full distance of a mile and a 
sixteenth in. 1:47 1-5. 

Cum Sah and Recount were the only 
ones seriously considered as having 
‘chances to defeat the favorite but the 
track which suited the winner to a 
nicety must have anchored the Loft can- 
didate as Recount was the only one to 
give Jack Hare, Jr., any kind of a battle.

Official army boxing rules, codified to 
govern contests among the million and a 
half men in training, have been issued 
by. the War Department Commission on 
Training Camp Activities. The new code 





differs radically from the regulations 


commonly in use for the last ten or 
fifteen years, and resembles more par- 
ticularly the Marquis of Queensberry 
rules which laid stress on fast, clever 
fighting. Greater credit is given to the 
boxer who is aggressive in spite of 
punishment than to the one who covers 
up or clinches,

All Book stepping, covering up and 
purely defensive work are discouraged 
under the army boxing rules and each 
contestant is made ‘subject to a penalty 
for such work, . This latter recommen- 
dation isa- direct departure from the 
accepted standard of ring strategy 
which puts a premium on purely de- 
fensive -tactics. 

Under the new rules oe blows con- 
stitutes the ground rian of the boxing 
rogram. The maintenance of such a 
series of blows must be taken into con- 
sideration in ‘the final judgment of 
oints. ‘“‘The value of attack cannot 
e overestimated, and should be con- 
sidered a prime ‘factor in the allotting 
of points,”’ it ig stipulated. 

nder the army rules 'the referee is 
shorn of much power. Many of his 
‘active functions have been delegated 
to two judges, each of whom is assisted 
by a clerk. Fouls are clearly defined 
and are within the jurisdiction of the 
referee, who may diga qualify’ immediate- 
ly any contestant Tor attempted un- 

sportsmanlike tactics. Downs are lim- 
ited to the standard of 10 seconds. To 
gain fast action, the time limit per 
round has been made two minutes in- 
stead of three minutes for novice bouts. 
Four rounds will be boxed except in 
the case of divisional championship con- 
tests, which may run six rounds. 

The principal features of the army 
boxing code are as follows: 

Gloves in all novice contests shall not 
weigh less than ten ounces, and for 
“trained men” bouts, eight ounces, 
Six or eight ounce gloves may be used 
for divisional cham toy pom contests. 

Contests for trained men are limited to 
four rounds, of two minutes’ duration, 
with an intermission of one minute be- 
tween rounds for rest. If the judges 
disagree the referee may at, his dis- 
cretion call for a fifth round, limited to 
two minutes 

The officials shall be a referee, two 
judges, .two clerks, one time-keeper, 
and a medical officen, The referee shali 
take his position within the ring, his 
primary du ty being, the strict Fg 
ment of the rules of boxing and of fair 
play. He can stop a bout at any stage 
and make a decision if he ‘considers it 
too one-sided, or in case he considers the 
competitors are not in earnest he can 
stop the bout and disqualify one or both 
of the contestants. 

The medical officer shall always be 
in attendance at these contests. He 
shall supervise the physical condition 
of the contestants and decide whether 
hand bandages are necessary and to 
inspect same.

At 
the end of each contest the clerks shall 
write or otherwise indicate to their 
judge the score of each contestant.

~ Houses Is a Feature ‘of 
the Market. 


=<Auction Room Attracts Buyers— 
‘Tenants Urge Appointment of a 
National Rent Administrator. 


Aside from the quiet but steady pul 
chasing of commercial buildings by 
‘Dusiness men for occupancy: and the ac- 
tive presence of the operator, the most 
_ Outstanding . feature of the market 
within recent months has been the de- 
mand for costly private houses on the 
middle east. side, from Fifty-ninth to 
Ninety-sixth Street. 
‘In spite of the marked trend toward 
apartment house residence and the in- 
creased cost of maintaining dwellings, 
there has been a strong buying move- 
ment directed toward the acquisition of 
private houses.. The most recent deal, 
involving a $290,000 Fifth Avenue house, 
following a series of similar transactions 
fn the same general neighborhood, ap- 
pears to refute the popular belief that 
the private-house sales market is dead. 
‘If. the: buying trend: continues, owners 
of private houses may find new encour-. 
agement in this steadily maintained de- 
mand. Examination of the deals, how- 
‘ever, will show that in this section of 
the city the buyers are invariably 
wealthy. It is steadily becoming more 
apparent that only the man with ample 
means can maintain so costly an estab- 
lishment as.a city private house. 
Auction Room Activity. 


There were other interesting phases of 
the week’s business worthy of comment, 
The sale of the Baychester lots for 
prices as low as $80 each gave a few 
persons an opportunity to obtain bar- 
gains, but the sale was stopped after 
twenty-six of the seventy-three lots were 
gold. Prices ranged:as high as $220. 

The auction market showed marked 
signs of a revival, if some of the sales 
made last week are any criterion. Out- 
side buyers were prominent in the bid- 
ding and a number of parcels were 
knocked down at what were regarded as 
bargain prices. 

Will Seek Aid of President. 


‘Preliminary steps. were taken last 
week in the formation of a city organi- 
“pation ‘of rent payers to combat rent in- 
” eréases. At the first meeting under the 

auspices of the Tenants League of 

Greater New York resolutions were 

adopted to send a delegation to Presi- 

dent Wilson and urge the appointment 
of a rent administrator. In the mean- 
time rents continue to be raised. The 
mext step of the new organization will 
be awaited with interest, not only by 
landlords, but more so, probably, by the 
great mass of tenants who have seen 
their rent bills mount all the way from 
6 to 80 per cent. 
. “There has been no public report made 
* by the members of the Board of Alder 
men understood to be conducting in- 
vestigations in their respective districts, 
and there is no intimation now that 
there will be any official inquiry into 

New York City rent advances, as far 
.as this particular body is concerned. 

Hearing on Seventh Avenue Assess- 

ment. 

Greenwich Village and Seventh Ave- 
nue property owners will be interested 
in the public hearing to be held next 
Tuesday, June 25, at 10:30 A. M., by 
the Board of Estimate, at the City Hall, 
with regard to the assessment for the 
extension of Seventh Avenue. 

The request for relief was made by 
the Real Estate Board in the latter 
part of March as the result of a gath- 
ering of property owners held at the 
board rooms. At this meeting a com- 
mittee was formed to try through both 
the Legislature and the Board of Esti- 
mate to secure a redistribution of the 
assessment, which will amount to be- 
tween nine and ten voeg age dollars. The 
Legislative bill failed to pass, and the 
only available recourse now is. the 
Board of Estimate. 

“This street opening was adopted 
about four years ago at the special re- 
quest. of the Public Service Commis- 
sion,’’ said Wilber C. Goodale, who has 
been actively interested in the improve- 
ment since its initiation, ‘‘ in order that 
a direct route might be had for the new 
west side subway. At that time and at 
several hearings since, the small house 
owners of the Greenwich Village section 
and Seventh Avenue property have 
claimed that this ‘improvement was 
properly a city-wide benefit and should 
be paid- for by the city at large, as a 
rapid transit necessity. This contention 
was partially conceded by the former 
Board of Hstimate, which made part of 
whe cost a. charge on Manhattan and 
Brooklyn, as assessment zones. 

** As the ‘values of property along the 
route have shown no augmentation by 
reason of the cutting through of this 
street, the property owners contend that 
their original position has been proved 
to be correct and that the city should 
pay for the work, particularly as the 
less and discomfort of subway construc- 

, tion for all these years has had.to be 
borne by the individual owners.’’

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“CHANGE OF PROCEDURE. 


New Rules for Standards and Ap- 
peals Board. 


Important . rules. of . procedure have 
'] been adopted by the Board of Standards 
and Apycels. 

In all a to. the Board of 
Appeals, under the .Duilding zone reso- 
lution, ‘and in all appeeds from orders 
of the Fire’ Commissioner or -of the 
Building Superintendents hereafter, a 
time limit,of twenty days has been fixed, 
so that applications or appeals will have 
to be made. within that: period after the 
decision of the administrative official, to 
secure réHef from the Board of Appeals. 

So also, the same time limit of twenty 
days has been fixed in cases of peti- 
tions to-the Board of Standards and 
Appeals for variations of the labor law 
or of rules affecting building construc- 
tion, exits, fire: escapes, &c. 

Besides this: the new rules of proce- 
dure require the filling out of certain 
forms so as to supply to the board in- 
formation necessary to an intelligent 
decision, and the failure to supply this 
information within twenty days results 
in dismissal of the case for lack of 
prosecution, 

These rules also throw additional safe- 
guards around building zone cases by 
giving objectors notice and opportunity 
to appear and file objections at the call 
of the calendar two weeks in advance 
of the public hearing on the applica- 
tion, but such objections must be veri- 
fied and must contain a description of 
the objector’s property and an affidavit 
of ownership. 

Provision is also made to prevent re- 
opening~ of cases and slipping them 
through in the absence of the objectors, 
by requiring first a vote of the board 
reopening the case, and then a new 
public hearing at least two weeks later, 
after notice to the property owners af- 
fected. by the application. 

Precaution is taken against an endless 
chain of reopenings and rehearings by 
providing in all cases that no applica- 
appeal or petition dismissed or- 
denied can be heard again except after | 
permission granted by a vote of the 
board. ‘ 

Since John P. Leo became Chairman 
of the board, on March 11, the records 
show 882 new. cases received and four- 
teen restored’ to the calendar, a total 
of 396, but in this period the board has 
disposed of 909 cases, thus cutting down 
the number of cases pending from 2,032 
en March 11 to 1,519 on June 14. 

Similar progress has been made in 
promulgating the decisions of the board 
prior to March 11, On that date 1,225: 
cases, which had: been decided, remained | 
unfinished because the resolutions em- 
bodying such decisions had not been 
published and sent to the administra- 
tive officials as required by law. Since 
March 11 this: number: of. unfinished 
cases has been reduced to 858 by the 
writing up and publication of 367 of the 
old resolutions. 

The board is now going through ‘its 
files and bringing out for hearing and 
decision cases that have been allowed 
to lie there and to act as stays against 
administrative officials preventing the 
enforcement of their orders.

Broadway Association Asks Lenien- 
"ey in Enforcement. 


The Broadway Association ‘has adopt- 
ed resolutions requesting the city ad- 
ministration not to put property own- 
ers to expense for the removal of. vio- 
lations not affecting life or limb during 
the progress of the war. 

In making this announcement yester- 
day, B. ‘w. Estes, Executive Secretary 
of the association, said: 

“Complaints are senbaaity being 
made to the officers of the Broadway 
Association of unusual and extraordi- 
nary violations which property owners 
are required to abate, involving large 
amounts of money and the use of mate- | 
rials needed for Governmental purposes. | 
Fire escapes ordered erected some years | 
ago by the Fire Commissioner must now | 
be torn down because some other depart- 
ment of the City Government claims 
they project over the sidewalks. Vault 
walls must be reconstructed in many 
cages, the expense running into thou- 
sands of dollars, Nothing of this kind 
should be done in view of the request 
of President Wilson that we should ex- 
ercise thrift. 

‘“‘The matter was fully discussed by 
our board, and the following. resolution 
was adopted as a result: 

‘‘* Whereas, There are pending many | 
violations upon real estate in the City | 
of New York and many of such viola- 
tions have grown out of changes in 
street plans and through new interpreta- 
tions of old laws and such violations do 
not hazard life or limb, but will cost 
large sums of money to eliminate; and, 

“« «Whereas, The National Government 
has requested that we refrain from all 
unnecessary expense and use of mate- 
rial; therefore, . 

** “Resolved, That the Broadway Asso- 
ciation requests the City Administration 
to_refrain from enforcing the abatement 
of such violations during the progress of 
the war where there is no hazard to life 
or limb.’ 

‘The Broadway Association invites 
other civic organizations to investigate 
the situation and to adopt similar reso- 
lutions.’’

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STRENGTHENS BROOKLYN REALTY SITUATION 


Shortage of Accmeupndetions and Decline i in. .-Construction Cantribate: to: Gooil 
Renting Season—Brokers Report the Best Private Dwelling: 
and Apartment Market in Years. | 


Excellent renting conditions and a 
‘stronger sales market are reported by 
Brooklyn: real estate brokers interested 
in various sections of the borough, who 
discussed yesterday the realty situation 
in their respective localities. 

The shortage of residential space oc- 
casioned not: orily by the increased de- 
mand but also by the detline in build- 
ing operations has resulted in one of the 
most active renting seasons in the his- 
tory of the borough, and both owners 
and brokers are. uniformly optimistic 
regarding the future of Brooklyn real 
estate. 

Probably the most important con- 
tributing factor has been the restricted 
building field, which is best illustrated 
by an examination of the figures of the 
Brooklyn Building Bureau for the five 
months of 1918, as compared with the 
corresponding period last year. ‘From 
Jan. 1 to May 29, 1918, plans were filed 
for 1,304 new buildings calling for the 
expenditure of $9,801,836. For the same 
period in 1917, plans were filed for 1,448 
new buildings costing $13,796,600. 


The brokers report an equally good de- 
mand -for dwellings and apartments. 
George H. Ohnewald of the John Reis 
Company, who talked about the real 
estate situation in the Flatbush section, 
declared that never before in the forty- 
year experience of his firm had there 
been a better demand for homes in that 
part of the borough. 


‘‘A situation where demand exceeded | 


supply was formerly unheard of in our 
line,’ he said, ‘“ yet that appears to be 
the ‘case today. It is, indeed, regret- | 
table’ that under these circumstances 
our builders should be handicapped in 
In our estimation 
something should be done so that the 
Government will release building mate- 
rials to the extent that this unhealthy 
condition is overcome. Homes are es- 





sential, even in wartime, as the people | 
must be housed. 

‘‘ Flatbush has attracted a desirable 
class of people, and I do not think I am 
exaggerating ‘when I say that over 90 
per cent. of the population © own their 
own, homes. 

‘* Our values have not suffered through 
panics or wartime conditions, and I be- 
lieve this section has suffered less in a 
reduction of values than any other part 
of the greater city.” 

Bay Ridge has also felt the pinch of 
restricted building operations in the 
face of an unprecedented demand. 

*“* There is a great demand for houses 
and apartments in the Bay Ridge sec- 
tion, but the difficulty of getting build- 
ing material has prevented construction 
that is greatly needed,” said Frank A. 
Seaver. 

“The immense Government buildings 
that are now under way along the 
shore front up to Second Avenue, and 
from Fifty-eighth to Sixty-fourth 
fireet, will bring thousands to the 
section, and they will not be able to 
find any housing in this part’ of the 
city unless some buildings are soon be- 
gun. We have a waiting list for apart- 
ments and for one and two-family 
houses, and intending renters are pur- 
chasing in order to secure accommoda- 
tions. There has also been a good.de- 
mand for high-class residences in Cres- 
cent Hill and Dyker Heights, and con- 
ditions genérally are much improved in 
every way.”’ 

J. W. Catherine of the Chauncey Real 
fistate Company reported numerous in- 
quiries within the past few months for 
| residences en Brooklyn Heights. One 
of the reasons advanced in explanation 
of this additional activity is the excel- 
lent transit facilities which the section 
enjoys. 

He said: 

‘Prominent among those who have 








recently purchased homes in this neigh- 
borhood is Public Service Commissioner 
Travis H. Whitney, who bought . the 
Chittenden Mansion at 2j2 Columbia 
Heights.

RISING FAXES DESTROY HOME OWNERSHIP 





By FRANK BAILEY, 
President of the Title Guarantee and 
Trust Company. 

Much has been said about the short- 
age of workmen’s homes ahd the neces- 
sity of more houses for the skilled work- 
man and laboring classes. The Govern- 
ment has appropriated $50,000,000 for the 
construction of war workers’ homes, but 
there’ is as yet no signs of any plan 
which will diversify home ownership. 

In New York City there are ho tenden- 
cies toward home. ownership by the peo- 
ple, but almost every conceivable eco-

nomic tendency promises to keep the. 


people-from owning their own homes. 

“Now,.hame ownership produces a con- 
servative population. Land hunger is 
the basis of most social unrest. The 
Germans promised the Russian soldiers 
land and told them to hurry home and 
get their farms. The Russians stopped 
fighting and hurried. The Germans con- 
quered Russia by promises of homes and 
farms, 

In New York City, after the experi- 
ence of last Winter, many would buy 
their own homes were it not for these 
economic tendencies. First, the city 
rate of taxation is prohibitory.. Almost 
every small house in Brooklyn is’ as- 
sessed at more than its value, and in 
that borough most small houses can be 
purchased at 80 per cent. of their as- 
sessed value. 

The tax rate now of 2.40 per cent., 
is al- 
most destructive of vali and home 
ownership, New York City has the most 
vicious tax system in the world. It is 
fast destroying the value of its chief 
asset by confiscatory tax rate, and, un- 
less new sources of income are pro- 
duced, values will be still. lower, and 
thousands will lose their homes: 

If the Germans had devised the tax 





system for New York City ‘they. could 


sentee landlordism and a fionconserva~ 
tive class.of voters, a population of un- 
rest-and anarchy. Every property .own- 
er is interested in the Government. The 
tenant is interested in the’ man ‘on the 
barrel. 


If the losses in New York real estate 
are not to be terrible and in detail, then 
the tax rate in New York City must 
stop mounting and either new sources 
of revenue must be found or excessive 
expenditure must stop. 

The present tax rate, if continued. and 
increased, will also destroy many more 
who are trying to pay for their homes, 
This is wrong and socially disorganiz- 
ing, for it prevents further home owner- 
ship. 

The second And even more importent 
factor preventing and destroying home 
ownership is the mortgage situation. 
Every class of debtor is helped by the 
Government now excepting the mort- 
gagor. He is left to struggle practically 
alone. His only aid is the mortgage 
guarantee companies. Since the war, 
they “have been trying to stabilize the 
mortgage market in New York City. 

Most of the supplies of money for 
mortgages are depleted. Rates of inter- 
est are rising and little or; no money is 
offered even at 6 per cent. Many are

Institutions which need money are 
trying to collect cash from their mort- 
gages, as they are the only security 
which can possibly be cashed without 
great loss. All the bonds of these in- 
stitutions have depreciated from 10 to 
30-per cent., while mortgages, if col- 
lected, pay ‘Par. 

People are now afraid to buy homes, 
for they fear the call of mortgages will 
cause the loss of their savings. The 
ordinary sources of supply for mort- 
gages are dry, while a pool will pro- 
tect the call money market. The mer- 
chant can get all the money he de- 
sires from the Federal Reserve Bank; 
the farmer can obtain a mortgage from 
the National Land Banks; the home 
owner in New York is helpless. 

The city savings bank and Hfe in- 
surance companies, with few excep- 





oa. do nothing to help the securt- 
ties. underlying a large part of’ their 
assets. At the first - financial squall 
they run to cover and refuse to make 
any loans on bond and mortgage. They 
do nothing~ but further destroy their 
security by refusing aid and calling all 
mortgages they think can be collected. :

Gas Company Must Aid Develop- 
ment or Be. Punished. 

The Public Service Commission is seek- 
ing to show by actual: figures the pre- 
‘| ctae relation befween public utilities and. 
the: increase. in realty. values, and the 
loss to the city when it grants a fran- 
chise to a corporation which thereafter 
refuses to properly. serve the public. 

In the Do 
there is: every. modern improvement ex- 
cept gas. The splendid transit service 
reaching that section “will’ shortly be 
improved by an extension of the system; 
there is plenty: of . good water and 
plenty.of electric current.. But inyestors 
in hornes. show ‘a distrust of the: place 
when the absence. of gas is mentioned. 

William L.. Ransom, chief ‘counsel of 
the: Public Service Commission, said yes- 
terday that the city had spent many 
millions of dollars’ in providing transit 
and other excellent-accommodation as a 
lure to increase the building of homes 
in comparatively isolated’ sections of the 
city. It has also conferred upon vari- 
ous public utility corporations the right 
to certain streets, and that when one of 
these utilities refused to extend its serv- 
ice beyond those points where a good re- 
turn on the investment might be as- 
sured, and at the same time kept all 
competing companies out, a distinct in- 
jury was .inflicted upon the public at 
large. 

He -referred especially to the New 
York and. Queens Gas Company, which 
succeeded for more than three years in 
defying the order of the commission to 
extend its mains to Douglaston, Doug- 
laston Manor, and Little, Neck, and 
which has’ now been ordered by the 
courts to obey the order or be punished: 
for contempt. 

Argument by coungel for the company 
was based on the alleged fact that the 
extension of the mains would be a los- 
ing investment, and would make the 
gaa ‘cost $1.42 per thousand cubic feet. 
It sought also to avoid compliance with 
the commission’s order on the ground 
that the War Industries Board had re- 
quested. that all uridertakings not es- 
sential should be postponed. In refer- 
ring to the communities involved the 
company argued: 

*“* The total number of houses in Doug- 
laston is only 242, there having been 
but few houses constructed there dur- 
ing the last four years.”’ 

This statement. was made in the Su- 
preme Court on Wednesday, and is at 
variance with several prior statéments 
in the possession. of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission. An opinion by the 
United States Supreme Court was to the 
effect that no public utility company 
had a right ‘to pick and choose the 
néighborhoods which it. would serve, 
and only serve those parts where profit 
could be made, neglecting all the others. 
Concerning the ‘character of Douglaston, 
the opinion of the court .ran: 

* The community. of Douglaston, in- 
cluding Douglas Manor, was a rapidly 
growing settlement of 330 houses, of an 
average cost of $7,500, thus giving as-

Since the war with Germany, my com- 
pany, the Bond and Mortgage Guarantee 
Company, has taken care of over $20,- 
000,000 of called mortgages. These guar- 
antee companies have allowed no fore- 
closures for principal of past-due mort- 
gages because they have eighteen months 
after maturity in which to pay the mort- 
gages they have guaranteed. -Thé mort- 
gage company, however, cannot carry 
the whole burden, and if the unpatriotic 
will continue to call mortgages the mort- 
gage companies will press their bor- 
rowers and the end will be sad. 

I know of but few more heartbreaking 
incidents than to see the life savings of 
the poor wiped out by the greed of lend- 
ers. If capital does not wish a stormy 
road to travel, it should. not destroy 
home ownership and create Socialists 
and anarchists. If the greed of capital 
continues to oppress the’ owners then 
there -are various remedies. Like all 





remedies, however, time is important. 





MORTGAGE INVESTMENTS DECLINE 80 PER CENT. 








By JOHN L. PARISH, 
Secretary of the New York Board of Title 
Underwriters. 

About the only important line ef in- 
vestments that has not been the recipient 
of more or less Governmental attention 
since the beginning of the war is real 
property and its securities. Even in this 
line the Government’s operations have 
taken away its normal supplies of credit 
and forced a liquidation in mortgages 
which is not only inconvenient to owners 
of. mortgaged property, but operates to 
@ more or less important extent against 
the best interests of the Government 
itself. 

Evidence of the diversion of credit from 
normal flow in real estate channels is 
found in a comparison of the transac- 
tions-in mortgages and in plans for new 
buildings for the first five months of 
this year, with those of the correspond- 
ing period of 1912 are as follows:

Within. the period of the war the 
volume of current investments in mort- 
gages has declined over 80 per cent. and 
is now less than 20 per cent. of what it 
was in normal times, while the season’s 
investments in new construction have 
declined over 90 per cent. and are now 
less than 10 per cent of a normal season.

It has been estimated that in normal 
times the volume of maturing mortgage 
debts in Greater New York closely ap- 
proximates $1,500,000,000, and that as 
the city grows and expands this normal 
volume of refunding operations has been 
increasing in pro rata .proportion. Prob- 
ably this represents about two-thirds of 
the total annual overturn in.all branches 
of ‘the real property market, exclusive 
of rents.

has been all-sufficient. Something like 
90 per cent. has been renewed or extend- 
ed by agreement between the parties in- 
terested, respectively, the remaining 10 
per cent. representing the actual re- 
funding operations. The proportions are, 
of course, variable even in normal times, 
but there is indisputable evidence in the 
records that the fund available for real 
estate operations has grown steadily 
with the growth and development of the 
city, until-at the outbreak of the great 
war it represented an investment in 
mortgages alone of approximately 
$6,000,000,000. , 

With the entrance of the United States 
into the world conflict, the Government's 
‘financial requirements have deprived 
this real property market of all, or 
nearly all its floating capital, and has 
made the refunding operation less easy 
of performance. Instead of getting his 
mortgage renewed or extended on pre- 
existing terms the borrower has been re- 
quired to pay a higher rate of interest 
and to make periodical payments in re- 
duction of principal. 

This has been a market requirement 
of the last two:yeara, with the obvious 
result that a very considerable part of 
the total volume of mortgage indebted- 
ness has been paid off. How much the 
aggregate reduction has been is not easy 








to say. Some borrowers, in excess of 
caution, have cleared their properties 
entirely of mortgage debt, but the 
greater part have contented .themselves 
with making the partial payments agreed 
upon with their lenders. 

Cases have appeared in which owners 
of valuable realty have sold other se- 
curities and paid off their mortgages 
rather than submit to demands for 
higher rates of interest on them. In- 
deed, this practice seems to be growing, 
and for obvious reasons. Most negoti- 
able securities have fluctuated greatly 
in value and income in recent years, 
with average results that have been very 
disappointing to the investor, whereas 
large investors in both classes of se- 
curities have found from experience 
that’ their real property holdings and 
Mortgage securities have exhibited a 
stability of value and certaintyof in- 
come that has demonstrated again their 
superiority in these particulars over all 
other forms of investment. 

The net result of the contvhation in 
real property investments is that. prop- 
erty is more strongly held and in gen- 
erally much better financial shape than 
probably it ever was before. Hxtended 
calculations indicate that the aggregate 
mortgage debt has been reduced by at 
least $300,000,000 since the United States

when it appeared that the company was 
struggling to avoid extending its mains 
for an indefinite period. The commis- 
sion ig sure that in the course of years 
the community would be entirely built 
up,, but it also knew that building would 
be much slower without gas than with 
it, and that the delay in building would 
cost the city many hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in’ delayed taxes, in 
fewer fares collected on the city-owned 
rapid transit lines, and in the slowness 
of the general increase of taxable values. 
Another part of the opinion of the 
United States Supreme Court, dealing 
indirectly with the development of com- 
munities deprived of the modern com- 
forts provided by a supply of gas, said: 

“In fact, as to any matters not’ in 
the nature of facts arising since the 
making of the order, (early in 1915,) 
the commission would not: be disposed to 
grant a rehearing in view of the great 
need of the extensions, the company’s 
persistent and successful policy of délay, 
and the obvious impropriety of this com- 
pany’s effort to ‘pick and choose,’ 
serving only the portions of the ter- 
ritory covered by their franchise which 
it is presently profitable for them to 
serve and restricting the development of 
the remaining portions by leaving their 
inhabitants in discomfort without the 
service which they alone can render.”’ 

The commission has been compelled to 
meet similar problems in other distant 
points in the city, and to wring by force 
from public utilities tmprovements upon 
eee the growth of the communities de- 
pend.

TOLD BY CAPTAIN 





Torpedoing of. Warship. Described for First 
Time -by Commander— Outstanding 
Instances of Courage and Fortitude 


By Captain W. T. CONN. 


HEAT was to prove to be the’ 
‘ Tast voyage of the Alcedo| 
began on the night of Nov./3, 


: ‘when she left her base to 
proceed to another port, and there meet 
arm outbound convoy. Just at sunrise 
the next morning the wake of a torpedo 
was suddenly seen,\but luckily some 
distance away, and in time for the:ship 
to be’ manoeuvred to avoid it. All hands 
were called to quarters, and after the 
torpedo passed astern, search was made 
for the submarine,- but it Could not be 
found. ' After the unsuccessful hunt, 
the ship continued to her destination, 
and met her convoy. 

On the afternoon of. Nov. 4, the 
Alcedo, ih company with other vessels, 
gailed from a port on the French coast 
and went to sea to escort the ships of 
a convoy through the war zone. The 
night was cloudy, and after leaving 
the coast a. fog was encountered, but 
all went well without an alarm of any 
kind during the evening. As is custom- 
ary, the utmost care was taken to in- 
sure that no vessel Showed any light 
at any time—even smoking being pro- 
hibited .on deck ‘after sunset. Shortly 
before 2 o’clock in the morning, the 
Officer of the Deck and the Quarter- 
master on watch suddenly observed an 
upheaval of water not more than 500 
yards away on the port. bow, and then 
immediately -saw the. wake of a torpedo 
coming directly toward the Alcedo. 

The submarine did ‘not show itself. 
The water in this locality is phosphores- 
cent, and due to this fact any object 
moving through the water leaves a dis- 
tinct wake which can be readily seen, 
The officer of the deck promptly rang 
the general alarm gongs throughout 
the ship calling all hands to their battle 
stations, and thereby saved the lives of 
many of the crew who in the few elaps- 
ing seconds escaped from the lower com- 
partments before’the torpedo struck. 

There was not the least chance to 
avoid the torpedo, since a torpedo run- 
ning at forty ‘knots will cover a dis- 
tance of 500 yards in less than thirty 
seconds, or in much less time than it 
has taken you to read this paragraph. 

The picture of the’ torpedo approach- 
ing, farrying with it destruction and 
death, is one which ia indelibly. stamped: 
in the memory of all who saw it, and 
when it struck all hell seemed'to break 
loose. One could and did instinetively 
feel and realize that. the ship” waé 
doomed; for-it was fet “to shiver: and 
careén, and every: one heard the rend- 
ing of steel and splintering of “wooden 
decks and bulkheads, while above this 
general din and drowning all other 
sounds was the muffled roar “of the ex- 
plosion itself. 

The shock was terrific, and those 
within the vicinity of the -point where 
the torpedo exploded were knocked off 
their feet. A hhuge column ‘of water 
wes thrown up by the explosion, and 
this, descending, thoroughly drenched 
every one on deck; ,however, this. was 
merely a foretaste of the wetting that 
we were to get. 

By this time the officers. and men 
had reached their stations at the guns, 
and an accounting could be taken of the 
damage. It was found that the: fore- 
mast had been blown overboard, thus 
rendering the wireless useless, and that 
‘the forward guns had been dismounted. 
The after guns were manned in the 
event that the submarine would appear, 
but nothing was seen of the enemy. It 
was apparent that the other vessels of 
the convoy had/not heard the. explo- 
sion, as they could be seen dimly 
through the fog continuing their voy- 
age and finally disappearing from view. 
No wireless message could be sent to” 
warn them of the presence of a subma- 
rine, and likewise no request for as- 
Bistance could be made for the reason 
above given. This was realized. by all 
on board, but if anything this added 
to ‘the ,general satisfaction of the men, 
andvraised the hope, which subsequently 
was found to be true, that the other 
vessels would make good their escape. 
_ Almost immediately following the ex- 
plosion the forward compartment. of the 
ship filled, and she settled until the for- 
ward main deck was submerged several 
feet. Of course, the men were standing 
to their knees in water while getting 
‘@way the boats and rafts. It being im- 
mediately apparent that the vessel was 
Soon to sink, orders were given to aban- 
don ship, and until this order was given 
every officer and man who was not 
wounded by the explosion was standing 
‘calmly and patiently at his‘ battle sta- 
tion. Isn’t that a picture worthy of 
being hung in a gallery along with the 
glorious deeds of our navy ir the past? 

Ups the order being given to aban- 
@on ship the men quietly. but hastily left 
their battle stations and began the diffi- 
cult work in the dark of getting ‘the life 
rafts and boats overboard. There.was 
no time to place men in the boats and 
lower them. The one and only chance 
of escape from the stricken vessel lay in 
getting the boats away from the ship, 
and to this end lashings were cut adrift 
and the boats and rafts thrown. over- 
board. This having been done, the men 
were directed to jump clear of the 
“wreckage alongside and to swim as far 

_ as possible away from the ship to avoid 
the suction. 

- The apirit and bravery of these men, 
many of them but hoys in ‘years, was 
superb. Fur nen had cut away a life 
raft dnd weré preparéd to ivsup over-

The final plinge came so suddenly tat 
some of us had. the-unique experience of 
not leaving the ship, but having her 
leave us, and can therefore: vouch that 
the old belief of a tremendous suction 
created by a sinking ship is a fallacy. 
Of: course, thére is some suction, hut 
thosé that went -down experienced no 
difficulty in getting clear of the vessel 
and swimming up to the surface. 

The ship having: disappeared, it be- 
hooved us to think of getting out of the 
water, for it can readily be imagined 
that in November in a high latitude the 
water is much too cold for. one to live 
in for any length of time. 

When. the boats were pushed over- 
board most of them were capsized, and 
so had‘to be first righted and bailed out 
before men could get into them, and in 
connection with this work the small life 
rafts. proved themselves of the utmost 
value. These afforded support to the 
men while bailing the. water out of the 
boats, and as quickly as a boat was 
avaHable: men climbed into it. This 
work took time, and it was perhaps an 
hour or. more before every one was in 
the boats. Then careful search was 
made through the wreckage with a view 
and hope of finding more of our ship- 
mates, 

About the time that all men had suc- 
ceeded in obtaining shelter in the boats, 
which. was the first and most pressing 
necessity, some one sighted the subma- 
rine on.the surface and approaching the 
boats. Evidently it had come to the sur- 
face some distance away, after making 


by, and the crew then manned the ma- 
chine guns on top of the conning tower, 
which were kept pointed at the boats. 
Five or six men could be seen on the 
decks of the submarine, standing by 
the guns, and as the submarine ap- 
proached -more closely it was. dis- 
tinguished that there was an ‘Iron 
Cross ” painted on each bow signifying, 
it is supposed, that the Captain had 
been decorated for.some prior murder. 
Naturally, it was the-belief that the 


take prisoriers. er “to shell thé boats, ¢r 
perhaps tq do both. To avoid the first 
possibility, ‘all officers hastily removed 
the distinctive uniform of their rank 
and either hid them in the. beats oF 
threw them. overboard. Of course noth- 
ing could be done to prevent the sub- 
midrine ‘shéllitig thé. beats, and is was 
with all the feelings of atiger, resert- 
ment, and hélplessrieds that we watched 
the sub approach, and finally stop close 
to the boats, the nearest of which was 
hailed and directed to comé alongside. 

An officer on the submarine ther 
called in French and. demanded if we 
were French, to. which query ‘‘ No 
was replied. Then, in. English, he asked, 
in a, véry different and angry tone of 
voice, “Are you English?” to which 
some one replied; ‘‘ No; we are Ameri- 
cans.”’ 

The examination .was Sondiucted in 
good English by the submarine ‘Captain 
or the person who askéed the questions, 
and ran about as follows: 

“What is your name?” -- “ Alcedo.’’ 
“Where were you Bound?’’. “ Bor- 
deaux to New York.’’ ‘‘ What cargo?’”’ 
‘‘ Empty.” ‘““How much = did you 
weigh? "’ ‘* Fourteen thousand tons.” 
-After some minutes more the Hun made 
off on the surface, and soon submerged 
and disappeared. All hands drew a 
sigh of relief, and’ again took up, the 
search through the wreckage, for the 
water was covered with débris of all 
kinds, hoping to find more survivors. 
No more mén could be found, after care- 
fully searching for at least another hour. 
At the end of that time hope was aban- 
doned, and the long, weary row of forty 
miles to the nearest land was begun. 
We were all wet to. the skin and very 
eold, but there was no help for it until 
the sun’ came up to dry us out. This 
was not to be for another three .hours, 
so every one in the. boats took a turn 
at the oars. This exercise .not only 
warmed us up, but undoubtedly did much 


ilinesses developing as a result of our 
éxposure; as a mater of fact, no one 
suffered more than a bad cold. 
Compasses had been lost out of the 
boats when they were pushed overboard 
and capsized; owing to this we were re- 
duced to the primitive means of naviga- 
tion of steering by the stars. And so we 
rowed and steered, which was not diffi- 
cult, until daylight came and the stars 
disappeared. Then there’ was nothing to 


sea,-and guessing as.to the bearing of 
the sun, for, of course, all watches had 
stopped, as a result of their. immersion 
in salt water. Food and drink and dry 
clothing we knew awaited us on shore, 
and none of these things did we have, 
and the desire for them served as an in- 
centive to row the: harder. Some time 
during the early afternoon, as néarly 
as the time could be judged, one of the 
magnificent lighthouses ,on the coast of 
France appeared above. the horizon, and 
the sight of this cheered our spirits and 
boosted our tired muse to_ renewed 
efforts. 

Each mile brotg.e us nearer, and be- 
fore ‘long t&o iand: itself appeared and 
our worries Ceaged, In the late after- 
noon, 
shore, two French airplanes flew over 
us, and after circling about returned to 
land. They were still in sight when a 
small torpedo boat, about to enter the 
harbor of a little fishing village, came 
alongside our boats and took us on 
board. They spoke no English, but when 
wé explained .that we were the crew 
of an American naval patrol boat, the 
first to be. sunk by our common enemy, 
their kindness and hospitality knew. no 
bounds. She was a tiny craft, and dirty 
from her long duty on patrol, and the 
officers and crew had no luxuries 
and but few. necessities, but the. little 
they had was ours without asking. No 
millionaire's yacht was ever as ‘com- 
fortable ‘as this French. torpedo boat 
was tous.

About, midnight we were:landed at 
our own base in France, to find ambu- 
lances'and doctors, with hot drinks and 
blankets, waiting our arrival; and after 
a muster were rushed “off to comforta- 
ble quartérs provided for us, and so 
twenty-t hours after going into the 
water we took off our wet clothing 
and went to bed to sleep the slumber of 
the desperately ‘weary. 

Never did any body --of men show 
‘more , courage} fortitude, and cheerful- 
ness under conditions that at times ap- 
peared fearly hopeless. When all do 
well it is difficult to discriminate. This 
story cannot be closed, however. with- 
cut at least a brief mention of the 
deeds of a few men who exhibited 
courage and resourcefulness that in- 
deed approached hercism. 

A-Tad, William J.. Bellatty, yeoman, 
first class, Naval Reserve Force, of 
New York City, not yet 21 years of age, 
was in his bunk when the general alarm 
was sounded. In the dark he secured 
the muster roll of the crew and tucked 
it under his shirt, then proceeded to his 
battle station on the bridge near the 
Captain. When the ship was abandoned, 
Ballatty, like every one else, went over- 
board, and while swimming toward a 
boat encountered the hospital appren- 
tice, who had been slightly injured and 
who was a poor swimmer. LPellatty 
found a. piece of wreckage, tucked it’ 
under. his left arm, and with his right 
supported the other man until both were 
picked up by the boat. He undoubtedly 
saved the life of the hospital apprentice. 

Then there is the shining example of 
Collier, fireman, second class, who was 
on watch in charge of the engine when 
the torpedo exploded. His first action, 
after picking himself up from where 
he had been knocked down, was to 
stop the engine. He thereby saved 
thoSe who later went. down with the 
ship from being killed or mutilated by 
a revolving propeller. Collier then

crawled across the engine room, and ‘ 


raised the safety valve of the boiler 
And allowed the steam to blow off, in 
order,\ if possible, to prevent the ‘boiler 
from exploding when the ship sank.

It seems in- 
credible that he had time to accomplish 
these deeds, but each one was vouched 
for by other men. It is indicative of , 
the thoroughness of the training a man ! 
receives in the navy, for Collier had 
never before /been on board aeship. 

Clarence W.. Keiser, seaman, had aid-. 
ed in bailing out one of the boats, and} 
had climbed-into it. This boat became | 
overcrowded, and, seeing«another boat’ 
some. distance away, Keiser again 
jumped into the water and swam over to; 
the other. boat, bailed it’ out and con- 
tinued the work of picking up_his-ship- 
fnstes. 

Daniel J. €oleman, s®aman, , another 
New York lad. had gained thé compara- 
tive safety of a liferaft with three or 
four other men. 
that the-raft was overcrowded, Coleman 
said, ‘“‘ All right, I'l look for something 
else,’’ and overboard he went, swimming 
away in the darkness in his search for 
safety. 

Such is the work of the menof the 
navy in this great war for humanity. 
Both the navy and the Naval Reserve 
force need more men to take their 
places on ‘the many new ships which are 
being added to our forces day by day.

Men subject to the draft can enroll by 
obtaining a release from their local draft 
board. It is mandatory. that- the local

Miss Stewart went on to speak of the 
need of having an army of trained wo- 
men as against one made up of willing 
volunteer workers lacking the technical 
training to make their service ome 
worth while. 

“What is not fully appreciated by 
these willing volunteers,”’ she said, ‘is 
that energy and good will and devotion, 
though excellent and indespensable as- 
sets; are in themselves as hopelessly in- 
adequate in fighting the kind of battle 
they have to fight as they would be in 
facing the complications of modern war- 
fare. Just as in the Medical Corps, the 
Engineer Corps, the Flying Corps, and 
every other branch of army and navy 
service, the country is searching out and 
training the best experts that can be 
found—so for this highly skilled branch 
of scientific service, which means life 
or death for many thousands of our 
fellow-countrymen, we must not be 
satisfied with anything less than the 
best skill the country can supply. 

** It was in connection with this service 
that President Wilson recently made the 
significant statement that ‘this is no 
war for amateurs,’ and certainly the 
experiences’ of the Spanish-American 
war, the Boer war, and the present war 
have shown most conclusively that the 
untrained worker cannot ‘measure up to 
the demands of modern war nursing, 
and may, even with the best of in-: 
tentions, do more harm than good. 

** Recognizing this, the American Red 
Cross is enrolling for nursing service in 
the army and navy only trained grad- 
vate nurses. Our neighbor, Canada, 
whose problem and resources are most 
nearly similar to our own, has insisted 
from the béginning on a trained nursing 
service. Since she has been able to 
keep up a constant supply during these 
three years for all her armies abroad, 
it surely should not be beyond the 
power of our rich and progressive coun- 
try, with: its boasted pre-eminence in 
hospital and nursing work, to provide as 
complete protection for our men. This 
means we must have ample reserves of 
trained nurses—many thousands' more— 
ready for years ahead, as well as for 
the present need, both in foreign and 
home service. 

** American nurses have pledged their 
forces to the uttermost, and theré 1s 
little question that the Red Cross will 


soon double its enrollment, but it is per- | 


fectly clear that if this skilled service 


is to be available for the care’ of the | 


wounded abroad and if the sick at home 


axe uot te suffer seriously, we niust 
F i.

find some way of making good the ex- 
cessive drain on the regular nursing 
forces of the country. In addition to 
the pressing demands of our great civic 
hospitals and all our public health 
agencies, there will be the sick from the 
military camps and from our soldiers 
and sailors’ families to care for, and 
soon the stream of diseased and broken 
men will be drifting back from France 
to crowd all our resources to the ut- 
most. 

‘* How are we to fil] up our depleted 
nursing ranks and prepare for the more 
urgent needs of the future? 

“The short nursing courses which 
have been so popular during the last 
year are of no real help here, and we 
may as well face the fact frankly. They. 
do not fit any one to be a Red Cross 
nurse or a nurse of any kind. The Red 
Cross definitely states that the purpose { 
of’such short courses is to help women 
in their own homes to conserve the 
health of their families and to care 
more intelligently for ordinary minor 
and chronic illnesses. .Such courses 
may be useful also in visiting and relief 
work, but they were never intended to 
and cannot prepare any one to take the 
place of a trained nurse where there is 
serious illness of any kind to be cared 
for. A few volunteers who have taken 
such courses and have met certain tests 
have been enrolled by the Red Cross 
under the name of nurses’ aids, with

service. This waste of excellent ma- 
terial is particularly regrettable when 
the schools of nursing. in our civil 
hospitals, which take the place of the 
training camps for our officers and 
men, are constantly calling for recruits, 
and when the leading authorities in 
the ‘country are urging every good 
school to fill ,its ranks to the fullest 
capacity in order to provide for the 
country’s increased demands. The fact 
is, we cannot possibly train too many 
nurses for the unparalleled demands 


of the next few years, and it is im- |. 


portant that we should have the best 
women the country can. provide to 
draw upon for this service. At this 
critical time, ordinary personal and 
family considerations should be put en- 
tirely in the background by our women, 
as well as our men.”

Premier Hughes Tells of Vast Supplies 


‘There of Wool, Sugar, and Food— 
Problems of. Transportation. — 


The Right Hon. William Morris Hughes, Premier of Australia. 


. HERE are stored in Australia at 
f ‘. present 6,500,000 tons of surplus 
wheat, awaiting transportation 
to where it will do the most 
good. Six and a half million tons 
equal nearly two and a half billion 
bushels, which is enough wheat to feed 
France and England, together, or the 
whole United States, for a year. If we 
could get it here we could send all of 
our own wheat to our Allies and still 
have all we need for our own consump- 
tion. 

Besides the wheat, there are also 
2,000,000 bales of Australian wool, 
enough sugar to replenish the depleted 
supplies of all the Allies, many metals 
which are urgently needed in all the 
countries fighting against’ Germany, 


hides for' leather. goods—iri fact, raw 


materials of all sorts which would be 
invaluable at this time in winning the 
Wwar.* 

There need be no doubt about these 
statements. The authority for them is 
William Morris Hughes, Prime Minister 
of Australia, who a few days ago 
Passed through New York on his way 
to England to attend a new conference 
of the strong men of the British Em; 
pire on means of beating Germany and 
restoring the world to a peaceful basis. 
Mr. Hughes .is going to the conference 
determined to put into the war the full 
weight of the great Commonwealth of 
» Australia, ‘and one of the things he will 
urge upon the attention of the Allies, 
including America, is this matter of the 
huge stores of supplies deteriorating 
across .the Pacific, while the Western 
world is suffering for iack of them. 


The problem to be solved is how to 
@et these supplies here, and the crux of 
the problem is, of course, the scarcity 
of shipping. The remedy is to be found 
in rapid construction of more freight- 
carrying vessels, but perhaps more im- 
mediately in the better organization of 
euch shipping as there is left in the 
world. So far as the first goes, Aus- 
tralia, like the United States, is doing 
her best to promote ship construction. 
She is building ships of steel and vf 
wood, and is planning to build some of 
concrete. But shipbuilding is an “ in- 
fant industry’ in Australia, now be- 
ing developed under serious handicaps, 
and the need for the ships is urgent. It 
seems likely pending the construction of 
millions. of tons of new craft that a 
good deal could be done by' utilizing to 
better advantage some of the shipping 
now existing. 

For one thing shipping men are well 
@ware that the vessels still in the carry- 
ing trade are poorly distributed. -There 
a@re fast vessels in the Pacific, while 





the Atlantic convoy system is ham- 
pered by slow-moving freighters of pre- 
submarine days — ‘‘ disabled whales 
which are easy targets for the enemy,” 
as Premier Hughes described them in 
Giscussing Australian shipping difficul- 
ties. Mr. Hughes’s idea is that a re- 
distribution by which the fast ships 
would go into the Atlantic service and 
the slower vessels into the Pacific 
would decrease losses from submarines 
and at the same time aid in freeing the 
Australian supplies. 

Why this has not been done long ago 
has a very simple explanation. British 
shipping, which is still by far the larg- 
est factor in the world’s carrying trade, 
has been consolidated by war exigencies

in two. groups veri kdeotheals which, 
in view of their interests after the war, 
apparently prefer to let conditions re- 
mpin as they are rather than admit to 
the highly profitable Atlantic and Pa- 
cific fields which they respectively dom- 
inate any possible future rival. So far 
the British Government has not inter- 
fered appreciably with: the two spheres 
of shipping interest and the manner’ of 
their development, but if the Australian 
stores are to play the part they very 
well may in winning the war that Gov- 
ernment goon must and..probably will 
entire control and redispose ship- 
ping facilities to the best advantage. 


This. will be‘ one of the most import- 
ant subjects dealt with at the confer- 
ence of. Colonial Premiers. with the Brit- 
ish Government. now, being held in Lon- 


_ldon. Behind the proposal to. take dras- 


tic. measures with ex:sting shipping ‘is 
the powerful influence exerted, by the 
Australian and New Zealand Premiers, 
and added to this will be the obvious 
interest of the empire and its. allies. 


The Government itself owns most of the 


wheat, the greater part of the wool, 
and a substantial portion df the other 
supplies. They are urgently needed and 
means. of getting them will undoubted- 
ly be found.

stores, these being ‘shipped to Europe, 
or they might be brought to Pacific 
ports, transferred to the Atlantic by 
rail, and thence: reshipped across the 
Atlantic.

é6f the ‘Australian supplies, making a 
corresponding amount of our own essen- 
tials available to.our Allies. 

If nothing better is available, the Aus- 
tralian Government, anxious to devote 
this unused surplus to allied interests, 
is, prepared, to use sailing vessels for 
its transfer. There are plenty of these 
in the Atlantic trade, which are even 
an easier prey to the submarines than 
the slow steamers which Mr. Hughes 
refers to as ‘‘ disabled ‘whales.’ 

On this subject the Australian Pre- 
mier waxes eloquent with all the force 
of a practical statesman, who sees a 
great opportunity for public service slip- 
ping away. 

“‘ The matter is urgent, ** he said, after 
rapidly marshalling the facts and fig- 
ures in the case. ‘‘A new harvest in 
Australia is again coming in to add to 
the accumulation, while this side of the 
world is going on short rations. There 
are Australian buyers here ready to 
send home quantities of your manu- 
factured goods on ships making the re- 
turn voyage. These goods Australia is 
as anxious to obtain as you are to ob- 
tain an increased food supply for your- 
selves and our Allies. 

“Cost is no object. The transfer of 
wheat by rail across the American con- 
tinent and its reshipment on the At- 
lantic Coast would be expensive no 
doubt, but that is nothing, and woula 
be counted as nothing in comparison 
with the benefit of increasing British, 
French, and—under proper safeguards— 
even neutral supplies. 

* But even that should not be neces- 
sary. I understand that while your 
Eastern and Middle States produce ‘: 
wheat surplus,.your Far Western States 
have to import grain from the East.

NEW YORK TURNS TO PLOWING 


By GILBERT M. TUCKER, Jr. 
¥ America does not produxe enough 
. food, price-fixing and trade regula- 
:-tion will accomplish but little— 
the first and prime necessity is 
to increase production. Recognizing 
this. fact, the New York State 
Wood’ Commission early established 
@ Bureau of Production and named 
as its director. Calvin. J. .. Huson, 
who is known in Western New York as 
@ lawyer of more than usual ability, 
active and interested in public affairs. 
In Albany .he is known as a former 
. member of the Assembly and one of the 
best Commissioners of Agriculture the 
State ever had, and everywheré he is 
known as a successful breeder of. Berk- 
shire swine. So he brings to his work 
experierice, and he knows the conditions 
of farming. 

The recent agricultural census of New 
York indicated that this year there will 
' jpe'a decrease of the land tilled amount- 
ing to about 10 per cent. because of the 
- ghortage of labor. Today there are on 
the farms of the State about two-thirds 
as. many men as there were before the 
war, certainly not more than three- 
quarters as many, and it therefore 
seemed as if the most -diréct and prac- 
tiéal assistance which could be: rendered 
‘to: the farmers would be by doing their 


>. work for them. So the State purchased 


forty-two. power tractors last year and 
twenty tore this year, with which to do 
the, farmers’ plowing and harrowing. 
eae ‘Machines aré distributed over 
a, the: State wherever conditions are 
: , ble to their use, on three plans— 
wroup. of five’ or more farmers, 
r bvigual. farmer, or to the ex: 


ease ‘the ° 





paying for all fuel and repairs and a 
fixed charge for depreciation .amount- 
ing to from $50 to $100, according to the 
type of machine supplied. 

On the group plan five or more farm- 
ers combine to take a tractor for-their 
joint use and to work for the neigh- 
bors; the individual farmer assumes 
full responsibility. and .agrees .to . plow 
for his neighbors at a fixed scale of 
prices, limiting his own plowing to not 
over sixty acres, and on the expert 
plan the machine is put in the hands of 
a trained mechartic to do custom plow- 
ing in his section. On all except the 
individual plan the farming done for 
one man is. limited to forty acres, .the 
object of this’ limitation being to. pre- 
vent the machines being used only -on 
the larger places, (where the _ pro- 
prietors may reasonably be expected to 
buy their own machifiery,) to the ex- 
clusion of the smaller farmers. 

The price charged for plowing is lim- 
ited. to $1.50 an hour, or to $3 an acre, 
and the tractor. operators must be ap- 
proved by the Director of the Bureau of 
Production, to _prevent the machines 
from ‘suffering at the hands of incom- 
petent operators. Last year there was 
some. difficulty. experienced ' on ‘this 
score; so .thig. year, nineteen schools, 
each -of a. week's duration, were -held 
at’ different points-in the: State. 
Through the co-operation of the tractor 
manufacturers a large variety of ma- 
chines, in care of expert factory, men, 
were lent to the schools and the stu- 
dents had the opportunity of studying 
machines of- many different - types. 
More than 1,500 students were enrolled, 


mostly enterprising young farmers who 
tackled ee work, in an earnest and. jn- 





complish by these, tractors is indicated 
by one clause in every contract. Each 
machine must plow at least two hun- 
dred acres during the season. Multiply 
this by sixty-two, the number of ma- 
chines put out, and see what will be 
done—and a large .part of. this land 
would remain unworked without State 
assistance. .\1nd, thanks largely to the 
experience of the State last year, many 
farmers have this year. bought their 
own machines. 

Thirteen big power- -driven ditching 
machines also have been put out in 
sections of the State where much will 
be accomplished to increase production 
by adequate tile drainage. These ma- 
chines, which cost about $4,000 each, are 
leased on plans somewhat similar to 
those on which the trattors are oper- 
ated, a fixed charge per rod of excava- 
tion being made and an expert drainage 
engineer supervising the work of each 
machine; planning the system of: drain- 
age and insuring efficient work. In 
some cases the machines have exca- 
vated as much as a hundred and forty 
rods of ditch in a day, sharp-walled 
and, straight, in which the tiles are 
laid, the machines crawling their way 
over one farm after another and leav- 
ing in their wake vastly increased crops, 
often double. what. the undrained land 
would vteld. 

Another machine which has been put 
out is’ the. potato sprayer. 
familiar with farms knows how often 
thé» work of spraying is. put off and 
neglected, and how much the crops suf- 
fer as a result. The work is fussy and

“No one who has not been in haven 
can possibly picture even in his imagi- 
nation the practical workings of this 
doctrine that the Haves should not have 
and the Have-Nots should have. Oc- 
casionally the transfer was done under 
color of legislative enactment, as when 
the Soviet issued a ‘decree’ declaring 
all city real estate to be under the con- 
trol of the Government, and all rents 
to be paid to ite ‘ Commissioners,’ or as 
when the Soviet deprived the ‘ tchinov- 
niks,’ the workers on the old BState- 
owned rail, telegraph, and postal sys- 
tems, of their pensions. 

“Usually, However, the transfer is of 
@ quicker, handier kind. It is achieved 
by the process that in any other coun- 
try would be known as looting. The 
stronger take from the weaker. The 
process began at the top, the rich be- 
ing stripped of their possessions first, 
and then as the number of Have-Nots 
increased through business stagnation 
and voluntary and involuntary idleness, 
the process gradually worked, down 
through the various economic. strata, 
through the looting of big shops, of 
little shops, until now we hear from 
Moscow that. the poor peasants - (those 
who have no food) have been authorized 
to organize and confiscate the supplies 
of the rich peasants, (those who have 
food.) When T left Russia the peasants 
were quarreling among themselves over 
the parceling out of the confiscated 
lands of the rich. The young peasants 
were at the throats of the old, for the 
young wanted the choicér pieces, and 
so, too, did the old. Of course, all this 
means disorder of the worst kind, with 
murder and rape as frequent oceur- 
rences. , 

** When once the doctrine is accepted 
that the Have-Nots possess the right to 
take from the Haves, those who in nor- 





loaded with soldiers going home to par- 
ticipate in the distribution of land or 
traveling to the big centres of popula- 
tion. They eject the Passengers and 
practically commandeer the trains. 

‘*Hundreds of thousands of soldiers 
are in Petrograd and Moscow, armed, 
loafing, looting, terrorizing. The food 
crisis is appalling. Food is scarce even 
in the argricultural districts. Only 
intermittent supplies come into the 
cities, and the soldiers and laborers 
have the first chance at them. ‘ 

“The laborers have formed into ‘Red 
Guards.’ They patrol the streets under 
the pretense of trying to keep order, 
but their chief activities are spying 
upon the propertied classes, searching 
for food, running down plots for counter 
revolutions, imprisoning prominent citi- 
zens or members of the bourgeois class 
on the slightest suspicion. 

“The courts have been abolished. In 
their place ‘Popular Tribunals’ have 


been established. The function of these 


has been confined chiefly to trying per- 
sons accused of plotting against the 
existing order of Government. No one 
has been brought to justice charged 
with an offense against life or property. 
The great and only crime in revolu- 
tionary Russia is to be a iar aad 
lutionist. 

“ For the intellectual, the orepaetiel. 
and merchant classes there is no 
freedom of assembly, no freedom of 
speech, no freedom of the press. No 
criticism, no opposition is tolerated. It 
is Bolshevism, Bolshevism, and nothing 
but Bolshevism, 


‘For the United States to recognize 
the Soviet while under its present lead- 
ership would mean that we agree to 
deal with a Government organized for 
destruction,, for the elimination ‘of the 
right to life, property, and liberty to 
come and go, rights that are the funda- 
mental possession of a free people. It 
would mean that we are to deal with a 
class of men who by their negotiation’ 
of the Brest-Litovsk treaty and the re- 
pudiation of the public debt have shown 
that they have no comprehension of in- 
ternational obligation or national ins 
tegrity. Between them and us there can 
be no meeting point. 


It is urged by some that we should 
recognize, or at least deal, with the 
Soviet.as it isthe only form of Gov- 
ernment. authority now visible in Rus- 
sia, But we must remember that it 
holds this monopoly of authority only 
in European Russia, that it has not as 
yet been able to extend it over Siberia, 
and that it holds it in Huropean .Rus- 
sia only by resorting to terrorism. We 
do not know what the voice of free 
Russia would be; Russia is gagged; and 
all we hear is the voice of those who 
have’ gagged her. To-attempt to *help 
Russia through the Soviet would be like 
attempting to help a plundered house- 
holder through the burglar who has 
bound him hand and foot and bandaged 
his mouth. 


“The Soviet of which I have been 
speaking is, of course, the All-Russian 
Soviet, which meets at, Moscow. It is 
supposed to be a national assembly 
made up of representatives sent by the 
local Soviets. Many of these latter are 
not so radical as the All-Russian Soviet. 
They are in immediate contact with 
their constituents, the laborers, mechan- 
ics, and to a limited extent the peasants. 
‘Many of these are willing to forego the 
promised millennium for an immediate 
opportunity to work and the resumption 
of normal industrial conditions. 


“But when a@ representative is. sent 
from the local to the All-Russian 6So0- 
viet, he passes into an assembly that 
stands:for the most extreme radicalism, 
an assembly that is dominated by. men 
of the same mental and moral breed as 
Lenine and Trotsky. Even if mob 
psychology did not have its effect upon 
these laborers and: peasants suddenly 
raised to office, the terrorists who are 
now running Russia have about.as little 
tolerance for opposition within the So- 
viet as they have for opposition that 
comes from without. 


“This spirit of intolerance ter any 
counterthought, has culminated, ac- 
cording to a recent news dispatch, in 
the expulsion from the Soviet of those 
members representing the Social Revo- 
lutionists, the Right, the Centre, and 
the Menshiviki. All local Soviets have 
been told to expel. representatives of 
the same parties. In other words, the 
Bolsheviki is endeavoring to bolster up 
its authority by ordaining that sup- 
posedly repres€ntative bodies be nothing 
but Bolsheviki. To my mind, this looks 
like an act of desperation that may 
foreshadow the end. 


‘* But even in spite of this Bolsheviki 
domiriation of the Soviet, the Bolsheviki 
Brest-Litovsk treaty was ratified by a 
majority of only six, in a total vote 
of over 200, The vote on the Bolsheviki 
repudiation of the public debt had not 
been published when I left Russia, and 
[ have not heard of its publication 
since. 

“In this connection it must not be 
forgotten that only recently the Russian 
Ambasador at Washington presented to 
the State Department a_ resolution, 
secretly sent’ from Russia by way of 
Paris, that had been adopted -unani- 
mously by the Central Committee of the 
Cadet, or Constitutional, Party of Rus- 
sia, urging allied intervention in their 
misruled land. The Bolsheviki they de- 
nounced as in no way representative of 
the Russian democracy, its régime. being 
‘a despotism which at the present mbd- 
ment relies only on physical force, and 
daily becomes. more and more odious to 
the popular masses.’ Also there are re- 
volts, the last one to gain sufficient 
headway to be heard of in the outside 
world being the Cossack rising in the 
Don region. 

“I mention these things, however, 
only by way of indicating that the Soviet 
does not speak the voice of free Rus- 
sia: There is no question that at pres- 
ent the Bolsheviki have European Rus- 
sia by the throat. Russia is going to 
shake them off, but I do not believe that 
the time has yet come. Their hold will 
not be shaken loose until Russia strikes 
bottom. Famine and despair must come 
before the mass of the people realize 
that they shave been following false 
leaders and that the promised land of 
the Bolsheviki is only a mirage. 

‘When that day comes, it may be 
that the local Soviets will cease to be 
the organs through which Russia ex- 
presses her democratic aspirations. The

**I belfeve that there is only one plan 
that will bring any results: A. disinter- 
ested penetration which patently has as 
its sole object the economic rehabilita- 
tion of the country and the preservation 
of its national integrity. This penetra- 
tion must be undertaken by the Allies 
and accomplished by a civil commis- 
sion backed by a military forde. 

“At present there are but two ap- 
proaches to Russia, the one through 
Archangel and the other through Viadi- 
vostok. Entering Russia through Arch- 
angel means that the Allies would im- 
mediately come in contact with the Bol- 
shéviki. There would be oppositién, con- 
flict. The allied penetration would be 
forced to resolve itself into armed ag- 
gression before it had an opportunity 
of giving evidence of its friendly, disin- 
terested character. Its purposes would 
be defeated almost immediately upon 
landing. 

‘** By landing at Viadivostok the Al- 
lies would find g far more favorable 
field in which te work. The Bolsheviki 
are not nearly se numerous nor so pow- 
erful in the government within the wide 
borders of Siberia as they are in Euro- 
pean Russia. The population of Siberia 
is of a higher class than is the popula- 
tion of Russia. To a large extent the 
former is made up of exiles or the de-

achniante of exiles from Russia, men 
who were of sufficient sturdiness of 
character to revolt against the old au- 
tocracy of Czardom. Then there are 
many emigrants, mostly from old Rus- 
sia, but also some from various Buro- 
pean countries. 
in the Omsk neighborhood a large and 
prosperous colony of Danes engaged in 
dairy farming. 

“As late as February of the current 
year a. delegation of the leading 
citizens from Tomsk waited on our 
Ambassador at Petrograd to ascertain 


‘whether economic assistance could be 


procured for them. They assured him 
that as soon as the Russian soldiery was 
out of Siberia the conservative element 


there would be in control and could: 


give guarantees of commercial relia- 
bility. 

* Another favorable factor that must 
not be lest sight of is that in the large 
body of prisoners of war taken from 
the Central Powers there is a consid- 
erable number of Czechoslovaks, racial 
brothers of the men who are now 
threatening Austria-Hungary with in- 
ternal war. These Czechoslovak pris- 
oners have no sympathy with the Cen- 
tral Powers. Neither: have they any 
sympathy with the Soviet Government; 
they have already had armed clashes 
with it. They are scattered along the 
Siberian Railroad, and by last accounts 
were in possession of all the towns 
along that railroad from Tcheliabinsk 
(in the Ural region) to. Tomsk, (a dis- 
tance of more than 1,250 miles.) They 
have even become menacing in Euro- 
pean Russia, seizing the bridge across 
the River Volga, near Syzram, and 
blocking traffic on that. great inland 
waterway. <Another thorn in the side 
of the Siberian’ Bolsheviki is Semenoff 
and his Cossacks, who are fighting in 
the upper regions of Transbaikalia. 


“The civil commission should be 
headed by an American, for, in spite of 
German and Bolshevist propaganda, 
Siberians have a great respect and 
friendship for America. He should be a 
man of tact, commanding personality, 
preferably a man whose name is al- 
ready favorably known in Siberia. The 
rest of the commission should be made 
up of high-grade specialists in all in- 
dustrial lines. Some of these men 
should have a first-hand knowledge of 
the conditions with which they are go- 


There is, for instance, 


fing te be confronted. This oonntisinities 
should carry with it goods of which 
adhe people stand in immediate need—ag- 
ricultural implements, boots, shoes, 
leather, iron, calicoes, &c. - 

“The military force should be made 
up of troops from all the Allies. It 
would be a good thing if the force in- 
cluded Russians, so léng as it could be 
certain that neither they nor their of- 
ficers would attempt to participate in or 
influence Siberian or Russian politics. 
It 4s imperative that the allied penetra- 
tion be kept distinct from local politics. 
There would be no objection to the use, 
under American guarantees, of Japan- 
ese and Chinese troops. 
~*' If the civil commission should enter 
one of the provinces, make a demonstra- 
tion of what it can do, and alleviate 
local needs, the news ‘would spread im- 
mediately to the surrounding provinces, 
and there is no doubt that there would 
be a@ constantly widening accretion of 
friendly territory. : 

“It is almost certain that armed 
Bolsheviki or German epposition would 
be encountered. The armed force would 
have to be called on to suppress this. 
Unless accompanied by such a force, 
any civil commission would be check- 


useless expenditure of time and money. 
“I have tried to make it clear that 
the authority of the Bolsheviki is 
bolstered up only by the bayonets of a 
demoralized mob of soldiers. A mob 
never has been and never will be able 
to meet the organized forces of au- 
thority. It has no cohesion. It is a 
bully that only needs a sharp lesson or 
two to learn that in spite of its size 
it.is flabby and nerveless. I do not 
hesitate to predict that the Bolsheviki 
will not change mob tradition. A few 
encounters with an allied force would 
give them the lesson that they need. 
“It might be that even these few en- 
counters would not be necessary. Let 
the Ctvil Commission give evidence 
the Allies are only bringing disin 
assistance, let it be known that there 
is a strong armed ferce that is coming 
to the rescue of those who desire to 
bring order out of the present chaos, 


abiding would rise up and assert them- 
selves, that the great Bolsheviki mob 
would disintegrate into the incon- 
spicuous atoms that compose it. 

“ But in making any plan for the re- 
lief of Russia, do not Jet us forget that 
the Bolshevist bully is still in control, 
that to send help unaccompanied by a 
strong armed force would only be to 
provoke that bully to resistance and

IN FIVE MINUTES 





If New York Should Be Bombarded; 
Ambulances Would Be Quickly at 
'Hand—Women Drivers Volunteer. 


New York, lke London and Paris, 


formulated by the Ambulance Board of 
New York City, which is to work in 
conjunction with the (women’s) Moter 
Corps of America. The announcé@ pro- 
gtam of thie emergericy activity is to 
Have an ambulance and surgeon ‘on 
thé spot’ ready to give first aid to any 
raid victim, within five minutes of the 
time a call for help has been received 
at any hospital. This is, indeed, .sct- 
ting a mark for efficiency, and it should 
give @ sense of security to citizens who 
have a lurking dread of accidents from 
bombs and raiders. 

One of the firat things done by this 
board wae to divide the city inte am- 
bulance districts and te assign one to 
each hospital. In case of any wartime 
emergency this district system will be ‘ 
of paraniount importance. It has al- 
ready proved its usefulness, and, now 
that the amburance equipment is to be 
reinforesd by the éfficient service of the 
Motor Corps of America, an unequaled 
service will be available for every emer- 
géricy. 

Officials of the Ambulance Board are 





enthusiastic over the tender of aid vy 
the Motor Corps of America. The Brook- 
lyn unit was first to request that its 
aman power (more exactly speaking, its 
woman power) and its mechanical 
equipment be made avafladie in case of 
emergency need. A special. meéting of 
the Ambulance Board was called to 
consider this offer, and it was gtate- 
fully accepted. 

The. Brooklyn unit, headed by Liew- 
tenant Marguerite Oglevie, owns three 
ambulances, and within a short time 
will have a fourth. 

Chauffeurs are not as plentiful as 
they were before the draft call, But, in 
order that there shall be no interrup- 
tion or delay 4n ambulance service in 
case of emergency, the women of the 
Motor Corps of America have offered to 
keep their members “‘on the job’’ for 
twenty-four hours a day whenever 
called for. They will serve in eight- 
hour shifts. This means that one mem- 
ber of the corps will be on hand at the 
hospital garage, 
at any rhoment. 

The New York unit of the Motor 
Corps, under Captain Helen Russell 
Bastedo, has placed its eleVen ambu- 
lances and its fifty-cdd dispatch cars 
at the service of the Ambulance Board

CONCERNING A VENTURE.: 


ERE’S to 8S. L. Rothapfel in his 
experiment at the Rivoli this 
week. As announced elsewhere 

in these columns, he is omitting the 
customary feature film from ‘the thea- 
tre’s program and substituting for it 
Marine Corps aviation pictures and a 
program of varied short numbers, on 
the principle that the public does not 
insist upon a long photoplay as an es- 
sential of moving-picture entertainment, 
and is quite competent, intellectually 
and emotionally, to respond to the ap- 
peal of real life captured in action by 
the camera. 

Mr. Rothapfel says.that he has no- 
ticed that his animated. pictorials are 
more and more holding the interest of 
spectators, apparentiy at the expense 
of feature photoplays, and he is there- 
fore emboldened to present the marine 
film as a headlime attraction. Many 
Persons are such slaves to convention 
that they think they require the photo- 
play for entertainment, moving pictures 
having come to be popularly regarded 





as a sort of substitute for the stage.- 


But if the actual truth could be ascer- 
tained, would -the photoplay hold its 
place as the most important production 
of the camera? If some one invented a 
machine that would honestly register 
the reactions of spectators thousands of 
persons would probably be surprised to 
Tearn from it that their interest was 
really more consistently alert for ani- 
mated pictorials, scenic films, spectac- 
ular action, and short comic and dra- 
matic sketches than for the long, feat- 
ured photoplays. How many people 
have gone to a moving-picture theatre 
attracted by some advertised star or 





Play and then‘ been pleasurably enter- 
tained by the pictorial or scenic and 
bored by the feature? 

This is not. to condemn all multiple- 
reel photoplays, but it is to. say that, 
in the opinion of the writer and: others, 
they do not represent the best that the 


moving-picture camera can do in pro- 


viding public entertainment. As usually 
producell and presented, not counting 
certain worthy exceptions, the photo- 
Play is certainly a nonessential from 
the point of view of art, and it will be 
@ nonessential in the public mind as 
soon as Mr. Rothapfel and others suc- 
ceed in. convincing the people that: they 
really do not want it all of the time. 
There are.some highly artistic and 
thoroughly entertaining photoplays, and 
no one wishes to destroy their popu- 
larity... But in putting out the great 
majority of photoplays producers sim- 
ply try to substitute the screen for the 
stage without considering the elemental 
character of either. For some pro- 
ducers, the only quality that a stage 
play must possess to make it material 
for the screen is box-office success. It 
may require the human voice for in- 
telligible interpretation, but what does 
a little thing like that matter? They 
will turn it into a “ silent drama” and 
ascribe the scenario to the author of 
the stage work, that is, if the author’s 


name is well known. Talk about ‘‘ Ham-

And then, because there is a lot of 
action in melodrama and farce, some 
producers seem to think that any melo- 
dramatic or farcical subject, no matter 
what its quality, will. make a’ 
moving-picture play—only . they on’t 
call the result melodrama or farce.

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HATEVER the underlying 
causes of the great  Zieg- 
feldian. war with the ticket 
brokers—and in their accounts 
ef the start of the struggle Mr, Zieg- 
feld and the brokers differ ‘widely— 
there is no doubt that the victory ,to 
date is. the manager's.’ The ‘ Follies, ” 
fm its first flush of success, is not only 
@rawing the populace to the box office, 
but drawing it in quantities. Since 
Wednesday morning there’has not been 
@ moment when the box-office queue 
_@id not stretch half way to the street, 
and there have been occasions, shortly 
before the performances, when it wound 
its way along Forty-second Street to 
Seventh Avenue. Meanwhile, plans are 
under way for the installation of a sec- 
ond box office, and Mr. Ziegfeld’s smile 
grows apace. 

All of which, of course, was to be ex- 
pected. ‘The speculators grant freely 
that an entertainment of the magni- 
tude and fame of the “ Follies’’ ap- 
peals to a box-office public large enough 
to guarantee capacity houses for four, 
six, or even eight, weeks; it is when 
the | box-office public is depleted that 
the speculator expects to smile. There 
are, according to the brokers, thousands 
upon thousands of persons who are ac- 
eustomed to rely upon the agencies for 
their ‘theatre tickets, who know. nothing 
about the box offices, and would not 
consider attaching themselves to a long 
Hine for the mere privilege of buying a 
pair of seats. Rather than do so, de- 
olare the brokers, they will stay away. 
The various agencies, according to one 
broker, carry constantly on their books 
accounts totaling about one million dol- 
lars, and it is his contention that nearly 
all of this sum has been spent by per- 
gons who never heard of a box office. 

Fhe cry of the brokers, accordingly, is 
Wait. All may be merry these early 
weekg, they declare, but they insist that 
there will come a day when Mr. Zieg- 
feld will rue his bargain. While the ex- 
istence of a hand-raised, non-box-office 
public may or may not be a fact, it is 
obvious that sweeping deductions can- 
not be drawn from the presence of mobs 
of purchasers at Mr. Ziegfeld’s ticket 
window these June days. July is equal- 
ly unlikely to tell the tale, but the

It was a magnificent but obviously un- 
finished entertainment which Mr. Zieg- 
feld caused to be revealed to his loyal 
followers—or should it be follyers?—on 
Tuesday night, and since the opening 
performance the managerial scissors 
have been waving threateningly, seek- 
ing whom they could devour., A scene 
plainly slated for the discard was an 
unhumorous bit between Will Rogers 
and Harry Kelly early in the piece. It 
yas a scene in which a mule figured, 
and Rogers, its author, realized its 
ghortcomings no less than the audience 
on the ppening night, for when he came 
to rope and chat he remarked that af 3t 
will be a funny scene later if the mule 
gets something funny to do.’”’ But the 
mule, alas! may now go back to war 
work, for the scene is no more. 

Bven with this elision the show is still 
about thirty minutes overtime, but as 
late as Friday there had been no agree- 
ment by those concerned as to what 
should be the next to suffer. Cutting an 
entertainment of the ‘ Follies’’ sort 
offers more difficulties than the layman 
would be inclined to suspect. In the 
first place, there are the feelings and 
temperaments of the performers to be 
considered, for a thousand-a-week per- 
former will not suffer his or her favorite 
scene to be, amputated without entering 
@ demurrer. But, that matter hurdled, 
as it sometimes can be, the purely phy- 
gical problems attendant upon the elimi- 
mation of a scene are also considerable. 
The sequence of scenes in a musical 
revue is a matter of more system than 
appears upon the surface, and the slight- 
est disturbance of the order is likely to 
have far-reaching effects.

KERN THE INDUSTRIOUS. 


It is necessary periodically to stand 
still for a moment dhd gaze upon the 
labors to date of one Jerome Kern. In 
the old days Kern génerally had to con- 
tent himself with sneaking a single mel- 
ody into the score of some Viennese 
composer. Generally the Kern melédy 
was the hit of the piece, and invariably 
the foreign composer got the credit for 
it. Now, however, things are different, 
and it is not altogether the war which 
has brought the change. Ability and in- 
dustry will out, just as the copybooks 
always said, and at 33 Kern finds him- 
self today one of the successful and 
sought-after composers in the world. 
Gossip has it that his weekly royalties 
from all sources have frequently. topped 
$5,000. 

Certainly no other American composer 
can point to so many New York produc- 
tions in a single season as can Kern. 
‘“* Rock-a-Bye Baby’’ was his sixth 
show to reach Broadway this year; last 
year there were five. The complete list 
of eleven takes in ‘‘ Oh, Boy!” ‘‘ Have 
a Heart,’’ ‘‘ Love o’ Mike,’ ‘‘ Miss 
Springtime,”’ ‘““The Century Girl,” 
** Miss 1917,’’ ‘‘ Leave It to Jane,’’ ‘“‘ Oh, 
Lady! Lady!!” ‘‘ Toot! Toot!’’ ‘ The 
Riviera Girl,’’ and ‘‘ Rock-a-Bye Baby.” 

If the Kern scale of mathematical 
progression holds, accordingly, there will 
be seven Kern shows on Broadway next 
season and eight the season after that. 
If he lives to be 70 there is no telling 
what may happen.

_ “MOONSHINE,” A PLAY BY ARTHUR HOPKI 





HEN the Lambs start gambol- 

W ing it is traditional that they 
never stop. At their perform- 

ance a week ago Friday it 

was close to 12:30 in the mornjng 
before Arthur Hopkins’s play, ‘‘ Moon- 
shine,” was reached. Persons addicted 
to early retiring—of whom there are 
few, at the first performance of a Lambs 
gampbol—had long since gone home. It 


“is for these few and the many who were 


not there at pil that Mr. Hopkins’s play 
is here printed, slightly abridged. As a 
play by one of Mr. Hopkins’s standing in 
the theatre it commands attention, and 
as a simple and untheatric piece of 
writing it holds it. On the printed page 
it’ cannot hope to have the quiet force 
given it by the fine performances of 
Frederick Burton and Charles Ruggles— 
in particular that of Mr. Burton—but if 
it results in reforming but a single 
vaudeville sketch writer its publication 
will not have, been in vain. 

The scene is the almost barren hut of 
a moonshiner in the mountain wilds of 
North Carolina. 
with a kitchen chair on each side of it, 
an old cupboard, and a rude stone fire- 
place. On the wall there hangs a rough 
pencil sketch of a.m&n dangling from a 
tree. When the curtain rises Luke 
Hazy, a lank, lean moonshiner, ushers 
in his captive, presumably a revenue of- 
ficer} 

Luke—Won't you sit down? 

Revenue—Thank you. 

Luke—Yessa, mister, the boys ain't 
seen one of you fellers fer. near two 
years. Began to think you wuz goin’ to 
neglect us. I wuz hopin’ you might be 
Jim Dunn. Have a drink? 

Revenue—No, thank you. 
is too strong for me. 

Luke—It ain’t no luck to drink alone 
when you git company. Better have 
some. 

Revenue—Very well, my friend. I 
suffer willingly. (Drinks a little and 
chokes.) 

Luke—I reckon ye all don’t like the 
fiavor of liquor that ain’t been stamped. 

Revenue—It’s not so bad. 

Luke—The last Revenue that sit in 
that chair got drunk on my make. 

Revenue—That wouldn’t be difficult. 

Luke—No, but it wuz awkward. 

Revenue—Why? . 

Luke—I had to wait till he sobered 
up before I give him his ticket. I 
didn’t feel like sendin’ him to heaven 
drunk. He’d found it awkward climb- 
in’ that golden ladder. 

Attention is turned presently to the 
picture on the wall, .the chromo of a 
man being hanged. It is designed to 
represent Jim Dunn, says Luke, short- 
ly after his capture by the moonshiners. 
Dunn is the greatest of the Revenues; 
he has sent four moonshiners to jail. 
Luke expresses a regret that his present 
guest is not Dunn.

Revenue—You make death very easy, 
mister. 

Luke—Luke’s my name. Yer kin 
call me Luke, Make you feel as though 
you had a friend near ye at the end—

Revenue—I just want to stop ltving, 
that’s all. 

Luke—Well, you must have a reason. 

Revenue—No special reason. I find 
life dull and I'd like to get out of it. 

Luke—Dull? ; 

Revenue—Yes. I hate to go to bed—I 
hate to get up—I don’t care for food—I 
can’t drink liquor—I find people either 
malicious or dull—I see by the fate of 
my acquaintances, both men and 
women, that love is a farce. I have 
seen fame and preference come to those 
who least deserved them, while the 
whole world kicked and cuffed the 
worthy ones. The craftiest schemer 
gets the most money and glory, while 
the fair-minded dealer is humiliated in 
the bankruptcy court. In the name of 
the law évery crime is committed, in 
the name of religion every vice is in- 
dulged, in the name of education great- 
est ignorance is rampant.

Luke—I should think I do—Jake's 
killed enough of ’em. 

Revenue—He's a bad man, ain’t he? 

Luke—He’s no trifler. 

Revenue—I wound up in Jake’s place 
two nights ago, pretending to be drunk. 
Jake was cursing niggers. 

Luke—He’s allus doin’ that, 

Revenue—So I elbowed my way up to 
the bar and announced that I was an 
expert in the discovery of nigger blood— 
could tell a nigger who was sixty-three- 
sixty-fourths white.

At the beginning of 1917, before the 
United States entered the war, the sav- 
ings banks of the whole State held only 
$535,000 of United States bonds. The 
banks have been heavy buyers of the 
Third Liberty Loan also. 

““There has been an increase, taking 
the State as a whole, in the savings 
banks’ holdings of high-grade railroad 
bonds. The issues in which savings bank 
funds may be invested are garefully 
prescribed by law; there has not been a 


single default in interest on any of: 


these issues, and with the United States 
Government now guaranteeing the in- 
terest’ they are as sound as Govern- 
ment bonds. The decline in the price of 
these railroad securities seems*now to 
have been definitely checked. It began 
several years ago, and has not been a 
result of the war, but rather resulted 
from conditions that obtained before 


itors; little rhoney is expended in sal- 
aries—in fact, there are savings bank 
Presidents serving without salary, while 
the Trustees of the savings banks, who 
include among their number many of 
the wealthiest and most respected busi- 
ness men and bankers of the city, re- 
ceive no salaries and many of them 
even decline the customary small fees 
paid for attendance on sont sad of 
their boards. 

“The first concern of ines bank 
depositors is safety for their savings;

Hetman of the Ukraine, was translated 
from the Berliner Tagebdlatt of May 11, 
which has just reached New York. It 


was written for that newspaper by 50 
Lederer. 


NE can now go, if one wishes, 
frém Vienna to Kiev in twelve 

hours. One leaves the flying 
field at Aspern at 5:15 o'clock

My first journey in Kiev led me to 
the Hetman of the Ukraine, General 
Skoropadski. The General lives in one 
of the many houses he himself owns in 
Kiev, a simple one-story building, whose 
large balcony looks over the knolled and 
ahady Institutskaya. The light carpeted 
veranda swarms with men. Soldiers 
with fixed bayonets keep guard at all 
the doors. In the anteroom there is a 
ceaseless coming and going. Young of- 
ficers of the newly established body- 
guard of the Hetman, who have again 


put on the varnished boots and the gold 
shoulder cord of the Russian Guard, 
stand near. Government officials, grown 
old in service, and young students hurry 
through the rooms. At a green table 
the new commander of the palace, 
Pressolovsky, is holding an informal 
conference with General Alexandro- 
vitch and other high officers. In a 
corner stands the Aasistant to the Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs with two young 
persons, wild-ldoking and _ coliarless, 
the representatives of the Great Rus- 
sian Government, who have just come 
from Kursk to Kiev for a short conver- 
sation in regard to peace negotiations. 
The physician of the Hetman appears. 
The ‘‘ Baroness*’ comes, a young, 
vacious lady with rich, dark-brown hair. 
Deputations have themselves announced 
and pass: with light step through the 
white rooms. . 

Despite the many guards, I succeed 
without being held up further in reach- 
ing the room of the Hetman. A man in 
a@ tall bearskin cap and a red Cossack’s 
coat admits me. Pojtavetz-Ostranizki, 
Chancellor of the General, his white 
mantle thrown over the scarlet cloth of 
the Ukrainian Ataman, introduces me 
to the Hetman. With friendly words the 
new chief of the Ukrainian Government 
greets me as the first ‘‘ flying journal- 
ist’’ to visit him, This tall, slender 
figure is clad in the black Cossack coat, 
auch as his predecessors in the Het- 
tuax’s office have worn; his blond head 
with closely cropped hair, his blue eyes 
and the well modeled nose might have 
belonged to a German aristocrat. His 
Movements allow one to recognize the 
former cavalry officer. 

In clear, well-turned sentences. Gen- 
eral Skoropadski explains’ to me his 
Program. He knows of the debate which 
has taken place in the Budget Committee 
of the Reichstag on. the latest happen- 
ing in the Ukraine, and he showed him- 
self anxious to remove many apprehen- 
sions which have entered into. these 
speeches and the press comment on 
them. 

“* It-seems,’’ said the Hetman, ‘“‘ that 
in Germany they take me for a con- 
@ervative and a convinced adherent of 
the federation with Great Russia. Both 
are incorrect. I venture to assert that 


my program in its democratic demands |" 


goes considerably further than that of 
Herren Scheidemann and David. I do 
not believe that they would propose and 
achieve so far-reaching agrarian re- 
forms as I plan. I do not wish to do 
away with private property in land, as 
the former Government in its third 
* Universal’ has done,. and I am of the 
opinion that every reform must be car- 
ried out in peace and order. My Father- 
land cannot spare the land for a test of 
Socialist theories. 

“‘ Equally false is.the opinion that I 
wish to make the Ukraine again a part 
of old Russia.“ Without being a chau- 
vinist, I am a Ukrainian by conviction 
and* by descent; I come from an old 
Ukrainian family of rare purity of 
blood. I want a free, autonomous, and 
independent Ukraine. 

“But I will also take into account 
Present conditions and give to each the 
fullest possible support who recognizes 
himself as a Ukrainian. For 150 years 
every national movement in-the Ukraine 
has been suppressed. Wide circles of 
the Ukrainian peoples no longer speak 
the Ukrainian language. Thus it is im- 
possible to make Ukrainian, without any 
further transition, the only officia] lan- 
guage for intercourse. 
official the opportunity must be giveh 
to learn as soon as possible this lan- 
guage. But if they have not acquired 
a.knowledge of the language in a course 
of a few months they will be released. 

** Only through the co-operation of all 
who feel themselves to be Ukraniang 
can the free and autonomous Ukraine 
be re-established. Perhaps it will later 
enter into close economic relations with 
the rest of Russia... That is a question 
for ‘future development which: today 
mo one can judge. But even fhen the 
Ukraine will never cease to be a fully 
autonomous, free, and independent 
Btate.’” 

The peace treaty of the Quadruple 
Ali'ance snd the Ukrainian People’s Re- 
public was touched upon by General 
Skoropadski, and he stated with all 
emphasis that an earnest endeavor 
would be made to bring this treaty to 
@ fulfillment. 

“{ stand in practical, if not formal, 
relations with the répresentatives of 
the Middle Powers, and I must, in the 
present circumstances, attach value to 
the support of the German and Austro- 
Hungarian troops, whose help my pre- 
decessors in the Government~ already 
have claimed. 

**I believe that. now it will be easier 
for us .to bring up for the Central 
Powers the present crops in the coun- 
try. Friction, which has arisen in the 
Ukrain- 
hand in’ hand 
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fully played out, and had really no 1ol- 
lowing, while behind us stood all in- 
dustrious and = order-loving elements. 
The parties of the Right and-the Centre 
have already promised us their sup- 
port, and we hope finally to win the 
support of Socialist circles because also 
jin these circles there is-a longing for 
peace. Our solution is work, not poli- 
tics, but we do nut contest the right of 
the people to determine the final future 
form of ‘the State. ; 

*It is the work of a National Assem- 
ply, to be elected in/the future, to de- 
cide whether they/will continue with 
the Hetman or another form of gov- 
ernment. For the present we must heal’ 
the wounds that the war and anarchy 
have*inflicted upon the land.. The Cab-- 
inet is finally formed, only the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs is still to be filled. 
The first problem of the Government 
will be to put the Government again in 
order and to restore trade. When it is 
possible we wish to take up a peace 
treaty with Great Russia, whose repre- 
sentatives hdve just been received here 
today. 

“We hope in a short time to receive 
official recognition for our Government 
from the Quadruple Alliance, and we 
wish xulso financial arrangements with 
the Central Powers through which our 
financial affairs will be improved. The 
representatives. which the old Govern- 
ment has sent to Vienna and Berlin will 
be replaced by new men. When the 
most pressing work is done, we shall 
publish an election law and leave to the 
country the further decision as to its 
future. Our raison d’étre at. the 
present moment our work will prove.”

I took leave of the Hetman and sought 
out the New Ukrainian Premier, Herr 
Lysogub. The new Premier only yes- 
terday took over the Government, since 
at the time of the expulsion of the Rada 
he was not in Kiev. He is a thoughtful 
man, and a full gray beard and eye- 
glasses give him the appearance of a 
scholar rather than a politician, al- 
though for fifteen years he was‘at the 
head of the Semstvo in the Government 
of Poltava. Readily the Premier gave 
me his opinion on the present situation: 

‘“‘Tt has not been nard for us to ex- 
tend our authority over the country,” 
said Herr Lysogub. ‘‘ We sent at once 
to all Governments reliable officials to 
take over the administration. -From 
most’ of the Governments telegraphic 
reports have already been received, ac- 
cording to which the change in Gov- 
ernment has taken place without inci- 
dent. Only from a few districts, such 
as Kharkov, have we up to this time 
no news. The apparent unrest in 
Radomysl and a few other small places 
where we today called upon the help 
of the German troops is entirely iso-

in the street.a squad of cavalry had 
taken up @ position. From the building 
walked - the Hetman in long Cossack 
coat, the bearskin cap on his head, fol- 
lowed by the bright colored Ataman 
and the officers.

HE past week has been devoted} 


“almost entirely to the great. 
Austrian effort of the year. 
Germany has been pressing 
Austria for some time to begin opera- 
¢tlons in order to lessen the resistance 
on the front in Francé, and, because 
of the unsettled conditions within the 
empire, Austria declined up to’ June 
15. Ttien, it seems, the conditions 
which had prevented her yielding to 
the German pressure before had be- 
come so exaggerated that the only 
possible solution was a_ successful 
offensive against Italy in the hope 
that further conquest, which would 
augment the visible supply of food, 
would, at the same time, still the 
growing clamor against conditions. As 
far as the Austrians are concerned, 
there is little likelihood that they will 
revolt against their Government any 
more than would the Germans against 
the German Government. The leading 
subject races of the Dual Empire, how- 
‘ever, are in a very turbulent state of 
~ mind, and their dissatisfaction has 
been greatly augmented by economic 
_ conditions. 
If, however, another successful ad- 
vance should give the Austrians most 
of the plain of Northern Italy and 


open the mountain areas to invasion, | 


the same amount of loot and supplies 
would be available as was garnered 
during the Italian retreat of last year. 


This feature of the attack has been | 


Widely dilated upon by the Austrian 
authorities, and it is in this hope that 
the. Austrian troops are being driven 
forward. . 


[A great change has come -over .the+: 


Italians since last Fall, when the pre-. 
vious Teutonic drive against Italy was 
made. The Italian leaders, wakened 
at last to their own shortcomings, 
have undertaken a systematic cam- 
paign of education, bringing home to 
the people exactly what the war means 
and what it is for. The propaganda 
‘Work has been as thorough as. was the 
similar work of the Germans before; 
so that the temper and morale of the 
Italians should be higher today than 
they ever were. Teutonic barbarism, 
evidenced in the treatment of the oc- 
cupied part of Italy, has reacted and, 
together with the educational forces 
which have been at work, has done 
much more to restore the fighting abil- 
ity of the Italians and bring back 
their confidence. The Italians, then, 
mentally at least, were-ready for thé 
Austrian move. Whether they were 
equally ready physically, only the out- 

come of the battle can tell. 

THE PIAVE LINE. 
The Italian line at the outset of the 
_ attack possessed certain advantages 
and equally certain disadvantages. 
Roughly, it was “L” shaped, very 
much the same as the line of the Rus- 
sians in 1915 when their left stretched 
across the Carpathian crests and their 
right along the Dunajec. Obviously, 
such a line is dangerous if either one 
of the sides should give way. In the 
case of Russia, it brought positive 
disaster. The line on the Dunajec was 
broken and the entireCarpathian force 
taken in rear: This was the beginning 
of the great retreat. In the case of 
the Italians the danger was almost 
equally great. The Piave front, if 
forced,. would have to give way west- 
ward, thus allowing the enemy to take 
in flank and rear the defenses in the 
mountains. The mountain front, if 
forced, would do exactly the same 
thing to the Piave front. To under- 
stand just what the situation was in 
this particular case, it is necessary to 
turn to the railroads upon which the 
Italians depended and stiltdepend upon 
for their supplies. 
fhe Italian line in the mountain 
areas between Lake. Gardg and the 
Piave River is fed almost entirely by 
the railroad which runs from Milan 
through Verona, Vicenza, and Treviso 
to Udine. Leaving this railroad there 
are a number of branches reaching 
northward into the Italian positions. 
These tentacles leave the main stem 
at the points named, there being six 
of such branclfes. This feature of the 
communication system permitted the 
establishment of advanced bases in the 
mountain towns. which were readily 
fed with supplies. “Not only did this 
Main stem feed the mountains, but it 
reached also the Piave front, and this 
* front could be adequately fed in ‘no 
other way. There is another railroad, 
_ generally paralleling the first, from 
_ Mantua, through Legnago and Padua, 
te Venice. But this road is far in the

Italian retreat to the Adige, ac- 
companied by heavy loss in guns and 
material, to say nothing of men. On 
the other hand, if the Piave line could 
be forced, the tentacles which reach 
up from the main line to themountains 
would be severed one after the other 
and, eventually, the entire mountain 
front would have to be abandoned and 





the Italians forced to execute a com- 
plete changé of front. 

AUSTRIA’S PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 

Generally, this was the Austrian 
plan: To deliver an attack in force all 
along the front from the Asiago Pla- 
teau to the sea. If the mountain front 
showed signs of giving way the at- 
tack would then be pressed down to 
the plain, where the Verona-Treviso 
road would be reached and cut. Ifthe 





Piave line gave way while the mount- 
ain line held, the result would be to 
force a retreat from the mountains 
and compel.the Italians to fall back to 
the Adige, so that their line would 
run almost due north and south, ex- 
posing the whole of the Venetian 
Plain. 

Accordingly, the attack was launched 
from Asiago to the Piave and: down 
along that river. The tactics em- 





ployed were naturally the same as 
those which the Germans used so suc- 
cessfully in France. There was, first, 
a terrific artillery bomibardment, which 
included not only the front-trench line 
but extended well back to the rear 
areas. Then the infantry went for- 
ward. At the outset, the main attack 
was in the mountains, the Austrians 
making_ particularly strong. efforts 
along the valley of the Brenta. This 


was natural. The results to be gained 
were much greater here than if the 
Piave line should be broken, since, fol- 
lowing success in the mountains, the 
Piave front would be turned and not 
driven back. It would in every way 
be cheaper and gave promise of much 
quicker results. . 

But serious difficulties developed. 
Although Austria had in the attack a

Heretofore it has invariably been the 
case that, in the first rush of a heavy 
attack, the defense’ has always given 
ground and given it rapidly unttl the 
shock of impact was absorbed.

Austrian troops fs far below par. They 
have no stomach for the fight and can- 
not be driven forward in the face of 
destructive opposition.

Many of the inmates of the hame get 
small sums of money from their relatives 
for such little comforts and luxuries 
as do not come within the fare of the 
institution. One of the men, Hillel 
Ginsberg, who is 103 years old, was the 
first to make a motion that they organ- 
ize themselves into a War Savings So- 
ciety and pledge what money they had 
toward the fund. 

That was not all. Conscious.of the 
fact that among no other people is the 
awe and respect for elders, so deeply 
inculcated, the more active of them de- 
cided that they would go out in the 
streets, stores, and synagogues and s0- 
licit pledges for the Thrift Stamp Sav- 
ings. Thirty of them are now engaged 
in that work. . Up to a few days ago 
the amount of subscriptions made 
among. themselves and their relatives 
ran as high as $1,217.

BIG TUNA CANNERY. 


ALF a million dollars is to be‘ex- 
pended in, the,construction of a 
large tuna cannery on the island

The operation of this plant will be a 

valuable addition -to the food supply. of 


they succeeded: in penetrating was 
Montello. This is a plateau composed: 
of a series of hills jutting up out. of 
the low land well below the mountains. 
It is not in any way connected with 
the mountain areas, but is separated 
from them by the Piave and by a wide 
stretch of plain just north of the 
Piave bend. -It commands much of 
the ground to the north and practi- 
cally all of the Piave sector, as all the 
ground to the south is but little above 
sea level. 

In the opening days of the attack 
the Austrians succeeded in crossing the 
river, and secured a strong foothold on 
Montello. The village of Nervesa was 
taken and a bridgehead established 
there. Fifteen pontoon bridges were 
thrown across to connect the two 
forces and keep the necessary flow of: 
supplies constant. Other crossings 
were also effected further downstream, 
between Maserada and Candelu, and 
about Fagara, where the railroad from 
Treviso crosses the river. Down near 
the lagoons the Austrians took Capo 
Sile, occupied the triangle between 
the Plave and the Fossetta Canal, and 
even crossed the canal. 

This part of the operation was, in a 
measure, successful. But the mere 
crossing of a river is not the vital 
point. In order that. any results may 
flow from such a manoeuvre itisneces. 
sary that, after the troops effect their 
crossing, they debouch on the other 
bank. They must, in other words, 
cross in sufficient force to be able, 
after establishing themselves on the 
opposite bank, to spread out laterally” 
like a fan and clear the bank on either 
side. Finally, when this is done, suf- 
ficient advance must be made from 
the river bank to give room behind 
for manoeuvring. If, after crossing, 
the forces are held close to the river, — 
unable to advance or to clear the bank 
above and below them; if, in short, 
after getting across,. the advance is 
suddenly checked, the crossing is more 
a: detriment than’an advantage. It 
will provide an unusually good oppor- 
tunity for countermovements which, 
if successful, spell disdster to the at- 
tacking troops, who will be fighting 
with their backs close up against a 
river, dependent upon a very fragile 
line of communications, and in’a posi- 
tion which, by the very paucity and 
uncertainty of this line of communica- 
tions, will make a rapid retreat im- 
possible. It is just as important to a 
military force that its line of retreat 
be kept wide open as it is that its line 
of supply, remain intact. Crossing a 
stream in the face of an enemy rather 
than by a surprise manoeuvre is 
always a hazardous undertaking at 
best. -Against troops in any way 
equal, with numbers as great and with 
equal morale, it is practically impos- 
sible to achieve anything more than 
@ mere crossing. - 

FOE IN GRAVE PREDICAMENT. 

The fighting on Montello, where the 
crossing was first made, was, for the 
first two days, desperate. Then it died 
down for a day, when the Austrians 
suddenly found themselves in a seri- 
ous predicament, which illustrates the 
great danger mentioned. The Piaye, 
which up to this time had been very 
low, suddenly, by reason of heavy 
rains in the mountains, became a flood. 
The bridges which the Austrians had 
built were swept away by the current, 
leaving the Austrian troops, to the 
number of about 40,000, isolated on 
the western bank. They could g6 
neither forward nor backward, They , 
could only fight the battle out where 
they were. This is the position in 
which they find themselves g#this re- 
view is being written. 

All along the river bank the same 
general situation prevails. At 
point have the Austrians been able to 
do more than make good their cross- 
ings. They cannot push their way 
westward; they are held at the bridge- 
heads which they have established at 
heavy cost, unable to advance beyond 
them. At Capo Sile they had the most 
favorable opportunity because the con. , 
dition of the ground .in this marshy 
area made the defense somewhat dif- 
ficult. But here, ; too, they have 
failed. ‘Bhe net result is that the 
greatest Austrian effort of the war 
must, as matters stand at present, be 
set down as .a complete failure. 

So sure have the Italians become of. 
their ground that they are now at- 
tacking all along the line, and have 
completely’ wrested the initiative from 
the Austrian troops. In the mountains 
they have retaken all lost positions, 
Here the fighting has died down al- 
most entirely. 

On the Piave front they are biting

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~MINNESOTA’S ‘BLOW ‘TO NONPARTISAN LEAGUE 


‘State Proves Loyalty by Repudiating “Northwestern Bolsheviki”—Result in North 
This Week May Be Death Knell of Townley’s Revolutionary anti 


Dakota

ITH an outburst of loyalty 
Minnesota redeemed herse 
last week in the eyes of her 
sister States.. She repudiated 
et the polls the organization known as 
the National Nonpartisan League, which 
American public opinion has come to 
regard as the nearest approach to a 
‘Bolshevist cult in this country. 
‘ ‘The Minnesota Republicans, at their 
primary election, renominated Governor 
J. A. A. Burnquist as candidate for 
‘the office he now holds by a majority 
ef 60,000 over his -National Non- 
partisan League opponent, ex-Congress- 
‘man Charlies A. Lindbergh, and Thomas 
“Van Lear, the Socialist Mayor of Minne- 
‘polis, who bid openly for the support 
ef the league members, was defeated by 
J. BE. Myers, Republican, by 2,000 votes, 

As an évidence of the enthusiasm with 
which the loyal citizens of Minnesota 
acted, total returns for Governor show 
80,000 more votes polled on the Repub- 
lican ticket than ever. before in the his- 
‘tory of the State.. It was the spontane- 
@us rejection of that brand of disloy- 
alty which the Nonpartisan League 
‘would have burned into Minnesota. If 
the league now loses in the approaching 
North Dakota elections, its political as- 
pirations will go completely by the 
board. 

As Governor Burnquist's majority 
mounted, Arthur C. Townley, President 
ef. the National Nonpartisan League 
and. campaign manager for Mr. Lind- 
‘bergh, sat in the league headquarters 
at St. Paul, reading the returns. When 
he knew Lindbergh’s candidacy was be- 
yond mortal aid, Townley gave out this 
atatement: 

**We have been counted out by dis- 
honest -judges at this election. Big 
business with a kept press and a chest 
of gold has again defeated the workers 
-ef Minnesota. But our turn will come 
at the November election.” 

It was a typical Townley finale, 
vindictive and heedless of accuracy. 
Mr. Townley’s first thought was a cry 
ef fraud, and he will preach this to his 
Members, who in turf will reiterate it. 
In this way will he try-to deflect his 
Gefeat to suit his own purposes. 

‘The Seventh Minnesota Congressional 
District, composed almost entirely of 
farmers, was the only Congressional dis- 
trict in Minnesota to fall beneath the 
standard of loyalty set by the rest of the 
‘State. Andrew J. Volstead, present Re- 
publican Representative, was defeated 
by Henrik Shipstead, Nonpartisan 
“League candidate. The latter’s majority 
approximated 700. Mr. Volstead has 
* een in Congress for ten years and be- 
eamie nationally known for his sponsor- 
‘ghip of the Volstead Reclamation act, 
providing for homesteading irrigated 
land in the West. The league nominated 
ja majority of legislative candidates, 
ehiefly in rural] districts, and these men 
will compete with the loyalists in No- 
vernber. 

While league officers freely predict an 
$ndependent State ticket in the field at 
the November election, Mr. Townley re- 
vealed nothing relative to his plans be- 
yond saying that the Minnesota law 
permitted independent candidates to file 
against the regular party nominees at 
the general selection. 

Townley and Lindbergh stayed in St. 
Paul just long enough to assure them- 
gelves. of Governor Burnquist’s nomina- 
tion, Then, in reaponse to calls for 
help from their henchmen in North Da- 
kota, they hurried to that State to take 
thé stump. 


NORTH DAKOTA AT STAKE. 


North Dakota will hold its primaries 
next Thursday. In 1916 that State fell 
imto the league grabbag, when every 
Nonpartisan candidate was elected. 
All these officials are again candidates 
en the Republican ticket, which pre- 
dominates in North Dakota, as it does 
in Minnesota. <A few loyal citizens 
drafted several of their number to run 

_ for the State offices, but have been 
playing a losing game against the State 
machine. The Minnesota returns heart- 
ened them and they are now putting 
‘up a fight that grows In intensity each 
hour. 

The State of Minnesota is peculiar in 
its composition. There are but three 
large cities, Minneapolis, St. Paul, and 
Duluth. The remainder of the State 
is rhade up of rural districts. The aver- 
age city in these geographical divisions 
has a population of about 3,000 The 
amaller towns are supported by the ad- 
joining farmers. 

Pérhaps in no section of the valley of 
the Mississippi were the inhabitants 
more hospitable than in the rural dis- 
tricts of the North Star State. The 
community idea grew and ‘flourished. 
The troubles and sorrows and joys of 
the individual belonged to the commu- 
nity also, and neighbors shed tears to- 

* gether at a funeral or danced with joy 
at a wedding, The latch-string always 
hung outside the door, and the painted 
sign of ‘“ Welcome’’ which graced the 
walls of every living room meant just 
what it said, without denial or excép- 
tion. There probably was no section of 

‘ the United States more truly Arcadian 
than the farmer districts of Minnesota. 

With the coming of the National Non- 
partisan League all this changed. Offi- 
cials of the league préached class dis- 
tinction. It told the farmer he was 
being robbed by the business man. It 
e@rganized communities on this basis. 
Benks and stores were threatened. with 
boycotts and then with competition if 
they refused to lend their material aid 
te the fostering of league propaganda. 

And the time came when friends of 
half a ceritury, members of jhe same 
family, brothers and cousins, would 
meet at the church door, the door of the 
ittle country church, which had 
known all their emotions in the past, 
and refuse recognition to one anot»ex. 
Urged on by the National Nonparifsan 
‘League teachings, the farmers believed 
the storekeeper of the crossroads was 
cheating him in his trade, or the ele- 
vator man at the station was giving 
him short measure on his wheat, or 
fhe town banker was usurious in his 
rate of interest. The tradesmen of the 
towns became incensed, for they had 
Duilt their business along honest lines. 
The friendly confidence which had ex- 
feted out there on the prairies for half 
ae céntury vanished, 

If history damns the Nonpartisan 
Leégue, as it surely should, one count 
in the indictment should be for the 
destruction of the ideals which existed 
im Minnesota prior to its advent. 

, Governor J. A. A. Burnquist’s political 
history is neither wide nor varied. He 

has stood as a loyalist since war. was 

declared, and has earnéstly supported 

the National Administration. He is what 

is known as a progressive in politica. But 

his progreasiveness stops short where 
beging. He 0 pens *

“LINDBERGH AND THE LEAGUE. 


Charlés A. Lindbergh of Little Falls, 
whom Governor Burnquist. defeated, is 
a lawyér, and for ten years had repre- 
sented the Sixth Minnesota Distriot in 
Congress. He left a sure re-election in 
1916 to be a Candidate against Governor 
Burnquist. The Governor's friends pre- 
vailed upon him to be a candidate for 
the United States Senate against Sen- 
ator Moses E. Clapp.’ In the campaign 
for the Republican nomination Mr, 
Lindbergh was successful in one of. his 
aims—thée defeat of Senator Clapp—but 
Frank B. Kellogg, a St. Paul lawyer, 
slipped into the arena when neither 
Clapp: nor Lindbergh was looking, and 
when the votes were added Mr. Kellogg 
had the long end of the count. So he 
was nominated and elected. 

Mr. Lindbergh probably would have 
been in Little Falls yet, blissfully en- 
joying the fresh piney atmosphere of 
the Northland, had not Arthur C. 
Townley, dictator of the Nonpartisan 
League, seeking for new States to con- 
quer, moved his. headquarters from 
Fargo, N.-D.,. to St. Paul, Minn., 
in the Spring of 1917. The league 
came not as the vanquished come. Nay, 
it moved on to Minnesota’ with 
the scalp of North Dakota dangling 
from its belt. The coffers of the 
league were full of money, its propa- 
ganda was full of guile, and the retinue 
that trooped into St. Paul at the heels 
of Mr. Townley was full of confidence. 
Directly after moving into St. Paul a 
great suite of offices was rented and 
the name was changed to the National 
Nonpartisan League and copyrighted, 

The league was at the beginning a 
business proposition. The procedure 
was to inveigle the farmer to write a 
check or sign a note for $16. In return 
for this the farmer got a membership 
entitling him to all the advantages of 
the league. When the league was 
started in North Dakota, participation 
in public-owned elevators, banks, stores, 
and railways was promised its mem- 
bers. This led the league into political 
avenues, and accounts for their poli- 
tical activities. In the 1916 election in 
North Dakota the members elected 
their gubernatorial candidate and all 
other officers. 


The onslaught of the league on Min- 
neésota and the resultant drive for mem- 
bers made the politicians of the North 
Star State sit up and take notice. And 
what they observed wag this: They 
saw that the league, with its socialistic 
propaganda had attracted the attention 
of Socialists throughout the country. 
All the I. W. W.’s, real and near an+ 
archists, red and yellow Socialists, in 
fact all of the long-haired men and 
short-haired women of the land were 
flirting with these Northwestern Bol- 
sheviki. 


It was from this motley array that 
Mr. Townley selected his first organ- 
izers for Minnesota. It was his boast 


that he had 800 organizers working for 


him in Minnesota and that 80 per cent. 
of them were ‘‘red” Socialists. When 
the league charged the. farmer $16, the 
organizer got $4.40 of this. It is a mat- 
ter of public record that some organ- 
izers have made from $3,000 to $4,000 
per month: 


A PUBLICITY FUND. 


The remainder of the farmer’s fee, 
$11.60, goes into the league treasury to 
be divided into two parts, $6.60 is used 
for the general purposes of the league 
and $5 for the sole use of the league 
publications. The newspaper or editorial 
fund of the league today amounts to 
more than a million dollars. 


In Swedish and German communities 
sentiment was strong against the war 
and the draft. The organizers preached 
sedition openly. Some of them became 
so violent that the authorities were 
forced to arrest the organizers. They 
were convicted and thrown into jail for 
long terms. But the propaganda spread. 
While there was:no spoken word, by 
the more astute organizers, they made 
their thoughts plain by innuendo and 
suggestion. In Minnesota there are dis- 
tricta still pervaded with the odor of 
“ Kultur.”’ 

It was the most natural thing in the 
world that ultimately the conditions of 
the rural districts should come to the 
attention of the State officials at St. 
Paul. They decided to lend the strength 
of the State in subduing these instru- 
ments of the Kaiser. It has been fre- 
quently asserted, but never proved, that 
a large number of the organizers in 
1917 were in the employ of German 
agents. The 8State officials atithorized 
the arming of a home guard and the or- 
ganization of country councils of de- 
fense to combat the flood of treason. 


Townley and other league leaders soon 
perceived the channels into which they 
were drifting. It meant, if the decision 
of the State officials was to be undis- 
turbed, thére would soon be no Political 
parties in Minnesota. And this was 
against their desires and aims. Mr. 
Townley kas told me hé did not intend 
\to enter the political field of Minne- 
sota until 1920, He said he was not 
sure of the result as long as the war 
was on. But the action of the State 
officials, he said, forced the hand of 
the league. 

So they put a complete State ticket 
into the field and centred on a member 
of the Legislature from every légis- 
lative district in the State. They re- 
frained, however, from picking a can- 
didate against Senator Knute Nelson, 
who is a candidate for . re-election. 
There may be a reason for this in the 
light of recent events. It is known 
that about the time Senator - Nelson 
announced he would be a candidate for 
re-election the League considered the 
feasibility of putting up a candidate 
against him. One James Peterson, 
Minneapolis attorney, threw his hat 
into the ring, and all talk of any fur- 
ther candidates for this position by the 
League ended. In fact, one of the prom- 
inent League officials, during an unh- 
guarded moment when he was in his 
cups, was heard to sdy that Peterson 
would get a lot of votes no one: ex- 
pected him to get. But Mr, Peterson's 
advent in Minnesota’ politics was ‘of’ 
short duration, for within’ a month 
after he had announced his candidacy 
for the United States Senate, hé was 
on his way to Fort Leavenworth, con- 
victed of violating the United States 
Espionage act. 

Despite’ the indictment, Peterson’ 3 
name remained on the ballot, and he re- 

approximately 60,000 votes, It 





was generally recognized ‘that they were 
Nonpartisan votes. Senator Nelson, 
who had been an unwavering supporter 
of war measures, and who had made a 
reputation thereby as an uncompromis- 
ing patriot, polled about 200,000 votes. 
So Mr. Lindbergh came again into 
the spotlight, a candidate for Governor, 
batked by the. Nonpartisan League. 
* Charlie” Lindbergh is a good fellow 
in the accepted sénse of the word, hail, 
hearty, and well met.: But the idlosyn- 
crasies of some men are beyond an- 
alysis. During the latter part of 1917 
Mr. Lindbergh wrote a book entitled, 
‘‘ Why Is Your Country at War?” That 
may have been only a step in the se- 
querice of events which led to Mr. Lind- 
bergh’s being chosen to carry the 
league’s banner. 
@ Since Mr. Lindbergh began his re- 
cent futile campaign in Minnesota his 
way jhas been rough and stormy: He 
has been arrested at least thrice and is 
under.indictment by the grand juries of 
three counties. His total bail bonds 
amount to more than $20,000. The ar- 
rests have all been made under the 
State law providing punishment for all 
those: interfering with er discouraging 
ehlistments in the forces of the United 
States. The complainants in each casé 
allege that Mr. Lindbergh’s statements, 
and those of other Nonpartisans who 
spoke with him from the same platform, 
were in direct opposition to the draft, 


LABOR AND THE LEAGUB. 


A labor dispute in the Twin Cities 
had ‘an unfortunate effect. The 1917 
Minnesota Legislature created what is 
known as a Public Safety Commission. 
Governor Burnquist was unlucky in his 
sélection of the personnel of this com-, 
mission. Organized as qa war measure, 
they have taken unto themselves di- 
vergent duties and have even in some 
instances exceeded the State Constitu- 
tion. The members of the commis- 
sion have been indiscreet and tact- 
less. Governor Burnquist had to 
bear the brunt of all this, and 
has lost friends as the result. A 
street car strike last December brought 
the Governor and the commission in 
direct conflict with organized labor. 
When the National Federation of Labor 
met at their annual convention in 8t. 
Paul, Governor Burnquist was not in- 
vited to welcome them to the State. 
This was done at the express demands 
of the Mihnesota State Federation of 
Labor. 

The Nonpartisan League was quick 
to seize upon this sentiment and mold 
it to its own purposes. Under the pre- 
text of self-protection they sought to 
merge organized labor with the farmers. 
The President of the Minnesota organ- 
ized labor unions was a candidate on 
the League slate for State Grain and 
Warehouse Commissioner. 

While Minnesota is politically Repub- 
lican by a large majority, the electorate 
has favored. Democratic Governors. In 
the last few years John Lind of Mexi- 
ean fame, John A. Johnson, who, had 
he lived, might have been the Presi- 
dential nominee in place of Woodrow 
Wilson in 1912, and Winfield Scott 
Hammond, former Congressman, all 
Democrats, have been Governors of the 
State. 

During the recent Senatorial contest in 
Wisconsin, when Victor L. Berger, So- 
cialist and anti-war propagandist, was 
combating the loyal speeches of Irving 
L. Lenroot, Republican Congressman, 
and Joseph E. Davies, Democratic mem- 
ber of the Federal Trades Commission, 
Mr. Townley .was requested by me and 
by others to give his views relative to 
the outcome of the contest. 

‘‘ Berger is a big fool,’ he said. “‘ He 
will never be elected. He should not 
oppose the war. It is expedient at this 
time either to be for the war or to keep 
still about it.” 


THE LEADERSHIP OF TOWNLEY. 


Townley saw nothing unpatriotic in 
Berger's position. It is expediency that 
alone governs the policies of the Non- 
partisan League. 

A study of Townley the man is a 
etudy of the League. For the League is 
the creation solely of Townley’s genius. 

Arthur C. Townley is not quite 40 
years old. A native of Minnesota, he 
moved to North Dakota when a ‘young 
man and engaged in flax culture. He 
soon became known as the “ Flax King 
of Golden Valley.”” One year after 
he attempted an enormous venture that 
promised to make him independently 
rich a sudden drought dashed his hopes 
to the ground and he went ‘‘ broke.” 

Six years pass. Townley was in su- 
preme control of a great and growing 
organization. It today has 60,000 mem- 
bers in Minnesota, 200,000 in the. Middle 
West, and 250,000 in the United States. 
Each member has paid at least $16 en- 
trance fee. Some have eubscribed as 
high as $1,000. The organization has 
on hand more than $2,000,000 cash to 
push its propaganda. 

Arthur C. Townley is the President 
of the League, with a yearly salary of 
$2,400, and the unhampered dispensa~ 
tion of an expense fund amounting to 
$500,000. Whether he seeks . personal 
glorification no man knows. Some in- 
timate he would be President of the 
United States. No-one knows Mr. 
Townley’s plans but himself. 

Townley as an individual would not 
be dangerous to any community in 
which he might live. In fact, he would 
be a@ distinct advantage, for he would 
ever be a member of the opposition, and 
a good healthy opposition to any sub 
Ject is essential to a wise solution. 
Perhaps the most faithful summary of 
Townley was made by a prominent man 
who loved him not, yet accorded to him 
an unprejudiced criticism. Said this 
man: ‘‘ Mr. Townley can plan details. 
He is an organizer of unusual merit. 
He could carry to a successful conclu- 
sion the establishment of a chain of 
peanut stands throughout the counttfy, 
but put him in charge of an individual 
stand and he would be a miserable 
failure.’’ 

Where Townley is a serious menace 
is as the head of the National Non- 
partisan League. He hag set his genius 
to work and has been able to convince 
the farmer, as a class, perhaps, the most 
penurious. man: on the Western Hemi- 
sphere, that there is returmed many 
times in value the equivalent of the $16 
admission price to. the organization. 
At times he has been able to accomplish 
this by his appeals to -class hatred; 
when this failed he has apotheosised 
them, told them that the farmer was 
some sort of a divinity placed by God 
upon this earth to perform a noble func- 
tion, and the hordes of Mammon were 
trampling them under foot; he has 
played upon their prejudices, ; 

The fact that Mr. Townley registered 
as a Socialist in Golden Valley 
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for the Législature of that State on the 
Socialist ticket, and also an ofganizer 
for the State Socialist Party, has been 
ignored by the farmers. It is fair to 
agsumie that, because the modern farmer 
of the Middle West is well read. 

Those of the Northwest who have 
joined the league believe it stands be- 
tween the farmer and big business, or 
“Big Bizz,” as the league organizers 
say. ‘Those who believe the National 
Nonpartisan League to be a flash in the 
pan: would do well to rid themselves of 
that notion. To the earnest student of 
politics there is nothing ridiculous about 
it, despite its setback in Minnesota. 

The Know Nothing Party, the Popu- 
lists, the Society of Equity, the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, and the Grange began 
and flourished among the agricultural 
inhabitants of this country. The pres- 
ent generation regards them as some- 
thing of a joke. One clan of political 
sages, they who turn their faces to- 
ward the past and their backs to the 
future, superciliously wave aside those 
who predict a long and prosperous life " 
to the league, and, pointing to those 
other political parties that have sprung 
from the 6oil, usé them as examples. 

But the league is not the will-6’-the- 
wisp those organizations of bygone 
times were. It is a brand new idea, 
bred by a more sagacious and sturdy 
The league flourishes not in spite 
of, but because of the death of its pred- 
ecessors. The league has noted their 
mistakes and profited thereby. _ 


WHERE ITS STRENGTH IS. 


For your consideration allow me to 
propound a few questions to exemplify 
my assertions. How far would the 
Populist Party have traveled on the po- 
litical highway if it had had in its 

ury $2,000,000 to use for campaign 
furlds? Where would the Society of 
Equity and its doctrines be today if it 
could have elected Legislatures and sent 
a respectable representation of Senators 
and Representatives to the halls of 
Congress? What would have been the 
effect of the Farmers’ Alliance upon the 
country if its members had united to a 
man upon the predominant political party 
of each respective State and, covered by 
a party designation that meant nothing 
more to them than a mére vehicle upon 
which to ride into power, placed them- 
selves in control of the State law-mak- 
ing bodies? How much of the Granger 
platform would have been incorporated 
into the Constitution of the United 
States had they been able to procure 
support of their principles from the 
farmers of the land? And, more than 
that, suppose this money, political pres- 
tige, and. fanaticism were added to the 
great amount of energy organized labor 
can supply, what would the answer be? 





Who would control the reigns of Gov- 
ernment then? 

It remained for the National Non- 
partisan League to strike the zone be- 
tween the poles, and for the’time being 
at least to unite the farmers with or- 
ganized labor. Despite large. quantities 
of yawping on the part of league agi- 
tators who daily expound thé merits of 
the league to organized labor, their 
problems are divergent. But-the labor

The league’s bid for labor votes when 
a hand-picked delegation of Nonparti- 
sans met in St.. Paul and drew up the 
league platform was as follows:

fstance. So far as supplying the, troops 
with food, &c., is concerned, this could 
be done from Australia, New Zealand, 
and India, while the British and 
, Japanese Governments could furnish all 
of thé munitions of war necessary. 
Buch a movement would probably force 
the Germans to reinforce the Turkish 
Army and thereby relieve the pressure 
en the western front. 

The second method: is the one most 
talked of, but which President Wilson 
is said at this time to, oppose. It’ is 
the landing of the’ Japanese Army in 
Siberia conjointly with a Chinese Army. 

I am strongly impressed with the be- 
Hef, however, that a contingent of at 
least 100,000 American troops. with a 
small contingent of British and French 
troops should go with this army, not 
because of any distrust of the Japanese, 
but to relieve the minds of the Russians 
of any apprehension as to any ulterior 
designs of Japan. Of course, such an 
expedition would involve the organiza- 
tion of a conservative republican gov- 
ernment for’ Russia under the Presi- 
dency or Premiership of such a man as 
!Prince Lvoff; and the most absolute 
guarantee should be given-to the Russian 
people of the integrity of Russian terri- 
tory. Such an.expedition ought to be 
eble before Winter to occupy Irkutsk. 
The demoralized Siberian soldiers should 
be called back to the colors with ade- 
quate pay, provision for their families, 
and someé assurance of land allotments 
as a reward for their services. The 
Winter could be spent in putting addi- 
tional tracks on the Siberian Railway 
and organizing and equipping a Russian 
Army: under Russian officers. * By next 
Spring there could be gathered a large 
army to begin the advance to the Ural 
Mountains. The effect of such a move- 
ment would be to align practically the 
whole opposition to the Bolsheviki on 
the wet of the Allies, as ‘the great 
}mass of the Russians are unquestionabli 
hostile to Germany. st

Russian Soldiers and Orators. 
To thé Kditor of The New York Timea: 

There are 10,000,000 trained soldiers in 
Rugsia. They are not fighting and the 
war is not over because they were mis- 
led and betrayed.. False promises were 
made to them and false ideas instilled 
in..their minds. Set these men right, 
who are individually as brave soldiers 
as ever fought, and the Prussian menace 
is ended. 

There is no question of the wisdom 


‘of action in Russia; the only questions 


are suitable methods and the selection of 
the hour. As has been pointed out in 
the editorials of THm TIMEs, whose 
vigorous: policy. marks an epoch in 
American journalism, the rest of the 
world is as vitally concerned in events 
in Russia as is ‘Russia herself. 

We cannot stand by and see a neigh- 
bor’s , house burn without rendering 
assistance, no matter how much a 
Czarist might feel humiliated by hav- 
ing somebody else's water hosed on his 
conflagration. The clamorous formula 
of the Czarist is ‘‘ Keep away, we will 
murder 'you if you.do not let us murder 
each other.” 

In order to help Russia and safeguard 
our own future something should be 
done at once. A number of excellent 
plans have been advanced. The guid- 
ing principle of a propaganda-proof 
allied’ army entering at Vladivostok is 
a@ good one, supplemented by forces at 
all points, preceded by heralds to con- 
vince the public of the disinterested 
motives of the intervention. 

It is not necessary, however, to wait 
for this governmental action. There 
should be organized a society for en- 
couraging Russian-American friendship. 
Representatives of the society should 
g6 abroad to combat German propa- 
ganda. Newspapers in Russia should 
be founded and Russian editions of 
American newspapers printed for dis- 
tribution in Ruesia. 

It is said that there are 800,000 orators 
in’ Russia. I think this is a mistake. 
I think there -are. about 180,000,000 
orators there. Every Russian that I 
have ever met was an orator. They 
have a passion for argument.’ American 
representatives would, therefore, meet 
a hearty reception. If we should send 
say 50,000 orators Russia would be con- 
vinced in.a few months of the truth 
of America’s friendship for her, and 
overy -American -speaker in . Russia 
would be worth a dozen airplanes on 
the western front. Each speaker would 
only have to convince .200 soldiers to 
set the yast forces of Russia into motion 
again in the proper direction. They are 
not fighting: now because they believe 
that it is not the best thing to do, and 
for no other reason. Convince the mass 
of the Russian .soldiery, and the war 
will be won. 

It. is folly to say that the Russians 
fear the permanent alienation of terri- 
tory by the Japanese or even the Ger- 
mans. All Russia needs is organization. 
In time she will supply herself with that 
element, but in the meantime the Prus- 
sian canker -vill grow deeper, and the 
Process of cure will be more difficult. 
American intervention will be welcomed 
by all patriotic ‘Russians. Why should 
we wait? The Russian house is burning 
Ccown. Doubtless our Government is in 
possession of facts which deter it from 
immediate official action. But that 
need not deter the sending by private 
initiative of envoys of friendship to 
Russia. Who will start such a move- 
ment? It is a real opportunity for men 
of public spirit to do something effective 
and necessary.

Now, the inhabitants of the Dodecanese 


_ are totally Greek by descent, speech, ‘and 


Fertiment, and have been so for thousands 
of years. It is, therefore, incomprehensible 

by what. right Italy wishes to retain these 
islands under her rule, unless,.in turn, she 
wishes to become herself an Austria to the 

Greeks. 

In the first place, ‘the parallel which 
the writers seek to establish between 
Italy: and ‘her provinces under ‘Austria, 
on one side, and Greece and the islands 
of the ‘“‘ Dodecannesus,” on the other, 
is quite.absurd ; and in the second.place, 
thé declaration that “Italy wishes to 
retain these islands undér her rule’’ is 
a purely gratuitous affirmation. 

In the case of the Italian provinces 
under the Austrian yoke, Italy has un- 
sheathed her sword and has gone to war 
in order to regain them. When the 
victory is--won she will owe her prov- 
inces to the valor-of. her soldiers. and 
the -terrible sacrifices of her people 
chiefly, not forgetting the co-operation 
of her faithful allies. 

As regards the islands of the 
Dodecanese, the inhabitants may be 
‘totally Greek by descent, speech, and 
sentiment,’’ as the writers affirm, but 
it was not the Greek Government who 
went to war in order to deliver them 
from the’ tyranny of the Turks! It was 
the Italian Government that freed them, 
not without the shedding of blood of 
some of its noble soldiers and sailors, 
and all Europe knows. that the inhabit- 
ants received the Italians as friends 
and liberators. Italy was to keep the 
islands as a.‘ pledge’* that Turkey 
should fulffll her obligations, and later 
on arrangements were to be made for 
the autonomy’ and protection of these 
islands. If this-has not been done thus 
far, the reason is not that ‘‘ Italy wishes 
to retain these islands under her rule,”’ 
as the writers unjustly affirm, but the 
fault bélongs to the Greeks. themselves, 
or rather to their Government! 

If it be true, as the writers declare, 
that ‘‘ the inhabitants’ only desire is to 
be incorporated with the present Hel- 
lenic State,’’ it is. easy to see that if 
this expression means the present .Greek 
Government, delivered from the Teu- 
tons, the writers forget that it is of 
too recent date and it has been’ too 
little tried for the Allies to make it 
the present of those islands. But, if 
the writers mean: the government of 
‘Constantine, it is at once ‘evident to 
everybody why Italy and her allies did

The publication of the news item of 
June 12, in which Secretary of War 
Baker congratulates the Polish Nation- 
al Committee upon its successful re- 
cruiting among the Polish people in the 
United States of an army which is to- 
day doing battle on the west front with 
our soldiers and: those of. our allies, 
has brought joy to the hearts of the 
Poles, who realize that their efforts 
and ‘sacrifices have the -indorsement 
and commendation of the nation’s rep- 
resentatives: 

The American contingent of the Polish 
Army represents, about 30,000 men, re- 
cruited among-those not covered’ by the 
American draft regulations.

The cordial welcome extended by the 
American Government, as the true rep- 
resentative of the people, to the distin- 
guished group of Mexican editors who 
have been our guests for the last fort- 
night surprises no Spanish-American 
who knows the true character and quali- 
ties of his northern brothers. It only 
serves to strengthen evermore the con- 
viction long rooted in those of us who 
have been fortunate enough to have 
lived in America and exchanged views 
with the different people with whom we 
have come in contact that whatever in- 
justice has been done us was not con- 
ducted ‘by the American people, as a 
people, but by infernal machinations of 
a group of rascals contaminating every 
nation—whether many or a few—unen- 
viably destined to act as opaque bodies 
that, placed in the front, obstruct the 
brightness of the national star, But the 
eclipse, however total it. may be, is 
nevertheless temporary, and the dark- 
ened disk of the planet will again 
emerge and display its former brilliancy, 
perhaps even more magnificently than 
before. 

Thus was America at one time eclipsed 
for us Latin Americans, but the wise 
and never-failing laws of nature exer- 
cised their action, and the dark element 
that once hid her light to our eyes by 
interposing between the two nationali- 
ties has passed way and is today wan- 
dering in the immense, almost bound- 
less, vacuum of national oblivion, like 
erratic comets, perhaps, let us hope, 
never to appear again. 

The American people need no longer 
have any care over the want of. under- 
standing that formerly existed, as con- 
cerns the peoples of the south. The 
distance which only five years ago sepa- 
rated the southern republics from the 


‘great democracy of the north—destined 


in the future to be their polar star—has 
become nil, and the brotherly, ever-tight- 
ening embrace of the two peoples is be- 
ing felt by those who have been follow- 
ing day by day the march of our inter- 


national relations. Driven apart’ and 
offended to the utmost by that monster 
whose name my.pen refuses to write, but 
unfortunately so well known to all. of:us, 
the Latin-American people were natu- 
rally bound to look. upon America with 
distrust, rather than fear, disdainfully 
rather than hatefully. The dirt hurled 
at their faces in the case. of the never 
sufficiently condemned Panama incident 
was too thick and the action too sudden 
and unexpected not to have astounded 
everybody. 

Fortunately enough for us, America 
awoke to the seriousness of her posi- 
tion and reversed her course, guided by 
men with saner intentions, and better 
informed, with a clearer notion of inter- 
national decency. The work started by 
the distinguished Mr. William H. Taft 
is now being continued by the greatest 
statesman and master mind of the 
world, the man upon whom humanity 
has centred its eyes and who will save 
our civilization from the death grip of 
the twentieth-century barbarians. - 


Before concluding, permit me to assure 
the American people, through your in- 
fluential journal, that I am interpreting 
the feelings of my 80,000,000 brethren of 
the ‘south, that we are with America 
in this critical hour, that we are with 


yher now and forever, and that the day 


is not far off when the whole twenty 
nationalities of Spanish blood will as a 
whole be arrayed by her side in the 
struggle, and many of us individually— 
I myself included—will share with your 
brave and noble boys the hardship of 
the fight for liberty and democracy.

DEATH OF LIEUT. DE RESZKE. 


Last of the Family of the Famous 
Singer, Known to So Many Here. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: . 
~Last night while overjoyed in reading 
the exciting reports of the war of my 
beloved Italy, my eyes were struck by 
the shocking news of the death in the 
fields of France of the son of Jean 
de Reszke, Jean de Reszke, Jr. 

Since the beginning of the war Jean’ s 
two only and beloved brothers, Edouard 
and Victor, have died on his devastated 
estate in Poland, and now with‘ the 
blow of the death of his only son, a 
real genius and the purest type of hero, 
Jean de Reszke and Mme. de Reszke 
have lost all that had made their life 
a supreme happiness. 

I shall take pleasure in writing some- 
thing more about the unique life of this 
young hero later on, as I had the privi- 
lege of knowing him -intimately since 
his childhood, when I was studying 
singing with his great father and while 
I was painting his portrait in 1906. 
Even then the young Jean enthused 
over everything that had to do with 
war, horses, guns, swords, and drums, 
used to make remarkable sketches of 
soldiers and battlefields, showing a 
great talent which later on developed 





into a real genius for painting as well 
as for poetry. 

His great-grandfather on his mother’s 
side, the Marquis de Goulaine, had been 
a great General under Napoleon, and 
when the war broke out his ancestral 
fighting blood was aroused, and he im- 
mediately enlisted as a private in the 
French Dragoons, briiliantly fighting at | 
the battle of Charleroi and at the battle 
of the Marne, where he was slightly 
wounded and promoted Corporal on the 
field. 

Later on, not satisfied with the rather 
quiet life of the cavalry since those 
great battles, he insisted on going into 
the famous regiments of the ‘ Chas- 
seurs 4 pied,’’ where he worked his way 
to the grade of Lieutenant, taking part 
in hundreds of fights until an enemy's 
bullet struck him after four years of 
heroic deeds, -beloved by all and wer- 
shipped by his father and mother. 

This country owes Jean de Reszke 
much for many years. of musical educa- 
tion. May I suggest that a great tcsti- 
monial of sympathy be shown him in 
his great loss?

Next Winter's Coal. 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

New York City would like, very nat- 
urally, to store a lot of anthracite coal 
in anticipation of possible emergencies 
next Winter. Unfortunately every other 
locality desires the same thing, and there 
is no good reason for supposing that 
New York may be so especially favored 
as to receive more than the quota to 
which it is entitled in the equitable dis- 
tribution of the total tonnage available. 

The Mayor and the Bourd of Alder- 
men, the Merchants’ Association, the 
Chamber of Commerce, and others: have 
had under consideration the question of 
municipal storage of coal, in quantities 
varying from 600,000 tons down to 100,- 
000 tons, but none of these gentlemen 
or associations have seemingly gone far 
enough to discover whether there will be 
any surplus coal available for stocking 
and, if not, where they will be able to 
get it. But this question of supply has 
already been answered by those best 
qualified to know the facts, namely, the 
Committee on Anthracite Distribution, 
Messrs. Dickson, Warriner, and Rich- 
ards, and their findings are both reliable 
and conclusive. They find no indications 
that anthracite coal will be sufficiently 
abundant to admit of storing it outside 
of the bins of the consumers, which, by 
the way, constitute the most logical and 
economic storage room. The peak of 
anthracite production is nearly reached, 
and while 6,000,000 to 8,000,000 tons mére 
will be produced this year than in 1917 
or 1916, this additional tonnage is al- 
ready committed to the needs of the 
Government. The increased require- 
ments of the anthracite burning commu- 
nities over 1917 will be about 15 per 
cent., and as there will be no more coal 
for distribution this year than last, al- 
though it will be more wisely distributed, 
there is little likelihood of a surplus and 
still less likelihood of the Fuel Adminis- 
tration allowing any one community to 
get more than its just proportion. 

JThe physical and economic objections 
to storing coal on Manhattan Island are 
more considerable than appear at first 
sight. Few people have any conc 
of the amount of ground space required 
for stocking even 10,000 tons of foal, 
and when the figures run into/ hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons, the 
of securing suitable ground—for an in- 
determinate period—is a serious one. 
Coal is a most intractable material, and 
the strongest of walls or fences must 


‘be buflt to contain it and protect it 


from depredation. The experience of 
one large dealer here who stored a few 
thousand tons and had over 15 per cent. 
of it stolen in a few months, in spite of 
the police and his own watchman, is a 
case in point. 

, It is conservatively estimated that it 
would cost at least $2.50 per.ton to 
stock coal here and take it up again :f 
all the items of expense are considered : 
ground rent, interest, fencing, double 
hauling, wastage, depreciation, loss by 
theft, and loading and screening by 
hand instead of by gravity. ‘The popu- 
lar idea is to secure a supply of coal for 
| the ‘small and needy consumer; but how

nobody would buy this high-priced coal, 
and it would have to be carried over at 
a heavy additional expense. 

On the lines of all the coal-carrying 
roads, and located only a few miles 
from New York City, are big storage 
plants equipped with all the machinery 
necessary for receiving and reloading 
coal at about one-fourth or one-fifth of 
the expense of doing so here. If an at- 
tempt is to be made to store coal, where 
in the name of reason and economy 
can any better place than these be 
found? The sum and substance of the 
matter is that if sufficient coal is 
shipped to \this market to supply its 
needs, the retail dealers have abundant 
facilities for handling it, but if an in- 
adequate amount is shipped, no surplus 
can possibly be created for stocking 
purposes. 

The serious problems facing the coal 
business are labor at the mines and 
transportation facilities. If influential 
associations or individuals desire to do 
really practical and efficient work, 
there is room for their activities in go- 
ing deep into these matters, which are 
important enough for Congressional ac- 
tion, and yet may be lost sight of in 
the mass of other pressing affairs. 
England made the mistake of calling 
many of her skilled miners to the colors 
and had to recall them from the front. 
Why should that error be duplicated 
here? There is plenty of coal in the 
ground, but there are not miners enough 
to get it out. And what about cars 
and motive power? We hear that huge 
orders have been placed by the Gov- 
ernment for cars and engines, but who 
knows how many have been turned out 
and when the rest will be on the tracks 
ready for business? - Now is the time to 
find out these things, not next Fall or 
Winter, and if there is any slowing up 
or stoppage of this vital work let it be 
known, and possibly it can be remedied 
in time to avoid disaster. But there is 
one thing we can do, right.here in New 
York, with practical certainty of suc- 
cess, and that is to start and carry 
through a campaign for economy in the 
use of coal, such as never has been 
known in this wasteful, easy-going city. 
Every ton saved is much better than a 
ton mined, ‘and if we cannot secure 
100,000 or 200,000 tons for storage, we 
can overcome the difficulty altogether 
by saving that much without hardship 
to anybody. There is almost no limit 
to the economy that might be effected 
if every boiler were inspected, dll heat- 
ing apparatus supervised, and efficient 
methods of firing adopted. I believe 
there should be‘ appointed at once, in 
this month of June, a joint committee 
of practical, hard-headed men, made up 
of engineers, representatives of civic 
bodies, insurance and real estate inter- 
ests and city departments, who shall 
give to this matter the intelligent, thor- 
ough, and sustained effort which it de- 
sérves. It would be an eminently proper 
thing to do under any circumstances, 
and, in the present condition of affairs, 
it is a well-nigh vital necessity. 


GERMAN CHURCHVIOLATIONS | 


Another Evidence of Disregard of 
What Is Sacred to Enemies.

Most Holy Father: I fulfill a painful 
duty in informing your Holiness of pro- 
fanations perpetrated by the Bavarian 
army in our churches. On Nov. 14, at 
6 o'clock A. M., soldiers invaded about 
one-third of the churches of my dio- 
cese.* They stopped the services, ex- 
pelled the congregation ang forced the 
priest at the altar to interrupt the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass. 

Then they searched every corner of 
the buildings; they lifted the consecrated 
stone of the altars to inspect the in- 
terior; in many cases they broke the 
altars, and a number of sacred vessels 
were carried away. 

In numerous churches.they obliged the 
priest to open the tabernacle and show 
them the contents of the holy ciborium. 
In a convent of this city the officer in 
charge took the ciborium from the 
tabernacle and opened it himself be- 
cause the nuhs had refused to do it. 

Money and objects of art were taken 
away from several rectories and con- 
vents. I greatiy fear that some of my 
priests will be sentericed because for- 
bidden goods, stored away by outsiders, 
were found in the steeples of some 
churches. 

Even convents of cloistered nuns were 
invaded by soldiers, the poor religious 
being at their — 

I addressed immediately a formal pro- 
test to the German military authorities, 
and with some good results; but we are 
ccnstantly exposed to similar vexations. 

Nov. 14, 1917, has been one of the 
saddest days of my episcopal career 
since the beginning of the war. Those

The Delaware and Hudson Canal. 
To the Editor of The NewYork Times: 
Reference has been made in THm TimgEs to 
the desirability of opening the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal. In 1898 the Delaware and 
Hudson Company was authorized to aban- 
don.the bed of its waterway whenever it 
should see fit, and shortly afterward the 
head of the canal from Port Jervis. to 
Rondout. was sold. to private parties, which 
would preclude a renewal of the canal to its 
original terminus at Rondout. A canal 
might, however, be opened to far greater ad- 
vantage direct from Port Jervis through 
Northern New Jersey to tidewater near New 


York. At the time of the construction of 
the Delaware and Hudson Canal, about 1825; 
the range of the Shawangunk Mountains, 
directly east of Port Jervis, presented no 
doubt an insuperable obstacle to a consid- 
eration even of a route direct to New York; 
hence the roundabout course through Ron- 
dout. With modern facilities for tunneling, 
a tunnel sufficiently large for a canal could 
be carried through the Shawangunk range. 
Many canals are carried by tunnels through 
mountains in France, England, and r- 
many. If a canal were carried by a tunnel 
through the Shawangunk range east of Port 
Jervis it might then follow the valley of the 
Clove River, a branch of the Walkill, and by 
the Walkill River to Franklin Furnace, and 
then through a gap in the Pochuck Moun- 
tains to the Pequannock River, and by the 
Pequannock River to an intersection with 
the Morris Canal; and the Morris Canal 
might then be utilized to tidewater either 
near Newark or to the Hackensack River. 

A. glance at the map of Northern New Jer- 
sey shows that a canal following the route 
indicated would be only about one-third as 
long as the route by the canal from. Port 
Jervis to Rondout, and: from there by the 
Hudson River to New York. The Morris 
Canal could be enlarged from the point of 
intersection to tidewater, and this might be 
an inducement for the restoration to sérvice 
of the Morris Canal from Phillipsburg, both 
waterways leading to the coal mines of 
Pennsylvania, and the Morris Canal to the

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

On that fateful day of Aug. 4, 1914, 
when war was declared between Great 
Britain and Germany, the Society for 
the Advancement of Science, one of the 
most eminent coteries of knowledge ‘in 
the world, met in Australia for the 
first time. We felt honored, and as a 
member of ‘the council of the Adelaide 
University I was privileged to -be 
present. 

Naturally, the dread announcement 
overshadowed . everything. including 
science. Anti-German feeling became 
manifest; but in those foolish old days 
we regarded our guests as merely “ vic- 
tims ’’ of the Kaiser’s dream of world 
domination. 

A venerable and kindly looking ‘old 
German professor of worldwide fame, 
with many academic degrees, rose to 
address the brilliant assemblage. He 
was greeted with a chorus of sym- 
pathetic. cheers. ‘‘ No one,”’ he said, 
‘“‘deplores this terrible conflict of 
physical against mental and moral force 
more than T do.” He was believed. 
The sessions of the society removed to 
Melbourne, and the amiable professor 
was everywhere sympathetically re- 
ceived. He was pitied. Then rumors 
commenced to circulate.. It was alleged 
that his private sentiments were not 
consistent with his public statements or 
with his réle of a disinterested scientist. 
The authorities took action, and, despite 
&trong protests from this ‘‘ victim ’’ of 
the war, searched his valise and found 
concealed in a small pocket a complete 
copy of the official plans of the naval 
fortifications and defenses of Mel- 
bourne! Needless to say, he was 
promptly and effectively dealt with; 
the plans never reached the Wilhelm- 
strasse. 

Another case was not dissimilar. This 
professor also ingratiated himself with 
his fellow-scientists, and to a friend re- 
marked: 

“It is so terrible to be away from 
Germany and my people at this anxious 
time.’’ 

“Yes, indeed,’ was the friend’s an- 
swer, ‘‘ your wife and family will feel 
it deeply.’’ 

‘“‘Oh, it fs not that,’ neplied the rro- 
fessor, ‘‘ but to be absent from the 
Fatherland at this time of spiritual 
awakening is beyond endurance.’” 

The friend had not then read 
Treitschke, Nietzsche, and the host of 
Hun philosophers, statesmen, soldiers, 
and poets on the true significance of 
the spiritual awakening. He had not 
then read the Kaiser’s proclamation, 
‘““T am the instrument of the Most High. 
I am His sword and representative. 
Death and disaster to those who resist 
my will. ‘+ This friend was soon to learn 


of German perfidy; but .meantime the 


professor had made certain discoveries, 
the sessions broke up, and he escaped! 


But ‘these and other lessons were not | ie 


lost. An effective campaign against 


Hun ‘influente was at onee launched. 


Every German school was closed, every 
German: newspaper’ suppressed, the % 
German language was prohibited, pro- 
German members of all.public and pri- © 
vate bodies were retired, every German’ 
town name was altered, and all trade 
contracts annullad. And the Australian 
Prime Minister ‘e now able to declare . 
that. Australia Lad cut out the last 
vestige of the cancer of German Aa, 
fluence and commercialism.  . 

Germany alone, of all the nations ot 
the world, sends spies and emissaries 
to. corrupt, disintegrate, and destroy 
free”and peace-loving peoples. No one 
ever heard of American, English, , or 
Australian spies—professors or other- 
wise—plotting against Germany. But 
German spies and German money 
and German influence permeated the 
earth, scheming to make the war. map | 
favorable for ‘‘Der Tag.” Bvery 
grade of ‘society was ushered into 
the service of. the Wilhelmstrasse to 
further the Kaiser”; interests, to spread 
poisonous literature, to dismember 
States, to sow feuds, to promote up- 
risings, to commit outrages. ‘“‘ Friend- 
ly ’ countries were to be weakened and, 
if necessary, destroyed, to assist. Ger- 
man aims in the carefully plaaned and 
inevitable world war. 


America has had many portents of 
Hun policy. The Kaiser’s own declara- 
tions to Mr. Gerard are on record.. But 
General von Bernhardi’s disclosures of 
how Germany would treat the United 
States are not so well known-——" Since 
England committed the unpardonalile 
blunder, from her point of view, of not 
supporting the Southern States in the 
American war of secession, a rival to 
England’s worldwide empire hag ap- 
peared on the other side of the <At- 
lantic.” In other words, Germany would 
not have committed that unpardonable 
blunder. She would have supported the™ 
Southern States and prevented the 
Union, not because the former were 
right, but because a United States would 
have stood in the path of German ag- 
gression. 

How, then, can German propaganda best 
be defeated? ‘‘ Eternal vigilance is the 
price of liberty” is the answer. Every 
case should therefore be treated on its 
merits. Facts, not outward appearances, 
must alone decide. But vigilance must be 
guided by justice and have no bad mo 
tives. To circulate unfair or mislead- 
ing reports, to give information through 
malice or ‘‘to work off a grudge” is 


as un-American as it is un-British. 

But at all costs and at all hazards 

every pro-German must be discovered 

and scotched—once and forever.

PHYSICAL DEFECTS APPEAR. 


Army Doctor y Warne: Against En- 
listing Unqualified Men. 


Writing ‘from France, under date of 
May 23, a Major in the Medical Depart- 
ment of the United States Army says: 

‘“‘THm Timms reports every Incident 
that might be interpreted to indicate 
German suffering, discontent, of loss of 
morale. This is cheering to its readers, 
but there is no evidence here that the 
morale of the German soldiers is break- 
ing. I think, however, that the news- 
paper accounts of the fighting qualities 
of the American soldier are justified by 
the facts. 

‘“‘T have heard many interesting de- 
tails from our patients, gassed or 
wounded. They are all eager to get back 
in the trenches. 

‘*Many of our patients are men suf- 
fering with physical defects that have 
incapacitated them ever since they got 
to France, and should have kept them 
out of the army. The responsibilities of 
an. enlisting officer are serious, and I 





am happy indeed that none of the men 
in our unit which I enlisted has thrown 
discredit on my work. The unit has 
had a clean bill of health since it was 
mobilized—two nurses operated on for 
appendicitis, every one else free from 
accident, serious sickness, or physical 
jefect thus far among officers, nurses, 
and men. 

“As far as I know, the Government 
is very prompt in paying its soldiers. 
Those who are traveling, detached, or 
moved from one hospital to another, 
may go long periods unpaid, of course. 
My pay fer mileage to and from my 
last station was made by mail a' week 
after { sent my voucher, but it takes a 
week for mail between any two points 
here. It is, however, quite remarkable 
that the French railroads have done as 
well as they have under the terrific 
strain of troop and supply movements. 
French plumbing is mediaeval, but I 
take off my hat to the big things in 
¥rance—bravery, modesty, chivalry, 
art; not the Kultur of co-ordinated effi- 
ciency, but the culture of a better civili- 
zation that the-Hun has yet to attain.”

Leaks in Cylinders 


Must Be Guarded 


Against for Efficient Service—_ 
How to Test for Compression

These are high pressure days in: nearly 
every phasé of life’s activity, and the 
passenger’ automobile, which has been 
so valuable since the outbreak of the 
war for so many essential uses, must 
be kept ata high pressure standard for 
efficient service. ‘ 

It is impossible to put pressure upen 
your car and get added service out of it, 
as well as save gasoline and lubricating 
oll for war needs, unless there is press- 
ure in the cylinders. This is called 
compression. When a cylinder loses 
compression, the engine runs irrégular- 
ly and often causes a, knock in the trans- 
mission of the universal joint, especial- 
ly wheh the parts are a little worn, It 
is very common for the owner to be- 
lieve that, ‘such @ knock is in the engine 
itself. 

By compressing the gas, as is gen- 
érally understood, a much greater power 
is obtained. There are two reasons for 
this. First, in order to make use of 
the power generated by the burned gas 
the piston must travel out of the cylin- 
der, When it is all the way in the 
cylinder the space above the piston 
which contains the charge of gas is only 
about one-fifth of that when the piston 


has traveled all the way down. There- 


fore, by drawing in a full cylinder of 
ges and then compressing it into a 
small space at the top, about five times 
the volume of gas is used, giving five 
times the power. F . 
Second, when the gaa is compressed it 
will ignite more readily and burn much 
evener. It is possible to have so much 
compression that, the gas will ignite 
from that cause‘alone and frequently 
there js pre-ignition because of too high 
compression, Less of compreasion,

$2,000,000 FOR HIGHWAYS. 


Nassau County Gets Largest Pro- 
portion of New York State Aid. 


State Controller Travis mailed checks 
last week to the various County Treas- 
urers aggregating $2,041,916.37, repre- 
senting New York State’s annual con- 
tribution for the maintenance and re- 
pair of tewn highways.

If the cylinders are worn out of round, 
or have scores or ridges cut in them, the 
piston rings will not make a tight joint 
and compressed gas will leak by the 
piston. Piston rings sometimes lose 
their elasticity or are gummed fast with 
burned oil and carbon and no longer 
press firmly against the cylinder walls, 
and occasionally the retaining pins break 
off and the rings work around until all 
the openings are in line, all causing gas 
te leak. Lack of lubricating oil will 
cause the same trouble. This usually

To test for compression each cylinde 
must be dealt with separately. Open all 
pet cocks except on the cylinder to be 
tested and turn the engine over with 
the ‘starting crank a number of times. 
Where there are no pét cocks. remove 
spark plugs. <A decided opposition to 
turning the crank should be felt once 
in each two turns, for the upward travel 
of the piston every other revolution 
should be compressing the gas. If no 
such resistance is felt, or if it is\ less 
for the cylinder than for others, or if 
there is a resistance which quickly de- 
creases while the piston is at top of 
‘compression, it will be an indication 
that there is a leak somewhere. 

Leaks past the piston often may be 
located by removing the breather-pipe 
cover and listening while the engine is 
turned over, a leak being indicated by a 
slight hissing sound in the crank case 
during the compression stroke. An ex- 
haust valve leak may’ be determined 
by removing the exhaust pipe and 
listening in the manifold, or’ by re- 
moving the manifold itself, but the usual 
practice is to examine other points and 
if the valve is suspected, to remove it 
for inspection. Leaks’around the valve 
caps, spark plugs, cylinder head gasket 
or pet cocks may be located by squirt- 
ing a little lubricating oil on the joints.

. their Colonel, now Sir John Monash, 
who has just been promoted to the 
yank of Lieutenant General and placed 
im the command of a British Army corps 
ims France. His picture appears in ‘the 
Pittorial Section of today's SuNpat 


The importance. of this promotion is 
twofold. Sir John Monash has the dis- 
tinction of being both the first Aus- 
tralian and the first Jew to reach so 
high a position in the British Army. 
The distinction is all the more notable 
because he comes from outside the 
Yanks of the regular army.-His promo- 
tion has heen won entirely by merit, 
personel qualities, and technical abil- 
ities. 

Monash was born in Melbourne, capital 
ef the State of Victoria and temporary 
' @apital of the Australian Common- 
wealth, on June 27, 1865, and is thus 
58 years of age. After attending ele- 
mentary public school he recsived his 
high school education at the Scotch Col- 
Jege, Melbourne, and\ then went to the 
Melbourne University, \where he was 
graduated as a Lachelor of Arts before 
beginning to study civil engineering. He 
was a brilliant and industrious gtudent 
and finished his course with the highest 





honors. He wished, as a civil engineer, 
to be as independent as possible of 
lawyers and patent attorneys, and for 
this reason he studied law and obtained 
the degree of LL.B. 

With a brother of Mr. Justice -Hig- 
gins, President of the Commonwealth 
Arbitration Court, he established the 
firm of Higgins & Monash, one of the 
leading firms of its kind in Australia. 
Roads, bridges, railways, water supply 
systems, and similar work largely oc- 
‘cupied the partners. When reinforced 
concrete came into, vogué abroad, they 
were the firat to introduce it into Aus- 
tralia, and so with much -else that was 
new in engineering and machinery, for 
the firm was enterprising and fyll of 
the enthusiasm of pioneers in a great 
country of undeveloped resources, Mor 
nash’s fellow-engineers on two occasions 
elected him President of the Victorian 
Institute of Engineers, while the Senate 
of the University elected him to a seat 
on the governing body of that institu- 
tion. ‘ 

At an early stage he became inter- 
ested in military affairs, using his keen 
intellect and technical knowledge to 
acquire a grasp of the science of war- 
fare. In 1887 he joined the Victorian 
State Militia and qualified as a Lieu- 
tenant in the Engineer Corps, which 
was then commanded by Major Josephs, 
also’'a Jew, who was both an able and 
popular officer. Monash was promoted 
to Captain in 1892 and to Major in 1900. 





In 1901 the naval and military forces of 


{the several States passed, under the eon- 


trol of the Commonwealth’ Government, 
and Monash was raised to the rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel in the newly created 
national defense force. Seven years 
later he was made a Colonel, the rank 
he held when the war broke out. Hav- 
ing a good knowledge of French and 
German, in addition to his many other 
| qualifications, he was at once appointed 
Chief-Censor,. but he held this position 
only a few.months because he was eager 
to get a fighting job. 

His chance came with the Anzacs. 
Throvghout the. terrible ordeal of the 
Gallipoli campaign he commanded an 
Australian. regiment and left his name 
on the peninsula along with Quinn, Pope, 
and other leaders after whom their'men 
named various hills, valleys, &c, Col- 


‘onel “Monash was adored by the sol- 


diers whoa. fought under him, and was 
fully- appreciated by the Commander in 
Chief. Thrice he was mentioned in dis-~ 
patches for his efficient work and gal- 
lant conduct, and royal recognition came 
in the form of a'C, B. (Companionship 
of the Order of the Bath.) 

Monash’s next job was in the Suez 
Canal Defense Zone, where his com- 
bined engineering and military abilities 
proved of great value.’ Then came his 
opportunity on the western front, 
where he rose to the rank of Brigadier 
General and commanded an Australian 
division at Ypres and. Megsines. 
his services here he was rewarded with 
a knighthood. NoW, in the process of 


weeding out Generals who have gone 


stale and picking younger and abler 
men as army corps commanders, the 
British military authorities have se- 
lected him and promoted him to the 
rank of Lieutenant General. For a man 


.who wag originally not a professional 


soldier, it is a remarkable record. 
While General Monash has attained 
the highest military distinction yet won 
by an Australian Jew, it ig interesting 
to note that his co-religionists in the 
Commonwealth have played a big part 





in the war in proportion to their num- 
. Among distinguished officers’ ore 
might mention Colonel Harold Cohen 
of Melbourne, who commanded an -ar- 
tillery brigade on the Western front 
and is now with General Allenby’s 
army in Palestine; Major Rosenthal of 
New South Wales, and several others. 
The Australian Army is recruited on 
@ purely voluntary basis. No Australian 
need t unless-he wants to, The Jews 
in Australia number only 17,287 accord- 





ing to the latest statistics, that is, eae: 
third of 1 per cent. of the total popula- 
tion, Out of the 400,000 voluntary en- 
listments 4,000 have been Jews, that is, 
1 per cent., or three times as many as 
thelr proportion to the total population. 

This is only: a single piece of evidence 
as to the part played by Jews ih the 
public life of Australia. The number of 
Jews in the Federal and State Parila- 
ments has, for example, at times reached 


as high as 11 and 12 per cent. = 





_ WOMEN RAISING BEES. 





EE raising to increase the stock ot 
B honey js one of the latest forms of 

war work for women. Some, hav- 
ing estates on Long Island, are raising 
bees this Summer. Mrs. John Dewey, 
wife of Professor Dewey of Columbia 
University, is one of the women who 
have aplaries. 

One of the most practical ideas fur 
bee raising is being developed by the 
School for Horticulture for Women at 
Ambler, Penn., eighteen miles out of 
Philadelphia. It is the school’s war 
work, and jt invites men, women, and 
children to join with it and “keep a 
bee.”’ With all the ideas which have 
been advanced for farming in flats 
and on roofs and in all sorts of im- 
practical places, this of the Ambler 
School seems to be the only one which 
will enable the flat dweller to do some- 
thing really successful. You raise your 
own honey for your own table, but. ;7ou 
do it vicariously. ‘The school keeps 
your bees, they are cared for by an 
expert, and you supply the bees or the 
money equivalent. It is a community 
bee club, and it is hoped at the school 
that many such clubs will be started 
in different parts of the country. 


The cold Winter, which killed so many 
trees and shrubs, killed half the bees 


in Pennsylvania, and undoubtedly other |- 





parts of the country suffered equally. 


There is a special need of replenishing 
the supply.’ 

Hach member who joins the club pays 
$20 or sends its equivalent in bees, which 
are carefully examined to see that they 

are in a healthy cond{ition before they 
vo accepted. The club does the rest. 
An expert in bee keeping, Miss Letitia 
&. Wright, Jr:, a young woman grad- 
uate of the school, is in charge of the 
work. Miss Wright says that notwith- 
standing. the hard Winter and the high 
price of bees. the prospect is good for a 
satisfactory honey crop. When this is 
ready each club member sends in the 
schedule of the amount of honey to be 
reserved for his or hér own tabies. The 
remainder will be sold, and thé profits 
are to bé divided among the members, 

The Ambler School is for women, and 
occupies a picturesque old stone build- 
ing. Schools of gardening for women 
proved successful in England,,Germany, 
Beigium, Italy, Denmark, ,.and Russia 
before the war. Sotme of the women 
graduates, notably in Englarid, made 
excellent incomes.

FINANCIAL MARKETS!" 


Short Session Enlivened by Vio- 
lent Advances: in Baldwin 
and General Motors. 


The closing session of the week re- 
sulted in a moderate advance in most 
issues on the Stock Exchange, and in 
a surprising spurt in two issues which 
have for some time been popular’ with 
the striétly profegesional element. Bald- 
win Locomotive, starting from 91, sold 
up 4 points without bringing out much 
selling and ended the day with a net 
advance of 2% points, while General 
Motors, aided by short covering, jumped 
from 188 to 144%, closing up 5 points. 
The difficulty which the short interest 
has: experienced in borrowing this issue 
has led to some complaints ‘against the 
authorities of the Exchange on the 
ground that the company has needlessly 
delayed completion of its announced 
plan for wiping out the Chevrolet Motor 
Company, and should be compelled to 
free the large amount of General Motors 
stock which is held in the former's 
treasury. 

Elsewhere transactions were on a 

small scale and price changes in most 
cases moderate. Steel again made its 
high point for this movement at 107%, 
and yesterday succeeded in retaining 
most of the advance at the close, United 
Cigar Stores gained 2% on active trad- 
ing and Western Maryiand second pre- 
ferred moved up 3% points. 
“ ‘The weekly statement of the Clearing 
House members showed a decrease in 
excess reserve of $22,451,000, bringing 
the total excess down to $47,145,000, or 
Fractically to the point of .two weeks 
earlier, before the shifting of funds in 
connection with the big tax payments. 
There was a decrease in loans of about 
$137,000,000, with a loss in deposits of 
more than $150,000,000. The Federal 
Reserve Bank reported a decrease of 
more than $85,000,000 in rediscounts and 
a contraction of about $4,500,000 in ac- 
ceptances held 

The stock -narket has reflected con- 
tinued confidence in the course of de- 
velopments both on the Italian and 
western fronts, and while not sanguine 
of an early collapse on. the part of the 
Central Powers, bankers consider the 
present attempt as Austria’s last real 
contribution to the enemy’s offensive.

Report of Foreign Trade in May 
- Shows New High Record 
for Imports. 


KALUED © AT — $323,000,000 


Yaw Materials of Varlous Kinds 
Expected to Form Bulk of 
Shipments Received. 


The record of the foreign trade of the 
United States in May, as revealed in 
‘ the statement of the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce, contained 
significant matter in addition to fig- 
urés sh anew high record of 
monthly imports and'an upturn in the 
value of exports for the first. time since 
last December. Experts on trade statis- 
tics said that the freer movement of 
go06ds into and out of American ports 


_ supplied évidence that the shipping sit- 


uation had made a distinct improvement 
during May as compared with preceding 
months of the year. This was believed 
to be particularly emphasized by tne in- 
crease of exports, denoting that cargo 
space on outgoing vessels had expanded 
so that the Government's requirements 
could ‘be handled and greater facllities 
“left over for commercial business of 
® private nature and for the allied Gov- 
ernments than in April, 

The May imports of $823,000,000, in 
round numbers, were wholly without 
precedent in the bureau’s monthly state- 
ments. The total which most closely 
epproached the aggregate for May in 
the last twelve months was $306,622,939, 
established last June. Compared with 
April, the May figures showed an in- 
crease of $44,000,000, and April brought 
the greatest value of imports for any 
month in more than a year. . 

The aggregate exports in May, 
amounting to $552,000,000, exceeded the 
previous month’s sHipments by: close 
to -$52,000,000, and while the record for 
May, 1917, was exceeded by only about 
$2,400,000, the total for last month 
atands out with strong clearness against 
the background of the results of other 
years. Orly in December, June, March, 
and January, 1917, has the outgo of May 
been exceeded in the country’s history. 

The eleven months ended with May 
covered most of the period since the 
United States entered. the war. In 
fact, it may be stated that it extended 
over practically all the time in which 


. the Government has been engaged in 


gending the army to France and the 
navy to European waters, and keeping 
them equipped. To a great extent the 
War and Navy Departments have been 
sending: supplies abroad for Govern- 
ment use in transports, the amount and 
value of whose cargoes have not been 
entered in custom house records. In 
this connection there is room for 
mental speculation in respect to: the

reasons, out it is axiomatic that if 
they were added to the returns made 
to the customs the actual shipments 
would be swelled by many millions of 
dollars, not only in May but also the 
preceding months of the current year.

In the absence of detailed figures, it 
is not yet possible to note the directions 
in which imports expanded during May. 
In importing circles it was said last 
week, after the totals were made public 
at Washington, that raw materials of 
various kinds would probably prove to 
form the bulk of the shipments received. 
Hides, nitrates, bark for tanning pur- 
poses, rubber, and copper from South 
America Wane mentioned as important 
factors the month’s trade, together 
with oil, MD siver, gold, and copper from 
Mexico, tin from England and the 
. Straits Settlements, cocoanut. oil from 
Haiti, Panama, and Santo Domingo, and 

4 rubber from the Far East. 

The importation of these goods, it was 
stated, has been stimulated in recent 
months, as far as shipping facilities 
would permit, by the desire of manu- 
facturers to lay in supplies in advance 
of a possible tightening of Government 
import regulations. ncreased prices 
had.a part in expanding the aggregate 
values of practically all materials 
brought in, and also in the increase of

The May report reflected the in- 
creased exports of silver to the Far 
East, resultant from the agreement en- 
tered into between the nited States 


_ and British Governments to send more 


of the metal to india. In the eleven 
months ended May 31 exports of silver 
amounted to $131,000,000, and imports 
to $65,000,000, much of the latter item 
. being accounted for by the inflow from 
weee ce: a exports in the period 
totaled $ , and impor to 
$93,000,000. Tneluded in the ‘outflow 
were the extensive shipments made to 
Spain last Winter before the Goyern- 
ment established its embargo on ex- 
ports of the precious metal.

COPPER OUTPUT IMPROVES. 


Ninety Per Cent. of Production 
Now Used for War Work. 


Copper production is gradually show- 
ing, improvement, considering the field 
broadly, and at the same time the needs 
of the Government and of manufac- 


turers working on Government orders 
are expanding rapidly. It is estimated 
that fully 90 per cent. of the metal now 
being turned out at the refineries is 
going on orders connected. with war 
work, while the remaining 10 per cent. 
is being, distributed as well as_ the 
Copper Producers’ Committee can do s0 
to the domestic trade. 

“The persistent and world-wide de- 
mand for copper,’’ says Copper Gossip, 
‘“‘ drives home the conviction that the 
whole machinery engaged in the mining 
and refining of the metal should be 
operated at nothing less than 100 per 
cent. of capacity. The trade is con- 
fronted with unparalialed requirements, 
and to meet these urgent needs in their 
entirety all branches of the copper in- 
dustry will be compelled to strain “hast A 
part of their productive power. This is 
the situation. 

‘“*‘ War needs and emergencies must be 
provided for on a scale never known 
before. American consumpiion of cop- 
B55, on? has risen to ord hater gered 1,500,- 

000 pounds annually, and the nations 
of our allies are also actually depending 
on the United States for yearly ship- 
ments of nearly 1,250,000, pounds. 
The goal for American output in 1918 
ere be fixed at nothing less than 

3,000,000,000 pounds in order that-~ no 
vital interest should be allowed to suf- 
fer,.and to keep a workable supply al- 
ways available.” 

The necessity for keeping production 
at the top notch, says the writer, is 
emphasized by the fact that apparent 
domestic consumption in the last three 
years “tee unted to 3,789,716,348 pounds 
of on 1 ee copper, as compared 
with 2 erg: for the years 
1912, iets pe gt: 1914, an increase for the 
three years of 1, 581, 024,000 pounds. 


Reserve Bank Amendments. 
It is just a year since the latest 
amendments to the Federal Reserve 
Act became effective. The amendments 
were approved on June 21, 1917, and 


—_t the changes were: (1) The 
reduction of legal reserve require- 
ments, coupled with which was the 
provision that all of the legal reserves 
must be. held with the Federal Reserve 
Banks; (2) provisions governing the 
admission of State and trust 
companies into the system; (3) a re- 
vision of the note issue provisions of 
the act, and (4) an extension of the 
check collection provisions of the act. 
On Jul ay 7, 1917, was the first time that 
the earing ouse. figured reserves 
under. the. amended law, and the pres- 
ent system of calculation was not 
adopted until the following week, name- 
ly, July 14, 1917.

JAR SEEKING wT 
- AN MILEAGE RATE 


Traveling Meni Say. 3 Cents a 
Mile Will Be Practically 
* Prohibitive. 


‘The ‘petition -addressed:. to: Director. 
General William G. McAdoo by the 
National’ Council of Traveling Sales- 
men’s Associations, requesting that ‘the 
recent general order inoreasing’ thé 
mileage rate orfall railroads to 8 cents 
a mile be modified so as to. permit 
accredited road, men to travel at the 
old rate of 2% cents a milé, has tended 
to focus attention on the ever-increasing | 


{and now almost prohibitive expenses to 


which traveling.salesmen are subjectéd. 
It is pointed, out by several large manu- 
facturers 6f this city as well as by the 


traveling men themselves that the high. 


cost of everything is practically driving 
salesmen fromthe road, @ consumma- 
tion which; it is emphatically stated, 
would not be to. the best interests of the 
Government, the railroads, or of the 
country’s commercial and industrial life. 

‘We understand from the authorities: 
in Washington,”* said a representative of 
the. council, ‘‘ that it is neither the 
desire nor: the intention of the Govern- 
ment, at least for the present, to curtail 
commercial traveling, but rather that it 
is: anxious to stimulate legitimate -busi- 
ness in- every -.way possible. The .new 
universal rate, erefore, of 3 cents a 
mile, we take it, is designed td increase 
the revenue of the railroads;:and not to 
keep: commercial travelers at home. 

‘t:As:a' matter of fact, it is our belief 
that the new rate, if continued in force, 
will actually keep traveling salesmen 
off the road, curtail bysiness activity 
considerably, and reduce the revenues 
of -the railroads instead of increasing 
them. We have suggested, therefore, 
that accredited salesmen be given a 
mileage: rate of 2% cents to apply on 
all roads, the mileage books of say 
5,000 miles to be good on all roads, and 
that a vocational tax of $10 be required 
ofeach salesman. As it is estimated 
that there are between 600,000 and 700,- 
000: traveling salesmen covering the en- 
‘ttre country, such a tax avould yield 
to the Government a sum amounting to 
upward of $6,000,000 annually. - In ad- 
dition to this, traveling. by salesmen 
would not be curtailed, ~business would 
not be hindered, and the revenues of 
the railroads and. the Government 
would be increased rather than dimin- 
ished, thereby serving the very purpose 
for which the 38-cent rate was put 
forth. 

“ Ouf petition té the Government also 
Suggésted that the proposed  inter- 
changeabie 5,000-mile mileage books. be 
for sale only in the larger commercial 
centres of the country. A book of this 
sort would not be used up in a few 
days, and there would be no necessity 
for buying such’ books in small towns 
between the larger cities. Thus there 


would be a substantial saving to the | 


4 roads in clerical and office help and 
| other’ expenses incident to having every 
littie way statidn in a position to sell 
mileage books in case of need. 

““ That something must be done for 
the relief of salesmen, and done very 
soon, is apparent to all who take the 
trouble to look into the matter, Until 
quite recently a dress salesman, for 
instance, figure@ that his expenses on 
any trip shéuld not amount to more 
than 2% per cent. of the business he did 
on that trip. If the ratio of expenses 
to total volume of business was higher 
than this, he felt that he had not sold 
enough garments and that his trip was 
not successful. Nowadays -the best 
salesman in the trade is very fortunate 
if his‘expenses amount to only 4% per 
cent. of his business. In many cases 
the percentage is considerably higher, 
almost to the extent of. wiping out. his 
profit . entirely, 

‘*Some. of the more progressive 
houses, in order to keep their best 
salesmen, have adopted a system of 
part expense account and part salary 
for these men. It has come to the point 
where no salesman can make even a@ 
fair Hving on any other basis. Not all 
houses, however, can afford to increase 
their distribution expenses to this ex- 
tent,, and the same holds true in many 
other industries.. If the increase in rail- 
road rates is made final the inevitable 
result. will’ be to keep road men at 
home; and the road man has no place in 
the home office. 'His function.is to .be 
out among the trade. The effect of 
keeping these men in their offices, aside 
from the very considerable loss in rev- 
enue to the railroads, would curtail 
business activity to g dangerous extent 
and very materially decrease’ taxable 
earnings. 

‘*So as to prevent abuse of the pro- 
posed 2%-cent rate for traveling sales- 
men, the petition of the National Coun- 
cil of. Traveling Salesmen’s Associations 
suggests that each firm registér its 
salesmen with the Government, and that 
the Gcvernment issue to’ each of these 
men on payment of the $10 tax an 
identification card. containing all the 
usual information required for identi- 
fication,- including the holder's picture. 
This’ would make it practitally impos- 
sible for: others than registered sales- 
men to claim the salesman’s ‘privileges."’

In August 
and_ September we probably ‘will be 
getting less than we ever got before 
in those months. Manufacturers must

It te iain by the Textiles 
Committee of. the. British. Board of 
Trade, after. dnvestigations to deter- 
J mine: the: best’ methods to pursue when 
the war is over, that for a period 

of -one. year. after -the. conclusion of 
peace imports . and exports ‘of tex- 
tiles, including raw and partly manu- 
factured: materials of textiles, - between 
the British Empire and present enemy 
States be permitted. only under license, 
According’ to a cable dispatch received 
by ‘the Textile Alliance from its’ London 
representative, it is also recommended 
4that all imports from Germany or Aus- 
triasHungary be subjected to.a special 
tariff,’ or .to a surtax upon any duties 
which may be’ levied on similat imports 
from éther countries, these special taxes 


{ or surtaxes.to:be in force for such period 


as may be determined ‘by considerations 
of national policy. Anti-dumping legis- 
lation, Such as that in force in’ this 
country,. is also suggested. 

“The recommendations of the Textile 
Committee also deal with raw materials, 
and it proposes increasing the growth, of 
cotton within the British. Empire. The 
esttablishment is suggested of a stand- 
ing'-Advisory Committee for this pur- 
yose, to be composed of home'and over- 
seas! Government representatives, lead- 
ing members of the trade in the British 
Isles and in: India, and representatives 
of the British Cotton Growing Associa- 
tion, The Imperial Institute is’ also to 
be represented on the proposed commit- 
tee, ‘which will employ an expert bot- 
anist. 

The stimulation of flax. production is 
recommended, and attention is called to 
the practical monopdly by India of the 
world’s jute production. For the pur- 
pose of safeguarding the British Em- 
Pire and its a!lies it is‘therefore recom- 
mended that an export duty on ship- 
ments: of jute from India be imposed. 
In ‘the: case of shipments to Gréat Brit- 
Ain this duty is to be refunded. In the 
case of shipments to present allies the 
duty is to be either wholly or in great 
part refunded, while on shipments to 
neutrals who may offer reciprocal con- 
cessions graduated rebates are to be 
permitted. 

In view of the exceptional and power- 
ful position held by the British Empire 
with regard to the production 6f all tex- 
tile raw materials, especially wool, jute, 
and the best gradés of cdtton, it is stig. 
gested that the Governiiéeht artive at an 
agreement. with the allied -Govéernmerits 
concerned. for effective control of dis- 
tribution of all textile raw materials so 
as to safeguard the industrial require- 
mehts of the empire, fulfill the pledges 
to the Allies laid down at the Paris 
Conference, and utilize the empire’s -re- 
sources in textile raw materials to ne- 
}e0tlate with other countries. 

‘Other . recommendations and sugges- 
‘tions made’ were as follows: 

Textile industries to form a central 
association. representative of entite Min- 
dustry as authoritative medium to com- 
municate with Government. 

Amalgamation of working agreements 
to enlarge units of production, and to 
avoid. duplication of effort. 

Co-operative selling and combined rep- 
resentation in overseas matkéts. 

In markets where éxtended credits are 
the established practice, means should 
be found for providing British mer- 
chants with facilities equal: to sae af- 
forded by Germans. 

~ Simplification of our present oka 
and measures and: decimalization of our 
money. 

The report ends by calling attention 
to the two most: important elements in 
the conduct of British producing indus- 
tries after the war. These are, first, 
that- employers should put all their 
brains, energies, and capital into their 
business, and, secondly, that workers 
should rid their minds of the fatal and 
paralyzing idea of restriction of output.

: Contending that, while nainsook -under- 
wear for men is being now retailed at 
considerably higher prices than last year, 
it. has not yet been’ advanced in pro- 
portion to thé rise in the cost of the 
materials that go-into it, the prediction 
is madé here that this merchandise will 
be still more expensive next Spring. A 
retail price of $2 for. men’s standard 
‘‘ athletic '’ union. suits is said to be the 
only way out of the manufacturers’ dif- 
ficulties. As‘ an illustration of what 


they have to conténd with in the way of 
higher materials costs, it is pointed out 
that where’ pajama checks—a standard 
fabric for nalts sook underwear—cost only 
a cents a yard in 1914, their present 

rice is 22% cents. Findings and. labor 
re said to have advanced in almost the 
same proportion.

Late business in. Summer waists -for 
women is reported by: large manufac- 
turers of this city to be very good.

SURING the last year books about 
D Russia, the Russian revolution, 
the Russian people, have fairly 
swarmed from the presses of 
American publishers. Too many of them 
haye offered nothing more than the hasty, 
superficial impressions of some writer who 
had spent a few days or a few weeks in 


Russia on the watch for incidents that 


would make a_ sensational narrative. 
These six books, however, are of more 
than ephemeral interest, for each one of 
them presents real knowledge of Russia 
in some phase of her many-sided and be- 
wildering. manifestations of recent years. 
And each one of them has been written 
with the serious purpose of giving that 
real knowledge to the world to help en- | 
lighten that ignorance concerning Russia 
in which most of the world waits in tense 
anxiety: for forthcoming developments. 

Beyond question the most authoritative 
work that has yet appeared on the develop- 
ment and present condition of the Russian 
upheaval is Mr. A. J. Sack’s large volume 
on “ The Birth of the Russian Democracy.” 
Mr. Sack, who is Director of the Russian 
Information Bureau, is a Russian who has 
himself been a part of the-.more recent 
years of the Russian revolutionary miove- 
ment and a student of its development 
during the last century. His work brings 
the account of revolutionary developments 
down to the end of last year, and the nar- 
rative is remarkably accurate and com- 
prehensive. It is richly documented 
with authoritative reports of declarations, 
speeches, proceedings of councils, con- 
ferences, and other meetings. In all that 
section of the book dealing with the Reyo- 
lution of 1917, from its outbreak in March 
until the end of the year, the greater part 
of the space is devoted to these documents, 
the author connecting them with outlines 
of events and occasional illuminating 
comment. 

The first section deals with the history 
of the revolutionary movement in Russia, 
going back to those heroic precursors of 
the modern development, the “ Decem- 
prists ” of the early decades of the last 
century, and tells with considerable detail 
the story of their effort, its aims, and its 
fate. In a graphic and interesting way 
he shows how the desire for freedom and 
the determination to achieve liberty and 
justice lived and grew and how they de- 
veloped and why their propagandists were 
finally forced into the policy of terrorism. 
The century-long story of the revolutionary 
movement in Russia makes a thrilling 
chapter in human history, and Mr. Sack 
tells it well. There are also biographical 
accounts of several of the spiritual leaders 
in that movement—Bakunin, Lavrov, Kro- 
patkin, “ Babushka ” Breshkovskaya, and | 
Plehkanov. 

In his circumstantial and _ comprehensive 
account of the revolution, which fills more 
than half of the book, Mr. Sack explains 
clearly the part which ‘the Bolsheviki have 
taken and shows why they have attained 
go much apparent success. He says that 
Lenine played the same disastrous role in 
the unsuccessful movement of 1905 that he 
did in 1917, and that but for him the 
forces of freedom might have won control 
in Russia thirteen years ago. Because he 
and his followers were extreme revolu- 
tionists and were determined either to rule , 
or to ruin he did everything in his power, 
gays Mr. Sack, “to destroy ‘the united

man fully explains their economic pros 
gram. There is a chapter on “ Russian 
Women and Their Outlook,” one on 
“ Labor and Capital,” one on “ Caste and 
Democracy,” and another on.“ Religion.” | 
In the chapter on “ The Russian People,” “ 
perhaps the most interesting in the book, 
Mr. Ross describes many of the appealing 
and attractive characteristics of the Rus- 
sians—their sympathy, their quick under- 
standing, their serious-mindedness, th¢ir 
gentleness—and shows how these qualities 
can exist at the same time with the causes 
leading to the brutalities, the excesses, and 
the monstrous cruelties that have marked 
the months since the bloodless revolution 
of March, 1917. Mr. Ross appears to be 
in sympathy with the Bolsheviki and their 
management of Russian internal affairs, 
and to think that they represent a goodly 
majority of the Russian people. 

M. Charles Rivet has had exceptional op- 
portunities to study Russian affairs and 
the Russian people, as he had been, until 
the end of last year, in Russia sinte 1901, 
having gone there first as a professor and 
remained as Petrograd correspondent of 
Le Temps of Paris. The title of his book 
is, perhaps, rather unfortunate, as it does 
not give an adequate idea of the scope 
and character of the work. Three of the 
chapters are devoted to the QGzar, his 
Court and family and the policies of his 
reign, but the larger part deals with the 
revolution, its causes, its leaders, ita 
parties and their policies, the Russian peo- 
ple and their probable future. Of the

clalist factions, under his influence, boy- 
cotted the elections to the first Duma, and 
afterward he and they set themselves to 
the task of discreditidg that body. One 
of his personal friends, Mr. Sack declares, 
who was particularly violent, in the name 
of the proletariat, against the liberal ele- 
ments, whom Igenine named “ the Russian 
Bebel,” was afterward revealed to be a 
secret agent of the Czar’'s Government. 
Describing the activities and methods of 
the Bolsheviki-in power, Mr. Sack shows 
them to be practicing a new tyranny that 
is “ probably worse.than the tyranny of 
Nicholas II.” And of their action in the 
two crises of 1905 and 1917, he says: 


Posing as ultra-revolutionists, the 
Bolsheviki helped, knowingly or un- 
. knowingly, the Russian autocracy in 
its fight against Russian democracy. 
Posing later as ultra-pacifists, the Bol- 
sheviki helped, de facto, the German 
militarists and, by destroying the 
Russian Army, have betrayed Russia 
and prolonged the terrible struggle, 
probably for several years. 

But, notwithstanding her present dis- 
organized and wretched state, Mr. 
Sack does not believe that Russia is 
dead, and he is quite sure that if the 
Allies can save her from foreign dom- 
ination “ she will finally find in herself 
sufficient strength to o herself 
into a stable democracy which will 

prove a blessing-t6 the entire world.” 


Mr. Ross’s volume, “ Russia in Up- 
heaval,”, is the outcome of. five or six

months spent in Russia during the latter_| 
balf of 1917, in the course of which he 
traveled extensively through that unhappy 
country, trying to discover the tendencies 
and forces at work underneath the surface 
and using striking incidents which came 
to his knowledge as illustrative of signifi- 
cant characteristics. In the first third of 
his book he described his progress over the 
country, which took him across Siberia 
and back, t¢ Petrograd and Moscow, down 
the Volga to the Caspian Sea and Tiflis, 
and back to Petrograd through the vast 
region of Central Russia. Then, having 
given the reader colorful glimpses of this 
long journey and a general indication of 
conditions as observed by his rapid sur- 
vey, he takes up in a dozen chapters 
special phases of Russia and the Russian 
people, endeavoring to give the reader an 
understanding of facts, ‘conditions, and 
causeg as he saw them. The titles of 
some of the chapters will indicate the 
varied nature of the subjects. 

There is one on “ The Roots of the Revo- 
lution.” which makes a brief reference to 
the beginnings a hundred years agoof revo- 
lutionary activity, and continues the story 
in rapid survey down to the March revolu-> 
tion. Another, dealing with “ Revolution- 
ary Movements and Parties,” endeavors 
to explain the salient differences between 
them, and containg a long interview with 





Trotaky, in which Lenine’s right-hand 


s of the revolution he says that 
“those who knew the country could ses 
heaping on the horizon the signs of a 
storm which must burst sooner or later.” 
Especially clear and informed is the chap- 
ter which explains the differences between 
the many parties in revolutionafy Russia, 
between the two schools of Russian social- 
ism and the relation to them of the Bol- 
sheviki. He is strongly of the’ belief 
that this Leninist band was to g.consider- 
able extent at first backed by the servants 
of Berlin. And he is quite sure. that the 
masses of Russian people will presently 
awake from what appéars to be their 
present blind following of the Bolsheviki, 
after they are better informed as to the 
purposes of Bolshevism and have adequate 
deadership, more harmonious~ with their 
own nature, because, he says, “ that mass 
is Russian first and foremogt and cannot 
make head or tail of German Marxian 
theories.” “ The vast majority of Ruasia,” 
he declares, “does not sympathize with 
them. It will find itself again after a 
moment of aberration of which the Lenin- 
ist propaganda was one of the principal 
causes.” 

_ Princess Catherine Radziwill has written 
much about Russia and ny, part of 
it under her own name and part, for pru- 
dential reasons, under the pen name of 
“Count Paul Vassili.” Her position as a 
member of the Russian nobility gave her 
much knowledge of all that was going on 
within court circles, and she here tells the 
full story of how important a part the 
peasant monk Rasputin played in the 
hastening of the dramatic events of the 
March revolution. She thinks that he was 
used as a cat’s-paw by the German cor- 
rupt and reactionary eleménts of the court 
and bureaucratic circles to bring about 
the several ends which they desired, and 
that through him. they worked their will 
upon the Czar and Czarina. While her 
narrative adds little of importance to what 
is already known of Rasputin and his 
career and his part in the downfall of the 
Romanoffs, it does tell the story with full 
detail, the author having collected all - 
manner of illuminating facts and incidents, 
and added much description and characters _ 
ization from her own knowledge.

HERE be few among men who to- 
ward the end of a long life of 
active service can give a reasoned 
Philosophy of life and describe the 
motives that have controlled and direct- 
ead them. This Felix Adler, founder of the 


‘Society of Ethical Culture, has done in 


this volume. It is a book that in ordinary 
times might find but few readers; but in 
the present day of unrest and untertainty 
it.commands a wider public. The first 
fourth of the book is autobiographical, 
explaining the author’s endowment and 
progress in the moral world; the second 
fourth goes into the philosophical theory 
of this progress; the third deals with his 
application of theory to the necessary in- 
dividual frustrations of life; and the 
fourth to its application to social groups, 
such as the family, the State, internation- 
al relations. 

As belonging to the Jewish religion his 
first definite doctrine of life was the rule 
of chastity and reverence for woman’s 
honor. This led him safely through the 
glamour and temptation of foreign cap- 
itais, where he finished his studies, and 
he soon added a second arrow to his 
quiver, namely, the problems of the labor- 
er, to: whom also he desired to apply his 
nonviolation ethics. He fouhded imme- 
diately upon his return from Europe a 
society ambitiously called the Union for 
the Higher Life, founded on sex-purity, 
the principle of devoting the surplus of 
one’s income to the needs of the working 
classes, and, thirdly, continuous in- 
telHectual development. 

Emerson, the second great influence 
in his life, and whose temperamental 
leanings would seem to have been highly 
congenial, was laid aside when Dr. Adler 
perceived that Emetson stresses self- 
affirmation at the expense of service. 

The teachings of Jesus he found in- 
estimably precious, and yet invalid in that 
His ethics were founded on the theory 
of a swift ending of the existing order 
and the coming of a new Heaven and new 
earth. In an appendix, Dr. Adler even 
goes so far as to assert that the whole 
precept of nonresistance in the Sermon 
on the Mount is to be understood as a 
piece of ethical irony. And again he dis- 
carded Christian ethics because they 
seemed to him to fail to answer his ques- 
tion, “ instrumental to what end?”, This 
geems an odd conclusion just at this point 
in history, where the entire world, barring 
the Germans and their allies, are awaken- 
img to a real sense of what. Christianity 
stands for, and where men are groping 
after the human solidarity, the sense of 
mystic. responsibility for all the evil in 
the world, which is the crux of esoteric 
Christianity. Yet just at this point Dr. 
Adler asserts that the “ human race has 
advanced beyond the point of view for 
which Christianity stands.” 

Having rejected socialism, because it 
gets power above right and kecause its 
program is provisional and not final, Dr. 
Adler took his stand on the ethical rule 
that one must so act as to elicit the best: 
fn others and thereby in one’s self. This 
is not very far different from Kant’s “treat 
every man as an end in himself and not 
as &@ means to an end”; but two chapters 
Geal with the author’s break with the 
ethics of Kant because he could not in- 
terpret Kant’s spiritual individualism into 
his own aim of social service. 

The outline of the dangers of democracy 
fn the chapter on “ The State” is one that 
politicians and statesmen would do well 
to read and ponder. The uses of pain, 
those sharp-pointed spears of frustration 
that so many of us must admit to our 
bosoms today, and the spiritual resigna- 
tion which can transform them into radi- 
ating shafts of light and courage are elo-

goes on to the suggestion that international 


commerce -can be used as a joint factor 
with the political measures of-the League 
to Enforce Peace to prevent wars of ag- 
gression and to stop economic causes of 
war. 

He has an interesting. chapter or two 
upon the democratizing influences exerted 
in every country by the development of 
commerce. Both democracy and com- 
merce, he says, “stand for co-operation 
in human relationship.” And he thinks 
that the commercial organization of the 
modern world has given a very important 
stimulus to the democratic idea, that, in 
fact, it “ explains much of the democratic 
progress that has been_ going on all ‘over 
the world.” Even in autocratic nations 
he sees “a steady democratic infusion 
from business that has profoundly af- 
fected politicd] thought.” 

Mr. Houston presents a well thought out 
plan by which, in a world organized on 
some such basis as that of the Leagues to 
Enforce Peace, all others nations could 
at once bring economic pressure to Dear 
on any nation that prepared to break the 
peace. Commerce is an _ international 
force whose pressure, he shows, can be 
exerted instantly. It is world-wide in ex- 
tent and its pressure can be made op- 
erative so quickly and so efficiently that 
he thinks it would usually prove suffi- 
cient to maintain the peace of the work. 
The smali volume of only 200 pages has 
in it so much marshalled fact, stimulative 


- thought, and practical suggestion that it 


is well worth the careful reading of every 
one who is interested in the question of 
how to lessen the danger of future wars.

RICK’s work has always been a 
puzzle. There are writers of fiction, as- 
suredly, whose literary finish, whose tech- 
nical skill, whose originality in the con- 
ception of plot and incident, whose in- 
cisiveness in character drawing entitle 
them to a place in the very front rank 
among novelists, but who fail, neverthe- 
Jess, to attract a large body of readers. 
Their work is “ caviare to the general.” 
They are not “ popular” perhaps for the 
very reason that their artistry is so fault- 
less, and their work is without’ any hint 
of that concession to the tastes of the 
“ groundlings ” that in some cases seems 
to insure a favorable hearing. Not by 
the widest stretch of the imagination, for 
instance, can we foresee a widespread de 
mand for the later novels of HENRY 
JaMEs, for instance, or for some, at least, 
of the novels of GroRGE MEREDITH. Yet 
both men are acclaimed—and justly—by 


T= somewhat scant popularity won 


literary critics as being fiction writers of. 


the: first order in excellence. But thetr 
work lacks that indefinable element we 
call popular appeal, and hence it is usually 
left severely alone by that maker of Ht- 
erary fortunes, the general reader.- On 
the other hand>~-there 4 authors whose 
work combines the highest literary quality 
with this element of popularity—Soorr, 
Dickens, THACKERAY, Balzac, Huco—and 
to them fame and fortune have been alike 
generous. It would be going much too far, 
undoubtedly, to attempt to place Mr. 
MERRICK with the Scotts and Balzacs of 
literature, but it is only fair to say that 
he emphatically does not belong to the 
class. whose work is in the highest degree 
artistic—and nothing more. Why, then, 
have not his books enjoyed a wider read- 
ing? Perhaps it is because in the last 
few years his more recent novels have not 
been published here. An author, it would 
seem, to be read—to be popular—must 
constantly be talked about. But in this 
matter of the publication of his books, we 
are glad to learn, LEONARD MERRICK is 
soon to have full justice done htm by the 
Duttons, who have announced a uniform 
edition of his works with introductions by 
well-known writera, such as Sir JamEs 
Bakgig, Sir ARTHUR PINERO, W. J. LockE, 
Bir WiLL1aM ROBERTSON NICOLL. 


HEN Mr. MERRICK was first read 
in this country he was favorably 
appraised by no less a critic than Mr. 

~ HowELLs, who called attention to “ the 

singular shapeliness” of hisgnovels. If 
he must be classified, he wht undoubt- 
edly have to be put with the realists— 
although that, after all, is a hopelessly 
vague and, in some redg,ects, meaning- 
less term. Evéry writer of good fic- 
tion is, in a certatfm sense, a realist, 
if by that designation we mean one 
who successfully “holds the mirror up 
to nature.” But“it i the way in which 
the mirror is held vm, apparently, that 
determines whether # not a fiction writer 
is a realist. And there is no doubt that 
Mr. Merzicn’s way of @ ing this is the 





right realist’s way. But there _js an 
artistic feeling in all that he writes, a sort 
of romantic flavor oftentimes, that lifts 
his work out of the strait, uncompromising 
field .of realism. ‘MERRICK and Zola, for 
instance, are sundered by many leagues 
of literary difference as to style, method, 
theme. For one thing, Mr. MEBRICH does 
not lack humor, and if he does not rose- 
color the dark gide of life he at least does 
not make his pictures unduly repulsive. 
Stage life is the theme of most—and the 


-_best—of. his books; and his manner of 


portraying actors, managers, stage hands 
is sufficiently different from the~conven- 
tional way of viewing such folk as they 
appear in the land of fiction to give to his 
books all the zest and merit of originality. 
Altogether, it is high time that Mr. MER- 
RICK’s novels and short stories should be 
brought in their entirety within reach of 
the American reading public, and the an- 
nouncement that they are about to be pub- 
lished in a uniform collected edition is 
news of decided interest. 


AS Ovip a short-story writer in the 
current acceptation of the term, that 

is, “in the light of modern technique? ” 
The question furnishes the theme for an 
interesting study by Mr. ALEXANDER KaADI- 
son in’ the Spring number of Poet Lore, 
from which we learn that “ OVID, could he 
but come to life once more today and 
write his charming stories in a modern 
tongue, with modern settings, might stand 
some chance with the editor of a con- 
temporary magazine devoted solely to the 
publication of short stories.” The con- 
ditions laid down as essential for OvmD’s 
success as a modern short-story writer are 
somewhat difficult—although altogether 
reasonable—and we imagine that the maga- 
zine editor of today would further insist 
that Ovi, in order to become “ available,” 
must stick to prose and forego his fond- 
ness for hexameters in the writing of fic- 
tion. But that is a detail easily sur- 
mounted, we imagine, in the event of the 
old Latin poet finding himself back again 
in literary harness. As the matter stands, 
however, Ovm’s stories, as they were 
actually written, are scarcely in the form 
—even in translation—required by the 
modern editor. The “ Metamorphoses ” 
was a favorite source book, we know, for 
SHAKESPEARE, and the entertainment af- 


forded by its pages are to this day inex- 
haustible. ‘ But is it not their romantic, old- 


time flavor that gives to these stories much | 


of their charm? Mr. Kabison takes Ovm’s 
story of “ Pyramis and Thisbe ” and con- 
tends that it is “a perfect example of the 
short story in the light of modern tech- 
nique.” ~And he proves his conten- 


‘tion by subjecting the old yarn to the 


twelve “ canons” laid down by Dr. EsEn- 
wEin in his work, “ Writing the Short 
Story.” “Pyramis and Thisbe” apparenlty 
stands the test, but—is the modern short 
story reducible to a formula? Who has 
the authority, after all, to erect this bed 
of Procrustes for the writer of this kind 
of fiction? It was not so very long ago, we 
remember, that O. HENRy, it was discov- 
ered, did not measure up to somebody's 
“canons.” Hence, he was not a writer of 
the true modern short story. But, ac- 
cording to the Procrustean standard, Ovi 
is. That leaves. O. HENRY as a writer of 
—what? 


have had a number of oulja board 

novels lately, and what ‘started the 
fad it is difficult to state definitely. Prob- 
ably the future historian of literature, see- 
ing things through a wider perspective, 
will have the clue to this passing eccen- 
tricity in our fiction—and will probably be 
able to explain its existence today. In the 
meantime, remembering MakK TwWaAIN’s 
militant attitude toward anything savoring 
of gpiritism, the fact that he, of all men, 
should have been chosen to use the ouija 
board for posthumous purposes, forms a 
decided noveity in this new kind of writ- 
ing. But the authorized publishers of 
Marx Twatn’s works, Harper & Brothers, 
are not going to let this last alleged 
“spirit novel” of his go by without. a 
protest. They have already brought suit 
against the publisher of the book—it is 
called “ Jap Herron "—and in so doing they 
believe that “the result of the litigation 
will be such as to serve notice on all stu- 
dents of the occult who have a literary 
trend of mind that they will have to select 
some life preserver other than MarRK TWAIN 
for the purpose of floating, or attempting 
to float their productions.” This particular 
novel, it appears, is not the only instance 
of “ alleged spirit communication for pub- 
lication purposes from MaRK TWAEN within 
the past year.” And it is largely to pre- 
vent some future ouija board from spelling 
out a Mark Twain Joke Book, we are told, 
that measures are bethg taken against

carry on to better effect the work he is 
unselfishly doing for the country and for 
humanity, and it will explain and justify 
some of the policies of President Wilson 
that have been misconstrued and .misrep- 
resented, and the perverted interpretation 
of them used for the purpose of belittling 
and. deriding his conduct of the Govern- 


‘ ment; and so will bring to his support a 
- better-informed and unified public opinion. 


The cynical and the material minded 
have persistently asked, ever since the 
fact of Colonel House's friendship with 
President Wilson became known, “ What 
is he getting out of it?’ and have refused 
to believe that some dark, under-the-sur- 
face, selfish purpose was not being ad- 
vanced. Possibly such people, -who spend 
too much time in slumming expeditions 
into their own minds, will not be con- 


* yineed by the exposition Mr. Smith makes 
- of Colonel House’s motives and purposes. 


But for all who are not hopelessly sub- 
merged in materialistic and selfish ideas 
the one-time puzzle should become plain. 
For the story of Colonel House's life, 
which the author tells from boyhood, re- 
veals a virile-minded man, keenly inter- 
ested all his life in history, politics, prob- 
lems of government, the advance of civili- 
zation, democratic theories and practice— 
all of them as they have concerned the 
nations of the world. . In addition, he has 
always been interested in people and has 
liked fo settle difficulties and bring about 
results. But he has never liked to be 
prominent in anything. What he has 
wanted has been to achieve something 
without having to be embarrassed and hin- 
dered by public acclaim. 

The stories of Colonel’ House’s great 
wealth, Mr. Smith says, are absurd, but 
he has enough income from‘ property 
left him by his father to support the 
modest style of living . which -he likes. 
One sees, therefore, that his motives are 
comparable with those of the captain of 
industry who keeps at his work when 
he no longer cares for the money it 
brings because he likes to achieve, to 
accomplish big results; comparable alsd 
with those of the statesman who sincerely 
desires the good of his country, and 
differing in methods only because Colonel 
House knows that he can work more ef- 
ficiently in the way he has chosen. Mr. 
Smith writes from intimate knowledge of 
his subject and long friendship with him, 
and throughout the book he insists upon 
Colonel House’s unvaryingly unselfish and 
patriotic purposes. 

Colonel House’s association with Pres- 
ident Wilson came about because he 
found that Mr. Wilson, while Governor 
of New Jersey, was working along lines 
in which he believed and for the estab- 
lishment of governmental policies: which 
had’ Jong interested him. There is a de- 
lightful. account of the first’ méeting of 





thé two men and of how surprised and 
pleagefl each one was to find in the other 
a& man who had been studying, thinking, 
and previsioning in a similar way about 
the subjects in which he also was most 
de&ply interested. ‘The end he set for 
himself,’’ says Mr. Smith, ‘“‘ when he first 
betame. Mr. Wilson’s friend, was to do 
all that he could to assist Mr. Wilson in 
the working out’ of the policies which 
both of them felt the cdéuntry needed. 
Personal credit wag the last thing Colonel 
House desired. It is something which 
means nothing to him now.” 

‘Interesting as the book ig in its presen- 
-tation of the personalities of two men of 
highest public consequence, it is of far 
more importance in its brief accounts of 
some of the policies of President Wilson 
and of the share Colonel House has had 
in putting them into effect. Among the 
most important and interesting of these 
revelations“is the account of how Pres- 
ident Wilson sent Colonel House to Eu- 
rope in the Spring of 1914 to confer with 
the chiefs of State in Berlin, Paris, and 
London over the portents of war, and 
to beg them to take all possible measures 
to prevent such a catastrophe. Both 
men, says Mr. Smith, had sensed the 
coming of war during the previous year. 
But neither in France nor in England 
did he find any willingness to believe in 
the probability of such a conflict. In 
both nations the governing authorities 
insisted that the peace of the world was 
secure.’ In Germany he found intense ex- 
citement among the military leaders, a 
certain hysteria in the air, and among 
the military chiefs a hardly suppressed 
longing for war. But they gave him fair 
words and said that Germany would not 
begin a war. The President’s conviction 
-of the danger of a European war, says 
Mr. Smith, was closely connected with 
his treatment of the trouble with Mex- 
ico. 

Mr. Smith takes up some of the impor- 
tant domestic legislation of President Wil- 
son’s first term, especially the Federal 
Reserve Bank act, and discloses some of 
the inside workings of the machinery by 
which it was prepared and made into law. 
But much more space is devoted to the 
endeavors of President Wilson to make 
possible peace between the warring Euro- 
pean nations and to the policies of co- 
operation with the Entente Allies, with 
which this country entered the conflict. 
Especially interesting and deserving of 
the widest reading is his exposition of 
how and why the President held back 
from war until the whole country was 
aroused and ready and he could be sure 
of a united public opinion in his support. 
In all these momentous events Colonel 
House had his share, most frequently that 
of smoothing out difficulties, getting : peo- 
ple to work together, persuading away 
antagonisms—a role if which, Mr. Smith 
shows, he has always, from his boyhood, 
been highly successful. 

At present Colonel House has under his 
supervision the work of preparing data 
for the use of the American Commission- 
ers to the peace conference that will one 
day come. Mr. Smith devotes an inspiring 
chapter to an account of the people and 
institutions that are carrying on this work 
under Colonel House and the importance 
of. what they are doing.

WHEN THE SOMME RAN RED. By A. 
Radclyffe Dugmore, F. R. G. S&S. F. R.

RADCLYFFE DUGMORE is a dis- 
e tinguished naturalist, as well known 
in this country as in England. He is a 
member of the New York Zoological So- 
ciety and the American. Museum of 
Natural History, and he has spent most 
of his life in scientific studies that have 
taken him over the biggest part of the 
globe and been reflected in his many books 
and articles on bisd and animal life. ‘He 
enlisted in the British Army @ tew days 
before his forty-fourth birthday. He was 
80 much over military age that it was not 
easy to get into the army; but he was 
determined to join in the fight against 
Germany. Behind this determination of a 
middle-aged scientist Hes a very simple 
thing—a visit to Belgium. Mr. Dugmore 
did not enlist with the declaration of war; 
it probably did not occur to him that, at 
the age of 44, he would enlist at all. Then 
he went to Belgium. After what he saw 
there it seemed to him that there was only 
one thing to do—bear arms himself against 
Germany. 

In “ When the Somme Ran Red” he 
tells the story of it all, fram the day in 
August, 1914, when his scientist’s mind 
led him to make a personal investigation 
of “ alleged German atrocites ” in connec- 


- tlon with the invasion of Bylgium, to the 


battle of the Somme in July, 1916, when 
he was gassed. It is a vivid story, a 
record of personal experience, as are 80 
many books from the war, but told with 
distinction and differing in much of its 
content from other personal chronicles. 


.Captain Dugmore’s reputation as a scien- 


tist, and the circumstances of his “ joining 
up,” give his story additional interest. 
He has some pertinent words for us all: 


We must expect to go through pe- 
riods of great strain and anxiety. Our 
endurance will, perhaps, be tested al- 
most to the point of breaking, but the 
knowledge of the righteousness of our 
cause, of the greatness of our re- 
sources, and, above all, mae wonderful 
spirit and determination our men 
who are engaged In the renting, and 


are so generously backing up the fight- 
ing forces, make ultimate victory a 
matter of certainty. The Hun can’ 
never triumph. Even though he were 
to force us out of France, even though 
he were to capture Paris, that will not 
bring him nearer to victory. * * * 

This is no time for finding fault, for 
trying to undermine the trust of the 
people in those who are making the 
herculean efforts that have surprised 
the world. It is time for doing things, 
great or small, according to the indli- 
vidual ability. If every one will do his 
utmost and keep his tongue In check 
our task will be the easier. We shall 
shorten the days of the war, and wiil 
reap the benefits for which we have 
shed our blood and treasure. 


The book is well illustrated and inter- 
esting throughout.

HE war has made plain as never be- 

fore, Dr. Jastrow reminds us, that 
the “strength and directions of men’s 
convictions—authoritatively formulated as 
loyalties—furnish the decésive :sotive pow- 
er of ‘the world’s energies.” Such a re- 
minder offers guarantee enorgh for the 
pertinent imterest of a book on “the 
psychology of conviction " nowadays. Dr. 
Jastrow’s collection of papers on the gen- 
eral theme of “ beliefs and attitudes ” is in- 
deed timely and significant. 

The first essay which bearg ® Ste ef 
the book, outlines the method of :tudy ang 
the nature of the volune’s content: 

The psychology of come gion surveys 
the play of forces that the aims 
of men, however fine-spun or rough- 
hewn. The spirit of the survey is 
analytic; its method utilizes the histor- 
fcal retrospect, studying beliefs that 





once have lived and flourished, but in- 
terprets them by insight into the mo- 
tives of corivictions warmly vital, prag- 
matically alive, Gapeneng mingled 
profit and loss. Living beliefs, cher- 
ished and effective, alone supply ade- 

quate ms for study. * 

The criterion throughout is eae: 

‘What men do depends upon what they 

believe, and how they feel; their 

thoughts and feelings are important be- 
cause they affect their actions. — 

One of the most interesting essays in the 
book is that on “ Militarism and Pacifism,” 
in which, after examining the arguments 
and beliefs of both sides, Dr. Jastrow ex- 
plains that Germany’s conduct has killed 
her own militaristic cause, and adds: 


We become reasonably convinced that 
if pacifism limited to a conviction 
that at all hazards war must instantly 
cease and our own swords be turned 
to plowshares, whether the swords 
of the enemy be sheathed or sharpened, 
such narrowness of vision makes any 
approximation to peace infinitely re- 
mote. * * * Pacifism calls for its 
heroes in no uncertain tones, calls for 
them in the thunder of war to enlist in 
the army of the embattled nations re- 
solved to win the war that shall end 
war.

company of Russian soldiers, and he tells 
about them and about his Russian friends 
and acquaintances and the casual meet- 
ings and partings of daily life with minute 
realism, but with an eye always for the 
piquant, the characteristic, the interest- 
ing, or the grotesque, that makes his nar- 
rative beguiling, at whatever page one 
opens it. The March. revolution took place 
during his service, and the graphic pict- 
ures he presents of the steady disintegra- 
tion of the fighting quality of the soldiers 
is a real contribution to the subject of 
Russia’s collapse. So also is his account 
of the propaganda carried on by the op- 
posing German troops as the two lines 
faced each other. 

Mrs. Sonia E. Howe is a woman of Rus- 
sian birth and upbringing, who since her 
marriage to an English clergyman has 
lived in England. She has written several 
books on Russia and Russian history. 
This present volume is the outcome of a 
4ourney she made to Russia in 1916 in an 
effort to induce the Russian Government 
to release itg political prisoners. Subse- 
quent events made the journey and its 
results of little consequence, but there is 
real value in her book because of its 
graphic snapshot pictures of Russian peo- 
ple, Russian life, and Russian feeling only 
a few months before the great upheaval.

be all but free. 

The delay is partially accounted for 
by the nature of the terrain over which 
must pass the Austrian-armies before 
they ean reach their goal—the Italian 
Army. Not only are the commuications 
difficult and most of the country moun- 
tainous, but this year—this vital year— 
the weather favored Italy. Ordinarily 
the last snows come the last week in 
April or the first week in May. This 
year heavy snows fell until the end of 
May. The first week of June had come 
and gone before the roads were pase 
“able. 

However, there was a more potent 
reason even than Alpine snows and im- 
passable roads to make Austria wait. 
For three months she has been — 
for an easier way to end the war than 
charging head-on the embattled anor

and the Po. All the secret Italo-Aus- 
trian diplomacy of the last three months 
will some day be spread on the record, 
and we shall then know positively what 
can only be indefinitely stated today— 
that Austria sought to buy Italy off be- 
fore she tried to crush her armies.

Deputies, Premier Orlando made a 
guarded announcement that the Ministry 
had finally and definitely refused the 
Austrian peace proposals. This was

knowledge in Italian inner circles of the

What were the Austrian proposals? 
It is stated in this country, on the high- 
est authority, that they were of the most 
liberal character and that they offered 
to Italy almost all that she might hope 
te gain by any military conquest; that 
they included an outright cession of 
nearly all the Italian-claimed territory 
in the north, an agreement on the part 
of the Dual Monarchy to lift all politi- 
cal bans on all Austro-Hungarian citi- 
zens of Italian extraction, and an adju- 
dication of the disputes in the Trentine 
that would be satisfactory to Italy, while

Did the Italian Ministry reject these 
_ Apparently not. 
Just when they were made is not clear, 
but probably the negotiations began 
shortly after the successful Austrian of- 
fensive of last October. Apparently the 
Austrian Government placed great hopes 
in their success. Taking into considera- 
tion the fact that their refusal was not 
announced by Orlando until June 15 and 
that the Austrian offensive began only 
the day before, is it too much to conclude 
that the Austro-Hungarian military 
forces waited long and patiently for the 
Foreign. Office, in the hope that they 
would never have to’ strike at all? 

In any event, Austria reversed the 
grand tacties of her German master. 
Her peace offensive antedated her mili- 
tary offensive. Her military blow 
launched last week was her last resort, 
not her first. She has already received 
and placed on file the answer to her peace 


offensive, and it can be easily reached at 
any moment for future reference. 

Italy is not to be bought off. How 
any mind, except one Teutonically 
tutored, could have expected that she 
would be amenable to projects of barter 
and sale at this time is inconceivable. 
She had her chance in 1915, before a life 
was lost or a lire spent, to remain an 
actual as she had been a technical ally 
of the Central Powers, and she could 
then have had a fair, round price merely 
for remaining neutral. The events of tke 
last two years have proved that she is a 
faithful, equal partner in the Entente, 


- and no event has more distinctly proved 


it than her triumphant emergence from 
that subterranean exploit, unknown to 
the public, in which she has been en- 
gaged for the last few months. “On the 
firing line with Judas” is the fanciful 
way in which an Italian in New York 
retently described this diplomatic ad- 
venture. 

Now they are in the open, inspired by 
the free air descending from the Alps, on 
the firing line against the armies direct- 
ed by Hoetzendorf and Baroevic, and 
led by their indomitable trio, . Diaz, 
Badoglio, and Giardino. 

Nominally General Foch has control 
in Italy, as he has in France. But this 
control must needs be, at least in actual 
battle, only nominal. It would be more 
intimate if the Italians were attacking, 
but, when they are on the defensive, it is 
‘probably impracticable for Foch even to 
advise, His functions concern, chiefly, 
the decision, which has been already 


- reached, as to the extent of French, Eng- 


lish, and American participation in the 
Italian campaign. The English have at 
least one division, and possibly two, on 
the Italian firing line. The French have 
an equal number. If any Americans 
have been sent there they have gone 
since the battle began, which is not 
likely. 

The public mind in America was pre- 
pared for a setback along the Piave. 
Two reasons accounted for this—the 
serious Italian reverse of last October 
and the fact that we have become ac- 
eustomed te heavy initial successes for 


_ the enemy im his drives, and the German 


advances in France had caused a tenden- 
cy to accept as true the dictum that the 
enemy is to be expected to have an 
initial success whenever he starts an 
offensive. 

There are striking differences between 
the situation in Italy today and the situ- 
ation there last Fall as well as between 
the present Italian situation and the 
French situation of this Summer. 

Compare Italy’s line today with that ; 
held by her eight months ago. . Then 
Italy had the chief disadvantages to 
contend with. Her line was sharply 
convex, offering a most vulnerable angle 
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for attack, an angle placed in almost 
inaccessible mountain regions where 
transport was most difficult. The line 
was exceedingly long. At the beginning 
of the October drive, it was longer than 
the combined French-American-English- 
Belgian line from Switzerland to the 
Channel—485 miles as against 435 miles 
in France. 

Note the difference today: The Ital- 
ian line of June, 1918; #% less than half 
as long as that of October, 1917. It 
measures, approximately, only 200 miles 
from Capo Sile to the River Adige, and 
is much easier to defend. At the same 
time, the interior lines of transport and 
communication are surely better than 
they were eight months ago. Not only 
does the quality of the terrain and the 
contour of the country facilitate this, 
but the added months of preparation and 
the timely assistance of the Allies and 
America add immeasurably to _ the 
strength of the Italian lines now as 
compared with the extended “air” line 
into the Alps of last Autumn. 

Perhaps even more important than 
the essential military values are the 
moral forces at the Italian back. Up 
there in the clouds, where they were 
fighting eight months ago, there was 
only altitude to chill and scanty re- 
serves to reinforce a line overwhelmed. 
Today the Italians are battling partly 
in the midst of Italy’s fertile fields and 
are surrounded by multitudinous Italian 
villages, while at their immediate rear 
lie the rich cities of Padua, Vicenza, 
Treviso, Bassano, Venice, Brescia, and 
Milan, whose inhabitants are devoutly 
praying day and night for victory. 

In the midst of their own, inspired by 
the cries of their fatherland, the Italians 
are battling to a standstill the Huns who, 
¢ again, after 1,500 years, threaten Rome 
itself. , 

Despite the fact that Austria has, at 


last, after nearly four years, concen- 
trated nearly her entire military strength 
on one front, the disparity between it and 
the Italian strength is not very great. 
The Austrians probabiy have brought 
into the line, either in actual battle or 
in immediate reserve, at least seventy 
and perhaps as many as eighty-five divi- 
sions, aggregating—if we assume an 
Austrian division to have the maximum 
of 20,000—between 1,400,000 and 1,700,- 
000 men. To meet this great force Italy, 
with her allies, has practically equal 
strength, and once the initial shock has 
spent itself, the question of supremacy 
will narrow down to two phases—leader- 
ship and morale. 

For leadership, the Italians look to 
General Diaz, who now is facing his su- 
preme test. His Chief of Staff is the 
famous General Badoglio, the artillery 
officer of forty-six, whose sensational 
success. has given him the reputation of 
being an inspired commander. The 
third in command 
ie General Giar- 
dino, once Minister 
of War. Diaz is a 
Neapolitan, Giar- 
dino a Roman, Ba- 
doglio. a Piedmont- 
ese—thus they 
represent the 
south, centre, and 
north of Italy. 
The Italian nobil- 
ity is represented 
ably by the Duke 
of Aosta, cousin of 
the King, who com- 
mands the 3d 
Army. 

Thoagh Hoetz- 
endorf, the aged 
strategist of the 
Austrian Army, is 
said to have out-

lined the campaign, it is being 
prosecuted by Field Marshal Boroevic. 
Among the commanders under him are 
the two Archdukes, Joseph and Maximil- 
ian, the Prince of Schoenburg, and Gen- 
erals Kirchbach; Wurm, and Henriquez. 

The grave and important question at 
issue is one of morale. Neither side has 
been certain of the morale of its troops. 
The Italians, disastrously defeated eight 
months ago, and victimized constantly 
by an: insidious propaganda, are being 
watched now, in the white heat of battle, 
by the solicitous eyes of hundreds of 
millions, anxiously awaiting a complete 
demoustration of reawakened morale. 

Thet the Italians were thrown out of 
gear last Fall, and sadly disillusionized 
the allicd world, is one of the tragedies 
of the war. 

Have they “come back”? The cheers 
in the Italian Chamber of Deputies an- 
nouncing the initial successes of the 
armies at the front would seem to say 
unmistakably that 
they have. They 
certainly broke the 
first Austrian at- 
tack. And it is the 
common experience 
of the war that 
the final success 
of an attack is 
measured by its 
first six or eight 
hours. 

However, if there 
was some doubt of 
how the Italian 
Army would be- 
have, there has 
been even greater 
doubt of what the 
Austrian Army 
would do and how 
it would stand up 
under severe pun- 


ishment.. It is not one homogeneous 
mass of military efficiency, like the Ger- 
man Army. -Composed of many differ- 
ent nationalities, many of them more 
antagonistic to,each other than to the 
Italians, is it any wonder that the Aus- 
trian staff is often perplexed as to a 
correct military procedure?. Was it ap- 
prehension of what might happen in 
théir own ranks that caused the Aus- 
trians to attack along practically the 
ontire front? Or was it the more ‘or 
less slipshod method of striking every- 
where at random in the hope of finding 
a weak spot on which to concentrate? 

Whatever the cause, it must be noted 
that the Austrian attack was unprece- 
dented in the length of its front. The 
Germans seldom attack along more: than 
twenty miles at a time. The Austrians 
started on a front little less than 100 
miles, or along almost half of the entire 
Italian line. This formed an operation 
more than twice as ambitious as Luden- 
dorff’s most grandiose attempt. 

Why? Was it a purely military rea- 
son that caused the Austrians to thin 
their front ranks to only 3,000 or 4,000 


-men to the mile instead of the customary 


10,000 men to the mile, which the Ger- 
mans have repeatedly used? 

Or was it to keep the whole army oc- 
cupied and give no chance to Czechs or 
Slavs or Moravians or Bohemians or 
Croatians to become restless? Or was 
it, perhaps, in addition, a political as well 
as a military gesture, designed to fill the 
eyez of the whole empire with an over- 
powering spectacle of military unity, a 
silent, subtle threat to the strikers and 
malcontents and revolutionaries and 
starving hordes at home, saying to them, 
in effect: “Take care! Even if we do 


_not crush the Italians, we still hold in 


perfect coptrol a force more than suffi- 
cient to avert any internal peril to the 
throne?” | 
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AROUSED TO THE PERIL. OF WAR GAS 


Washington Is Busy Atoning for Lost Time—Senator Hitchcock Says Our Men 
Will Soon Begin to Get Deadliest “ Mustard” Shells 


Washington has there been such a 

growth of ‘interest—both within the 
‘War Department and without it—as in 
the development of the gas warfare 
service. Upon this department may be 
thrust an expansion something like that 
which the airplane has undergone. Ger- 
many has forced the’ issue in this bar- 
barous way of fighting, just as she has 
in bombing unfortified towns from air- 
craft and in sinking unarmed merchant 
ships. - Upon the discovery and use of 
new poisonous gases she is evidently cen- 
tring more and more energy. 

Gas, it is said, has been the chief factor 
in the recent German gains. It was gas 
that opened the way for Germany to win 
back the ground at Cambrai. With every 
general attack in the drive of 1918 there 
has been a gas strategy, evidently worked 
out with the greatest care as a main 
part of the plans. Special gas manoeuvres 
were designed to meet special situations. 
One of these was the use of what is called 
ephemeral gases; that is, gases which 
quickly evaporated, timed so that their 
poisonous effects would disappear before 
the arrival of the oncoming German 
troops. 

Poison gases of long duration were dis- 
tributed over the allied territory, accord- 
ing to a zone system. Some zones were 
drenched, others were left free. Maps, 
supplied to the German soldiers in the 
attacking party, indicated which zones 
were safe for them to enter. Such maps 


T no other branch of war work at 


have been found on German prisoners | 


most recently captured. ' 

The growing importance of gas war- 
fare is shown most of all by the ex- 
traordinary increase in the number of 
gas shells used now in comparison with 
a year ago. Great areas are drenched 
with gas for hours. It is_ esti-~ 
mated that the r of gas shells 
used in’ general attacks has risen from 
less than 5 per cent. a year ago, in com- 
parison with the total, to 25 per cent., 
and even higher. Some estimates are as 
high as 60 per cent. With neither the 
German nor the Allies nor our own army 
is the discharge of 15,000 shells in one 
eontinuous firing considered remarka- 
ble. Sometimes the number has run 


into several hundred thousand. 


All this points to an immense output 
of gas shells by the United States and 
a highly developed strategy in poison 
gases in order to beat the Germans at 
their own game. What has been done 
thus far? A short time ago the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs appoint- 
ed a sub-committee to inquire into this 
situation in view of the evident increas- 
ing importance of gas warfare as 
brought out in the first German drive 
of the past Spring. The committee has 
had numerous witnesses at its meetings. 
Senator Gilbert M. Hitchcock, Chairman 
of the sub-committee, when asked for his 
views in Washington the other day as 
to what progress was being made in the 
development of gas warfare by the War 
Department, gave on the whole an opin- 
ion that is reassuring and encouraging, 
though what he said was also not with- 
out some sharp criticism. ° 

“1 think, from what I have learned,” 
said Senator Hitchcock, “ that we will be 
producing large quantities of gas soon, 
but it is deplorable that the War De- 
partment did not take action sooner. 
Somebody in the department should have 
appreciated, a year ago, the enopmous 
importance that gas was to play in this 
war. 

“ Plans for the production of gas on a 
large scale should have been made then, 
and should have been developed along 
with the research work, so that there 


would have been no delay in putting to 
use against Germany. the accomplish- 
ments of the chemists who were engaged 
on this problem. The research work was 
promptly started by the Bureau of Mines, 
and has been admirably conducted, with, 
as I understand it, promise of notable re- 
sults when discoveries that have been 
made reach the production stage. But 
the details, of course, have been kept in 
strictest secrecy. 

“In the Medical Department also, un- 
der several heads, and in the Bureau of 
Standards, gas defense work was started 
early, but there was no close co-operation 
in the work done by different bureaus of 
different departments. A director of 
gas should have been appointed by the 
War Department last Summer, and the 
research and production sides co-ordi- 
nated from the start, under the concep- 
tion that it was to become one of the 
major activities of the War Department. 

“ That is what is being done now, un- 


the realization that it is one of the great 
factors in this war and that supremacy in 


it may have a decisive bearjng on the 


result. I do not think it is an exaggera- 
tion to say that twenty times as many 
gas shells are used as were used a year 
ago. On a seven-mile sector, in a re- 
cent drive, the Germans discharged 125,- 
000 twelve-pound shells in one day. This 
gives an idea of what our requirements 
are to be. So far our shipments of gas 
to France have-not been large. We have 
sent over some in containers, with which 
French shells have been filled for our 
use. We have also shipped material to 
the French for the making of gas.” 

“Have any gas shells been shipped 
over?” 

“No, not yet. There were technical 
difficulties to be overcome in the manu- 
facture of the shell. A special shell; of 


course, is required. One difficulty was, - 


as I understand it, in fixing the cham- 
bers so that the gas would not leak into 
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——der the direction of Major Gen. Will- 


iam L. Sibert, whe was placed at the 
head of the gas division a short time ago. 
I think the work is being well done. 
Every effort apparently is being made to 
make up for the delays of the past. I do 
not wish to be considered as criticising 
any of the men in charge now. The 
blame for the delay dates back to last 
Summer, or before the resurrection of 
the War Department this Spring, and I 
wish to speak especially in praise of Mr. 
Crowell and Mr. Stettinius. 

“ Until recently we have looked on gas 
too much from the defensive side, and 
our early work apparently was mainly 
along that line. It is of the first impor- 
tance that we develop it as an offensive 
weapon, that we prepare to meet the 
German attacks shell for shell and beat 
them at it. Neither France nor Great 
Britain has made gas on more than a 
small scale, in comparison with the Ger- 
mans. In fact, they and we have been a 
lap behind“the Germans all the time. 

“First, the Germans blew gas at us 
through a pipe. By the time the Allies 
had devised the pipe and were sending 
out gas at the enemy in that way the 
Germans had advanced in gas warfare 
to the point that they were able to throw 
it in three-inch shells to the front lines 


Germans were putting it in six and nine 
inch shells and shooting it behind our 
lines, seven miles back and further. I 
think the next step will be the dropping 
of gas shells from airplanes. — 

“It was gas, I think, that enabled the 
Germans to get through in the recent 
drives. We must make our plans with 


the exploding part; there was also some 
trouble connected with the exploding 
agency, or ‘booster.’ These difficulties 
have been worked out, so that production 
plans can be carried out without further 
delay. By next Fall,I think, we shall be 
producing both gas and shells in large 
quantities.” 

Over no branch of work in the War 


Department is so much secrecy thrown 


as that of gas warfare, and for obvious 
reasons. The location of the plants for 
the manufacture of gas is not made 
known. The largest one will cost several 
millions of dollars. Even a greater 
secrecy surrounds the research work, for 
the element of success in gas warfare is 
surprise. It is said that more than twen- 
ty different gases have been used thus 
far in the war in Europe, and as fast as 
the Germans send out a new one against 
the Allies or our forces a sample is dis- 
patched to this country to be analyzed 
by the American chemists working under 
the Bureau of Mines at the American 
University near Washington. There are 
more than 1,000 of these men, most of 
them volunteers, and including the lead- 
ing chemists in the country. 

In analyzing the gas the search is to 
find: a neutralizer which will destroy the 
harmful properties. This is the princi- 
ple of the gas mask, to place an inter- 
vening. neutralizing screen between the 
soldier the poisoned air. The first 
one was a piece of wet cloth placed over 
the nose and eyes. It worked because 
chlorine gas, the first used by the Ger- 
mans, at Ypres three years ago, dis- 
solved readily in water. Since then the 
contest, in one of its forms, has been be- 
tween gases and masks, each new gas 
aiming to destroy the protection of the 


mask. The American chemists, it is re- 
ported, have been successful in finding 
neutralizers for German gases, as well 
as in the discovery of original gas weap- 
ons against the Germans. One of the 
chemists predicted a few days ago that a 
preventive would soon be found against 
mustard gas, indicating that this was 
the only one up to that time that re- 
mained unsolvea. 

There is no better illustration of the 
diabolical ingenuity of the Germans than 
the mustard gas. One protection against 


“it made by the War Department is an oil 


suit which incloses the soldier from head 
to foot, with straps under the shoes and 
a hood over the head, The suits are in- 
tended especially for men who handle 
guns behind the front lines, as their pro- 
tection is of great importance in resist- 
ing an attack of the enemy. The suits 
are so heavy as to be uncomfortable in 
hot weather, and are not. likely to be 
adopted for general use. 

On the defense side of gas warfare the 
War Department lost little time. In 
May, 1917, the Secretary of War directed 
the Surgeon General to supply the army 
with gas masks. A month. later the gas 
defense service was organized as a part 
of the Sanitary Corps, and the first offi- 
cer in charge was commissioned as a 
Major. It took almost a year before it 
had. grown to the importance that a 
Major General was placed in charge of 
the whole gas division. 

There are now two large factories for 
the turning out of gas masks for men. 
They have been in operation since Jan. 1. 
Each mask is carefully inspected, as the 
slightest leak might prove fatal. Re- 
cently a factory for the manufacture of 
horse masks was completed. It turns out 
5,000 a day. They are being sent to 
France in large numbers, and it is ex- 
pected that within a short time every 
horse connected with the American Ex- 
peditionary Force will be equipped with 
the new masks. They are odorless, 
though impregnated with chemicals to 
neutralize all known gases that would 
affect horses. An advantage, in com- 
parison with other masks for horses, is 
that they can be placed securely on the 
heads of horses which are wearing har- 
ness. Many horses have been overcome 
by gas because they were not wearing 
harness, to which other types of masks 
were attached. 

There are many different kinds of 
masks, probably a score, not counting 
those which have become obsolete. The 
mask being* supplied to. the American 
soldiers is the best of all, it is claimed. 
It is known as the box respirator type. 
A recent improvement is a hood of rub- 
ber fabric that gas not penetrate. 
The eyes are of glass, instead of cellu- 
loid as formerly used; the glass is made 
in layers, with celluloid between, so that 
should the glass crack it would be pre- 
vented from shattering. All breathing is 
through the mouth, pincers shutting up 
the nostrils. The gas-charged air enters 
through the bottom of the canister, where 
by means of neutralizing chemicals :t is 
purified. From the top of the canister 
the air passes into a rubber tube, and 
thence it is drawn by means of a rubber 
mouthpiece into the lungs of the wearer. 
There is a one-way shutter valve in the 
hood, through which the breath comes 
out. The mask was designed to preserve 
the life of the soldier for ten hours. Im- 
provements will probably extend this 
period, in order to lessen the danger 
from any kind of surprise attack. 

It is a credit to American ingenuity 
that the respirator type of mask, recog- 
nized as the most successful, was orig- 
inated by the Bureau of Mines of the 
Department of the Interior for rescue 
work in mines. The Germans adopted it 
as a defense in gas warfare, as did the 
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French, with modifications. The experts 
in the Bureau of Mines who invented the 
mask went to work on it, after we en- 
_ tered the war, to improve it in the ,high- 
est degree possible as a military gas 
mask. There is another kind of mask 
known as the “emergency.” It is for use 
behind the lines, at some distance from 
the front, where, until the Germans be- 
gan to throw gas shells ten miles or more 
behind the lines, the danger was less. 
The “ emergency ” covers the head like a 
helmet. The wearer breathes through the 
fabric of the headpiece, which has been 
soaked in chemicals to neutralize the poi- 
son gases. The protection such a mask 
affords is about three hours. Facilities 
for the manufacture of masks are said 
already to be on a scale extensive enough 
not only to meet our own needs, but also 
those of the Allies if necessary. 
The training of our soldiers in gas de- 
fense before they go abroad was early 
taken up by the War Department and 
has been expanded to meet the needs of 
the growing army.

A Changed World for the Women of France 


Stephane Lauzanne Tells of Their New Social, Economic, and Political Status—Demand 
for the Ballot Is Unlikely, but He Predicts Less F rivolity and More Charity 


By WILLIAM H. CRAWFORD. 

O you want me to tell you about the 
women of France,” said Stephane 
Lauzanne, editor of Le Matin of 
Paris. “Well, if it will please 

Americans to know what the women of 
France have done, are doing, and will do, 
then it is a privilege to give them my 
opinion. 

“ Americans have ‘never grasped our 
social organization or the position of our 
women prior to the war. France is a 
true democracy; we have no insurmount- 
able barriers of caste. Any man, regard- 
less of his former station in life, can rise 
to the top if he has it in him. The posi- 
tion of the Frenchwoman naturally rises 
with that of her husband. 

“Frenchwomen were divided into two 
classes—those who worked and those who 
did not. This division was not based on 
caste, but on the state of her husband’s 
finance. Frenchwomen had no false 
pride, however, about the indignity of 
’ fabor. The wives of even the moderately 
well to do co-operated in the work of 
their husbands. If he was a farmer she 
helped him in the fields. If he kept a 
’ shop she was his saleswoman, but she 
was not a wage earner, her work was as 
her husband’s assistant. Those women 
who were forced to work outside of the 
household were engaged in tasks pertain- 
ing to women’s affairs,such as dressmak- 
{ng, millinery, flowers, and as ladies’ 
maids. These outside workers were so 
few the proportion was negligible. 

“It may be said, therefore, that the 
women of France were not independent 
wage earners. Even the professions into 
which the women of America have entered 
so thoroughly did not appeal to our 
_ womanhood. As a proof of this, all re- 
strictions preventing women from prac- 
ticing law in France were removed some 
twelve years ago, yet only three women 
in Paris have availed themselves of the 
privilege. The women of France were 


satisfied to be the helpmates for their 
husbands. They saved with him,, and 
for him; they worked as faithful junior 
partners; their highest aims were to be 
good housewives and to raise their chil- 
dren to be industrious and thrifty citi- 
zens. 

“ Next let us consider their social posi- 
tion, which was a direct outcome of their 
economic status. As a French girl was 
ofthe dependent or-clinging-vine-type, 
her parents looked around for the oak on 
Which she was to lean while she was still 


of the contracting parties. The old folk 
were not influenced by the vagaries of 
love or the grand passion; consequently 
there were few ill-advised marriages. 

_ “ Our girls were raised carefully: Due 
to the influence of the Church and public 
sentiment, our young girls were kept 
more in séclusion than they are in Amer- 


ica. They did not have the same liberties, 


nor were they allowed to have a separate 


‘social position. There was not the same 


freedom of intercourse between the sexes 
as there is in America. The Frenchman 
is democratic abroad, conservative at 
home. Family ties are sacred, and not 
every acquaintance is admitted tq the 
family circle. Our women, therefore, 
were largely restricted in their social re- 
lationship to the immediate friends of 
the family, always selected by the men 
of the house. After her marriage, she 
became a definite part of her husband’s 
life and social activities. 

“There was very little illiteracy in 
France. For years we have had com- 
pulsory education, but the training of 
our girls differed very much from that 
given to the-boys. To the girls was given 
a solid foundation, and then they learned 
the things that would enable them to be- 
come good housewives. It was a utili- 
tarian education, but the one that best 
fitted them to occupy the sphere for 


which they were intended. A very large 
proportien of the girls were educated in 
the convents under strict religious super- 
vision. 

“Except ‘for the few literary and 
artistic cliques around the city, our 
women took no interest in politics. They 
were perfectly satisfied to let the men 
do the voting.” M. Lauzanne paused, 
and the interviewer suggested that he 


~had- not-epoken -of-the-morals-of -France. 
“Oh, yes,” he said, “I think our moral © 


standards ‘are very high, due to the care- 
upbringing of our girls, their early 
their convent breeding, and 
the seclusion of their home life. The 
Frenchwoman has not had as many op- 
portunities for unconventional friend- 
ships, nor as many temptations as her 
more independent sisters. — 

“This brings our womanhood down to 
the beginning of the war. What has 
happened to her since that may change 
her future life? What war work has she 
done, what hardships borne, or what old 
and established customs broken as the 
result of the war? 

“The declaration of war came as a 
clap of thunder out of a clear sky. Men 
were ordered to mobilize; there was no 
delay; dropping at once their customary 
vocations and leaving their unfinished 
business: to their wives, they proceeded 
to the front to battle gloriously for 
France. The women have not been one 
whit less patriotic, less self-sacrificing, 
or less brave. Their unaccustomed hands

Let me tell 
you a few instances out of many thou- 
sands. 

“Mme. Castelnau, wife of the dis- 
tinguished General and hero of Nancy, 
had four sons; three of them had already 
fallen, none was left but her baby boy, 
the idol of her heart. When the news 
came from the front that he, too, had 
died for France, a curé whom she had 


~Jong- known-.and- revered -was sent to tell 


her of this last and crushing blow. He 
did so as gently as he could, and added 
that all the women of France were weep- 
ing with her. Her eyes flashed proudly 
as she replied: ‘No, father, you are 
mistaken; they envy me the blessed priv- 
ilege of having given four sons to 
France.’ 

“Then here is a story from the other 
end of the social ladder. The Govern- 
ment provided that a man who was the 
father of six or more children might re- 
turn home. One soldier took advantage 
of the exemption, but his wife indig- 
nantly told him: ‘Go back and fight for 
your country; I will take care of the 
children.’ 

“The bravery of the women of France- 
was demonstrated by those who lived in 
the Champagne district, between the 
lines. . Did the women forsake their vine- 
yards on account of the bursting German 
shells? They did not. When the can- 
nonading was heavy they would lie flat on 
the ground, and as soon as there was a 
lull they would be up attending to their 
vines. The women of one town never 
closed their shops while the battle raged 
around that city. They blockaded their 
windows with sandbags, and by the light 
of candles continued to do business. 

“Those women who were economically 
independent volunteered for charitable 
work without pay. This included nurs- 
ing, hospital service, the retraining of 
maimed and crippled soldiers to earn 
their living at some new trade. One of 
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the first institutions organized, and one 
that has done glorious work, is the Amer- 
ican Hospital. It is supported by women 
of American origin now living in France. 
I am proud to say that my wife belongs 
to this class of splendid American women.

Let me 
you some figures to show how it 
grown. Early in the war the Société 
Secours aux Blesses had 375 hospi 
and 17,929-beds; today they have 796 hos- 
pitals with 67,000 beds, and a voluntary 
staff of 15,000, of whom 3,000 are in the 
military hospitals. Since the beginning 
of the war this society has expended 
38,700,000 francs of its own funds. On

Church and State practically all the 
nursing was in the hands of the nuns. 
These devoted women who had forsaken 
the world and given their lives to help- 
ing mankind were much loved and re- 
spected. After they were gone their posi- 
tions had to be filled by secular nurses. 
This change was not satisfactory, because 
no well-to-do Frenchman would permit 
his daughter to engage in any work for 
which she was paid; therefore, the nurs- 
ing ranks were not filled with the women 
of the same high standard as they are 
in America, but the necessity of Prance 
has breught ferth noble women te care 
for our heroes. / 

“ Other women undertook the physical 
labor necessary for the continuance of 
our industries, and I frankly say that 
had it not been for their assistance it 
would have been impossible for France 
to have continued in the war until now. 
There was no necessity of conscripting 
our women. They saw their duty and. 
have done it bravely. They took up the 
burdens laid down by the men. In the 
wealthier class the women who former- 
ly had led lives of leisure went down to 
the factories and took immediate super- 
vision. The farmer’s wife who had al- 


ways helped her husband in the field . 


‘now did double duty; she rose earlier 
and worked later. In addition to her 
other duties she was now the business 
‘head of the house and attended to all 
financial matters... If she was a shop- 
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keeper’s wife, she was transferred from 
head saleslady to manager of the busi- 





an allotment of about 50 cents a day 
and 25 cents additional for each child 
to care for thé dependents of the men 
in the army, provided they were not self- 
supporting. The majority of the women 
refused to take the Government’s gratui- 
ty, preferring to care for themselves 


and at the same time assist the Gev- © 


ernment by their work. The pay was 
about $2 a day. 

“The dressmakers, servant girls, and 
others who had been making about 75 
or 80 cents a day gladly undertook the 
new work. .Many a woman who never 
before earned any money of her own is 
now enjoying her first experience as a 
wage earner. They are reveling in their 
new-found economie independence. At 
first they spent their money very freely 
for women’s furbelows, but the inherent 
thrift of the French Nation has asserted 
itself, and the latest report is that they 
are saving their money. ‘They are put- 
ting it in the savings banks, which, to- 
day, are carrying larger deposits than 
ever before, regardless of the fact that 
we have raised $20,000,000,000 to finance 
the war, $18,000,000,000 of which came 
from our people., Mogt of this saving 
has been the result of the economic 
management of the women. 

“ What is going to be the result of this 
entire change in her economic position, 
now no longer a satellite to her husband, 
a dependent upon him, but an industrial 
wage-earning unit? Will she be satisfied 
to drop.back into her former position 


when the men return to civil life, pre- 
pared to take their old jobs? 

“The wealthier classes will return to 
their homes, but their souls have been 
awakened, they more thoroughly under- 
stand the brotherhood of man, and it is 
doubtful whether they will ever return to 
their careless indifference as to how the 
other half lives. There will be less frivol- 


- husband’s businesses, like the good stew- 


ard of the parable, will turn over the 
talent intrusted to them with the talents 
earned under their management, but it 
is doubtful whether they will ever be the 
same nonentities that they were before. 
They have demonstrated such superior 


. business acumen that their husbands will

“The. future of the wage-earning 
class is less certain. They will not will- 
ingly give up their economic independ-

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ence or accept their former meagre wage; - 


however, they will meet the opposition 
of the trade unions which will attempt to 
deprive them of their profitable posi- 
tions. The final result will probably be 
that in organized trades the women will 
be supplanted by the men, and in unor- 
ganized trades the women will continue 
at their posts. It is further probable that 
there will be a division of the kinds of 
labor allotted to each. The women will 
do the lighter work requiring accuracy 
and precision, and the men will do. the 
work that is heavier and essentially 
masculine in its character. 

“The industrial crisis will be alleviated 
by twe facts. A great many of the women 
who are wage earners are married, and 
are working for patriotic motives alone. 
Some of these will return to their homes 
by preference, and there are unfortunate- 
ly a large number of men who will never 
return to the industrial fields. More 
than 1,000,000 of our men have already 
been killed, and 1,500,000 are physically 
unfitted by their injuries to again under- 
take their former positions. The women 
will continue to fill their places. 

“ There will be a great change socially. 
The women have come out from the con- 
servative environment of the home into 
the-world of-labor. They have been 
thrown with men and have made. mascu- 
line acquaint. and have formed mascu- 
line friendships outside of their own espe- 
cial set. They have tasted social liberty 
and independence, and it is doubtful 
whether ever again they will willingly 








allow the male members of their family 
to dominate their social existence. Women 
will demand the right to have some choice 
in the selection of their husbands. They 
will be socially, as well as economically, 
emancipated. 

“The Frenchwoman’s education will 
be broader, it will more nearly approach 
that given to our boys. 

* “ Morally the conditions will be better 
‘than was expected. Of course, with the 
new freedom there will be some license. 
The early training of our girls will pro- 
tect their morals. Most. of them will pass 
through the chaotic upheaval unharmed. 
The Government has recognized the dan- 
ger of the corruption of moral standards, 
and has passed two laws to safeguard 
them. First, by providing a furlough of 
one month, to be divided into four periods 
every year for every soldier, so that he 
may pass a week every three months with 
his wife: These recurrent visits to the 
sacred precincts|of his home will have

“ Now, as to the political changes that 
will result from the war. Of course, the 
laws will be changed to suit the new con- 
dition of the woman of France. Her new 
economic position and standards demand 
it. Restrictions will be removed from 
women. They deserve and will receive 
more political freedom. The men of 
France are grateful to her daughters, 
and will willingly give them anything 
they desire, or that is for their best inter- 
ests, but woman suffrage will not come 
in France in the immediate future, be- 
cause the women do not want it. There 
is no demand for the vote by the French- 
women. . 

“The women will-be a power in French 
political life, but they will prefer to exer- 
cise it through their husbands and in 
their social life, rather than through the 
coarse medium of the ballot box. The 
salon will be woman’s polling place. 
Nothing will be too good for our in- 
indugtrial heroes and angels of mercy. 
If they demand political equality, they

T": things bring home to every one 

of us the extreme danger created 

by Russia’s defection—the im- 

mense inroads which Hindenburg 
has made on the-allied line in France, 
by hurling against it German armies 
from the eastern front, and the economic 
penetration of Russia, as a part of Ger- 
many’s preparation for the “eventual 
war” which sticks out from the recent 
pact between the Kaisers. The menace 
of these two facts is overwhelming. Both 
would be eliminated if Russia could be 
brought back into the war on the side 
of America and our allies. 

I have just read an article, a very per- 
suasive and sincere article, by Moissaye 
J. Olgin, in the June number of Asia, 
which professes to find a solution. Mr. 
Olgin begins with four propositions: 

1. German militarism must be crushed: 

2. Russia must wake up to offer vigorous 
resistance to the invading Germans: 

3. Russia must remain ai democratik 
country , 

4. America must change her benevolent 
neutrality into active benevoicnt :ater- 
ference in the present crisis 

With a part of this, at least, I heartily 
agree. From these general propositions 
Mr. Olgin draws certain practical con- 
clusions. Let me try to state them: 

Mr. Olgin seems to be anti-Bolshevik 
but pro-Soviet. He holds that the So- 
viets represent the effective organization 
of the Russian workmen and peasants; 
that is, the overwhelming majority of the 
Russian people. He thinks that those 


elements of Bolshevism which Amer-- 


icans find most objectionable are not 
representative, and are already disap- 
pearing, giving way to better Soviet prin- 
ciples; and that, therefore, America 
should not only recognize the Soviet 
Government, but should, further, under- 
take .active co-operation with it, with a 
view to driving the Germans out and 
putting a Russian Army once more on 
the firing line. 

With Mr. Olgin’s practical conclusion 
I find myself quite unable to agree; nor 
do I believe ‘that any possible co-opera- 
tion on our part with the Soviet Govern- 


ment could conceivably result in putting ~ 


a patriotic Russian Army back into the 
war against Germany. And my convic- 
tion is based on the very character and 
inspiration of the Soviets themselves. 
Mr. Olgin describes these principles in 
a general way, but the fundamental fact 
about them he holds back. That funda- 
mental! fact appears to be that the Soviets 
are the embodiment of German social- 
ism, and therefore contain within them 
the seeds of ‘destruction which is inherent 
in German socialism, under any label. 
Socialism is the child of German thought, 
born on German soil; more, it is the child 
of German feeling, of the German spirit 
of materialism and despotism. But Ger- 
man socialism, while it is densely ma- 
terialistic, is at the same time hopeless- 
ly unscientific. Karl Marx completed his 
system in the year 1850. Its fundamental 
thoughts, .and, most of all, its spirit, 
have néver since been changed. It is still 
full of the materialism and hatred which 


Marx instilled into it. But a yet deeper . 


objection remains. Darwin, in 1859—that 
is, nine years after the publication of 
“ Das Kapital "—gave the world, in “The 
Origin of Species,” the first outline of 
the scientific principles of evolution, 
through free competition and the ad- 
vancement of the better endowed indi- 
viduals in each species. Not all Darwin’s 
conclusions may be accepted, but it seems 
certain that he has proved his main 
contention: that practically all advance, 
all development, comes through the bet- 
ter endowed individuals, the more gifted 
members of any species, in f.2e competi- 
tion with the less gifted; and that only 
through the fact that these gifted indi- 
viduals are free to go ahead does any

Not Through Truckling to the Soviet Element, Which Reflects German Socialism, but 
Through an Appeal to the Nation’s Loyalty and Patriotism 


development take place. And, with cer- 
tain quite simple modifications, the same 
law applies to human life. Practically 
all advancement whatsoever is made, for 
all, by the very small minority of spe- 
cially gifted men and women. 

Now the fact is that this fundamental 
law of all progress is a sealed book to 
Marx, for the quite simple reason that 
it was not formulated and published un- 
til a decade after his system had been 
stereotyped. The fundamental law of 
progress, then, is a sealed book to Ger- 
man socialism; for German socialism 
it simply does not exist. This might rot 
be fatal;"but it is fatal to base a sysiem, 
as Marx did, on the direct negation of 
this law. 

German socialism, with extraordinary 
blindness, not only fails to see the su- 
preme necessity and value of the special 
ly gifted man; it does more; it actually 
makes war on the specially gifted man, 
as the enemy of the human race. There- 
fore, it holds within it the seeds of death. 
And the lamentab'> thing, from the moral 
point of vicw, is that socialism is blind 
to this fundamental truth, because the 
whole front of its consciousness is filled 
with one of the basest of human passions, 
the passion of envy and greed. Inspired 
by envy, it preaches hatred and class 
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war. Io its spirit of hatred, in its arro- 
gance toward all difference of views, it 
is ea gerry | and characteristically Ger- 

» and, for that reason, essentially 
evil. 

German socialism begins with a state- 
ment which is the direct opposite of 
truth; it declares that all wealth is the 
product of labor, and should, therefore, 
belong to labor. But the reality seems to 
be that all wealth is the product of in- 
telligence, of thought, directing labor; 
that without intelligence labor is inca- 
pable of producing any wealth what- 
ever. And practically all new creative 
thought, which leads to large new pro- 
duction of wealth, comes from the very 
small minority of specially gifted men. 
Take three examples: 

In 1793 a Massachusetts tutor, Eli 
Whitney, in virtuc of his special gifts of 
intelligence, invenied the cotton gin, 
which enabled a workman to do in one 
hour what he had before done in a thou- 
sand hours; in one day what he did be- 
fore in three years. The increase in 
wealth was not the fruit of labor at all; 
it was the fruit of intelligence, of brains. 
The amount of labor was exactly the 
same; intelligence had made it a thou- 
sand times more fruitful.

The amount 
of wealth created by that victory of in- 
telligence—not of labor—it is impossible 

to compute and needless to insist upon. * 


Again, some ‘seventy years later, an- 


‘other Massachusetts man, Bell by. name, 


developed another “ crazy ” idea, the tele- 
phone; a victory of pure thought. Need- 
less, “again, to press the fact. But it 
helps to make clear the view that all in- 
crease in wealth whatsoever is due, not 
at all to labor as such, but to intelligence, 
to the exceptionally gifted man. With- 
out the active guidance of intelligence, 
you cannot even dig. 

There is another splendid gift, in which 
this country is exceptionally rich, the 
gift of organization. Two men who have 
signally possessed it are Rockefeller and. 
Carnegie. And precisely in the face of 
these men and their like the Germanic 
Socialist lashes himself into frenzy, rav- 
ing against “the capitalistic class.”* But 
neither Rockefeller nor Carnegie began 
with capital. What they began with 
was brains. Exceptionally gifted, they 
srought an immense increase of wealth 
to. hundreds and thousands, to their 
country. And they consumed no more 
than any man among their employes. 
The whole of their prodactivity was pure 
gain, widely distributed gain. 

German socialism, therefore, in its 
blind greed and envy, has declared war. 
against the exceptionally gifted man, 
who is the one means of development. 
And Germanic socialism in Russia, Soviet 
socialism, declaring war on the excep- 
tionally gifted man, has knocked out his 
brain. Mr. Olgin admits this, though un- 
consciously, when he makes the request 
that Russia, having knocked out its own 
brains, be supplied with: brains from 
America. 

Russia had brains enough of her own 
to fight heroically on the side of the 
Allies from the inception of the war until 
the “revolution.” Then, at the invita- 
Aion of the Soviets, and in strict accord- 


-anee with the best socialistic teaching, 


she knocked her brains out, whereupon 


- her legs ran away from the fighting line 


and her tongue carried on the Brest- 
Litovsk negotiations. Therefore I am-not 


. enthusiastic about a pro-Soviet—that is, 


a Socialist—solution. 

Mr. Oigin pleads for the Soviets in the 
name of “democracy.” But he gives the 
whole show away when he says of the So- 
viets: “This Government is not an at- 
tempt of one class to subordinate the 
others. It is an attempt on the part of 
the workingmen and peasants to elim- 
inate all other social classes.” That is 
not democracy; it is suicide; it is exactly 
what I mean by Russia knocking out her 
own brains. And Mr. Olgin clearly sees 
how the result is working out in Russia: 
Russia is being swiftly enslaved by Ger- 
man brains. 

No; you cannot cast out German mili- 
tarism by German socialism. That prin- 
ciple was long ago stated in a yet more 
striking phrase. 

Russia was brought to her present dis- 
honor and misery precisely through the 
German socialism which triumphed in the 
“ revolution.” Up till March, 1917, the 
Russian soldier fought heroically on the 
side of the Allies, because he was swayed 
by two sp'endid powers: loyalty ard obe- 
dience, without which you cannot rightly 
form.even a Corporal’s guard, much less 


' @ great army. Russian brains, while not

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- Ten Million More Acres in Wheat This Year 
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Crop 50 Per Cent. Larger Than Pre-war Average, and Volunteer Harvesters 








A heavy loss in a growing wheat crop . 
may be sudden; it would be irreparable 
in view of our yesponsibilities to the Al- 
lies. The narrow margin we have worked 
on this year is considered unsafe. The 


for a great army ‘of volunteers from 
‘nearby towns and cities has been organ- 
ized by agents of the Department of 
Agriculture to save the wheat crop. 
These volunteers are going forth in the 
same spirit that our soldiers enter the 
‘trenches—to aid in the defeat of Ger- 
many. Many of the volunteers are men 
from professional and business life, who 
have not done a stroke of work on a 
farm since they left home as young men, 
and there.are other thousands who have 
yet to make their first acquaintance with 
a shock of wheat. For periods of from 
ten days to two weeks they have volun- 
teered to drop their city affairs, and, 
clad in overalls, become farm hands. 
What's more, they have warmed up to it 


' so that they expect to have the time of 


their lives.

This is to compare the actual figures as 
to crop acreage between this year, last 


year, and previous years. The estimates ( 


for this year, on which the conclusions 
that follow are based, were recently com- 


pleted by the Department of Agriculture | 


at Washington. 

Last Fall the farmers of this country 
sowed 42,170,000 acres, in round num- 
bers, of Winter wheat. This was 170,000 
more than in any previous year. In the 
Spring of this year 22,489,000 acres were 
sown, as compared with 18,500,000 the 
previous year, which was also the five 
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ceding year, which suffered. a loss, by 
abandonment, of 31 per cent. of the 
acreage sown. In the five-year period 
preceding the war the average acreage 


' of .wheat harvested amounted to 48,- 


953,000. 

Reports of other crops also show how 
“the farmer has crowded idle land into 
use, under the pressure of war needs 
and the promise of good returns for his 
efforts. The acreage of oats has been 
increased. This year it is 44,475,000; as 
compared with 43,572,000 in 1917 and a 
five-year average of 38,703,000. The 
barley crop also gained: 9,108,000 in 


1918, 8,835,000 in 1917, and 7,474,000 as ©

5,435,000—-a 32.5 per cent. increase over 
the preceding year, as against a five- 
year average of 2,494,000. In ‘bushels, 
the estimates are: Oats, 1,500,000, as 
against the five-year average of 1,296,- 
000; barley, 235,000,000, five-year aver- 
age, 202,000,000; rye, 81,000,000, five- 
year average, 44,590,000 bushels. 

‘These figures of increase in crop acre- 
ages are all the more impressive when 
the comparison is extended to last year 
and the year preceding, as against the 
five-year average preceding the war. In 
1917 there was an increase of 32,000,000 
acres in staple food crops over the five- 
year average prior to the war. In 1916 
the advance in acreage over the average 
of this pre-war period was 23,000,000, so 
that 55,000,000 additional acres went into 
crops in these two years. The grand 
total for this year is not available, as the 
acreage in corn, potatoes, and rice will 


' not be’ compiled until the first of next 


month,. though the chief items already 
known assure an advance over previous 
years. last year’s corn acreage ran very 
high—119,755,000, or 14,000,000 above 
the five-year average, owing to the fact 
that the heavy loss of Winter wheat re- 
leased much ground to corn. This year, 
according to commercial estimates, there 
will be a falling off, bat not much, if 
any, below the five-year average. Hay 
tonnage is ahead of last year. The 1918 
June estimate is 107,000,000 tons, com- 
pared with 94,900,000 tons.

Manual of Tactics and Scriptures Are Textbooks 
Physical as Well as Spiritual Fi 


American Army Chaplain must 
know his Manual of Tactics as well 
as his Bible. He must be able to 
sit a horse and to undergo the ex- 

posure and strain of trench life. He must 
be a soldier as well as an evangel and a 
spiritual counselor; and so there has been 
established at Camp Zachary Taylor, 
Louisville, Ky., the only educational insti- 
tution of its kind in the world, so far as 
can be learned—a school fer Chaplains. 
Its pupils represent eighteen denomina- 
tions, and they are a hefty lot. 

' In addition to the Presbyterians, the 
Baptists, the Catholics, the Methodists 
and representatives of other better- 
known Protestant creeds, there are a.few 
Latter Day Saints and members of the 
Christian (Campbellite) Church; and 
there are three negroes, an Episcopalian, 
a Methodist, and a Congregational 
preacher. 

Graduates of this school and ali the 
Chaplains of the army are now -to be 
under one general head—Bishop Charles 
Henry Brent of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of the diocese of Western New 
York, formerly Bishop of the Philip- 
pines, having just been appointed to that 
office. The appointment of Bishop Brent 
to this position is the latest development 
in the work of organizing the Chapiains 
of the army. The Bishop has been for 
some months in France actively inter- 
estéd in the work of the Chaplains of the 
Y. M. C. A. He has long been a close 
personal friend of General Pershing. He 
will work from the general military head- 
quarters. He has under him two assist- 
ants, one Protestant and one Catholic, 
the Rev. Paul Dwight Moody, Chaplain 
of the 103d Infantry, who is a son of the 
late Dwight L. Moody, and the Rev. 
Father Francis B. Doherty, Chaplain of 
the 3d Cavalry. The head of the school 
at Camp Zachary Taylor is Major A. A. 
Pruden, Chaplain of the Coast Artillery 
Corps, formerly at Fort Monroe, and 
who has seen service at Hawaii. 

There have been 3,000 volunteers for 
the service of Chaplain since the United 
States went into the war, and now the 
men are selected by what is called the 
hand-picking process. They come in 
through recommendations by their de- 
nominations, and a man who is ap- 
parently fitted for the army work but 
may feel that his home duties are too 
important te leave has arrangements 
made to relieve him. The men must be 
under 45 years of age, and they range 
from recent graduates of theological 
seminaries. to men of wide and varied 
experience in the ministry. They will 
see hard service, and the physical ex- 
&mination which they are obliged to pass 
is as strict as that of the men. 

Great Britain has a methed of instruct- 
ing her Chaplains, but it is not a regular 
school, with a schedule of duties of hours 
and duties like that in this country. The 
instruction is given in England by one 
experienced Chaplain who supervises the 
new Chaplains who are already at work 
in the cantonments and barracks. , 

It is because America has been so little 
of a military nation that so much mili- 
tary training is required. With the re- 
organization of the army, regiments 
being enlarged from approximately 1,200 
men to a regiment to 3,600 men, more 
Chaplains are needed for a regiment. One 
Chaplain was provided for the smaller 
regiment and ‘he could not well serve 
the nearly tripled number of men. The 
Federal Council of Churches of America, 
which represents all-denominations, took 
action in this matter, petitioned for an 
increase in the number of Chaplains, sug- 
gesting a bill for restoring the propor- 
tion. It was only on May 27 that the 
President affixed his signaiure to this 
bill. 

Even with that increase in the number 
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of its Chaplains the United States will 
have a smaller number than Great 
Britain, which allows one Chaplain for 
every 800 men, and does not consider this 
enough in cavalry regiments. 

Never before has such emphasis been 
laid upon the morale of an army as a 
factor in achieving victory, and never 
before has the spiritual welfare of the 
soldiers received so much attention. 
These things have all been important in 
bringing about a school for Chaplains 
which, taking men of breadth and charac- 
ter in the first place, will develop them 
to fill the requirements made upon them.

inspired by Russian loyalty. Then came 
the Soviets, with their message of 
egotism, of betrayal, to the dire misery 
of Russia and the immense danger of all 
things precious in the world.

An experience of another of the grad-\ 
uates, Lieutenant C. D. Cox, who has 
been studying in the Boston University 
School of Theology, shows that the Chap- 
lain students have the proper “ they- 
shall-not-pass ” spirit. Mr. Cox was to re- 
port at the Camp Zachary Taylor School 
on a certain day, and he prepared to 
start from hc. e on time. A big patriotic 
parade, however, packed every street 
car, and they would not stop. The Chap- 
jain is a large man, weighing 210 pounds, 
and with proportionate amount of de- 
cision, When he found that he could not 
get a car which would take him to the 
_train in time by ordinary means, he 
planted himself and a large suitcase on 
the track in front of one of them. The 
car stepped, and Mr. Cox hurried to the 
door, but the conductor refused to admit 
him. So the Chaplain put his fist through 
the glass. When the conductor threw it 
open to take his name, he jumped on 
board, expressing grateful thanks. He 
caught his train and reached the school 
in time. 

The third term of the school is now in 
session. The school was opened the first 
of March with seventy-five students, and 
the sécond session, and the third, which 
opened June 3, had each ninety men. 
Men are taken in numerically according 
to the size of their respective denomina- 
tions im this country. Regular army re- 
cruits now are asked what religious de- 
nomination they belong to and the War 
Department has a survey of the religious 
denominations of the country, though this 
has been said to be tentative and it has 
not been given out. 7 

To keep this denominational balance 
there will be a call sometimes for men 
from one denomination, and then for a 
certain number from another. 

Chaplains rank as Lieutenants and 
wear the regular uniform, the only dif- 
ference being that where the Lieutenant 
in the ranks wears his insignia on his 
collar the Chaplain wears a simple cross. 
Major is the highest rank that can be 
taken, and there can be only a limited 
number of that rank among the Chap- 
lains. It takes several years before a 
Chaplain Lieutenant can rise above that 
rank, Some dissatisfaction has been ex- 
pressed at this ranking of the men. 

It is the Chaplain who is the last to 
see the men when they “ go over the top,” 
and the first when they return. It is not 
the position of a slacker. Two Chaplains 
who have gone to the front recently have 
been retired wounded im ten days. 

This Chaplains’ school is for men of 
the army only., Navy Chaplains get their

4. A revolution has occurred in the 
styles of women’s footwear. This alone 
is an improvement of such vast moment 
that some authorities say it will be worth 
to the nation in the coming decade, in 
heightened efficiency, more than the total 
of all the Liberty Loans. 

5. The “slouch” in the posture of wo- 
men has lest its vogue. This, for the 
comme generation, te say nothing of 
the present, will be of great benefit. 

6. A movement is slowly gathering 
momentum to standardize women’s dress 
and create a national costume. Already 
committees are at work in Washington 
and in New York laying the ground- 
work for a memorial to Congress which 
shall seek to set a Governmental fiat 
for this most elusive of conservation 
problems.

those poor boys over there that I hadn’t 
the heart to let any one know I was ill. 
My own little complaints seemed s0 
trivial I was ashamed of them.’ = 

“So it goes up and down the list of 
women in easy circumstances. The war, 
in its manifold appeals, has proved a 
powerful stimulant, more potent than 
any medicine that might have been ad- 
ministered. It is the Spartan appeal, 
the stoic remedy than which none is bet- 
it, for it relieves him of the nonsense 
that always cluttered his practice, and, 
besides the values added to the ,eneral 
community, it has permitted physicians 
to be released for more needed work on 
the other side, in addition to clearing 
the sanitariums and hospitals of a lot of 
deadwood. This cleansing process is 
most encouraging, and will doubtless be 
accelerated ae the war goes on.” 

The chief health benefits of the war to 
women so far, according to Dr. Eugene 
L. Fisk, director of the Life Extension 
Institute, whose business is not so much 
to cure ills as to prevent them, lie in the 
direction of their unconscious absorption 
of the military atmosphere which has en- 
ines physically thousands af women each 
month. 

“The most gratifying pnysical change

in women,” said Dr. Fisk, “is in their 
posture. Time was, not so far distant, 
when the: slouch was a fashionable atti- 
tude for women. This began in socieéy, 
was seen on the stage, and was reflected 
widely among workingwomen. It was 
accentuated by the hobble skirt and the 
turkey trot, just before the war. © 

“ The last year has come like a breath 
oi fresh air to the physical habits of all 
women. I believe the unconscious influ- 
ence of the military largely accounts for 
it. The soldier has captured the popular 
imagination. The military bearing, the 
military salute, the military appearance 


and the tonic of work and service. 

“ Women adjust themselves quickly to 
meet man’s demands on them. “Without 
reasoning it out, they know that the 
future militarily tramed young man is 
not going to like the same sort of 
dawdling, slouching woman the easy- 
living young man of the past admired. 
“The question arises, Suppose there 
bad been no war, what would have been 
the ultimate fate of these men, who only 
a few months ago were soft’ and’ pam- 
pered, slumping at the shoulders, wear- 
ing toothpick shoes, and many of them 
devoted to no serious purpose in life? 
Luxury and commercialism and pacifism 


feel it more and more as the months and 
years go on.” 

On the question of women’s footwear 
Dr. Fisk might be termed almost a 

“ crank.” 

“Tt is likely,” he observed, “that 
foot abuse and foot strain are, next to 
mouth infection, the most widespread 
hygienic sins committed by civilized 
man. Sixty-five per cent. of our recruits 
have abnormal feet formegpy distorting 
and crippling shoes. The percentage 
among women, if it could be taken, would 
doubtless be higher. Perhaps 85 or 90 
per eent. of women would be found te 
have abnormal feet. 

“ Men’s shoes are bad, women’s shoes | 
are diabolical. The hygienist who can 
persuade himself to look into a show win- 
dow where women’s shoes are displayed 
suffers a sense of physical pain. The 
pointed toes pierce his brain and his X- 
ray imagination pictures the bony distor- 
tion, the pitiable crippling, the deformed, 
misshapen members that fill these shoes. 
Can we sneer at the Chinese women who 
carry this matter—or did until r@@ently— 
te the nth power of foot crippling, while 
we permit shoes to be manufactured that 
may easily help fill the divorce courts? 
It would be an interesting research to 
ascertain how much marital misery is 
accelerated by foot misery and its reflex 
effect on nerves and tempers.

OME enterprising director of mu- 
seum, library or private gallery 
should take the opportunity to 
. illustrate the present war by car- 

toons. Now in the fourth year of this 
mammoth struggle for liberty it already 
is difficult for the public to decipher the 
precise significance of many of the car- 
toons issued during its first year, and the 
briefest survey of a group covering the 
whole period shows with what incis- 
iveness, often eloquence, and always 

pertinence, the industrious cartoonists 
have worked, how brilliantly in a number 
of instances they have forecast the fu- 
ture,how cleverly they have built up types 
and carried them through the constantly 
changing situations and emotions of the 
time, and how steadily their technique 
has strengthened with the importance of 
the demands upon it. If we have no 
great technicians, no artists to whom 
the use of their instrument is a matter 
as serious as the use to a surgeon of his 
own instruments, no artists like the 
Daumiers and Forains and Steinlens, the 
Gavarnis and Chams and Ibels of Paris, 
past and present, whose drawings are as 
personal in manner as they are gen- 
eral in range, whose style constitutes an 
indisputable signature, we have, never- 
theless, a group of designers who, work- 
ing with incredible speed to meet the de- 
mands of insatiable presses upon news 
that is old almost before the ink dries 
on the paper, are raising the standard of 
newspaper cartoons to a higher level 
than was attained when the slower mood 
of peace and the comparative leisure of 
small editions made more careful work 


possible. We have seen more than one . 
exhibition of the excoriating comment of 


Raemaekers on the war. It is time that 
we should sce, in a comprehensive ex- 
hibition, what the American cartoonists 
have been saying about it to the most ap- 
preciative ‘public in the world, a public 
too kind to be stimulating but also too 
knowing to be fooled. 

The interesting exhibition of early 
American cartoons open for the Summer 
months in the Historical Society’s gal- 
lerv is an exhibition that might very 
well be taken as a model in arrange- 
ment and general plan, although it covers 


more for the American armistice than all the 


a period of a century instead of the four 
years that has seemed a century meas- 
ured by the events of the war. It is 


chronologically placed with groups of 


drawings -dedicated to the Administra- 
tions of different Presidents. The hvu- 
mor of the public was in favor of per- 
sonalities in the earlier Administrations, 
and personalities are not wanting, nor is 
there any lack of the coarseness that 
gradually has been forced out of modern 
cartoons by the powerfu} censorship of 
public opinion. Some of the Jackson 
and Van Buren drawings show the 
lingering influence of Swift and Rabelais, 
and there is‘a malice in the caricature 
that also has been modified in later 
work to a politer handling of physical 
defects. 

The cartoons dealing with the Andrew 
Jackson campaigns and Administrations 
are particularly rewarding. The great- 
ness of the period, its startling innova- 


tions in machinery, politics, ‘journalism, . 


and habits of living made it a rich 
source of ideas for the cartoonist. with 


‘whom the idea at that time was even 


more than now the essence of his af- 
fair, wholly dominating technical skill. 
It may be noted, however, that the car- 
toons, which are most vivid in their mes- 
sage, support it with at least a spright- 
liness of execution and a certain raw 
vigor not without attractiveness. 
Jackson’s attitude toward the United 
States Bank is the subject of many un- 
compromising comments. When the re- 


moval of deposits from this bank was. 


ordered and the distribution of new de- 
posits among a number of the State 
banks was considered, the money mar- 
ket was much upset, and a number of 
failures occurved. This probably was 
the situation that inspired the cartoon 
showing Jackson in the guise of a jack- 
ass dancing among the chickens of a 
barnyard, the dogs of the press baving 
approval, and an old hen labeled “ U. S. 
Bank” fleeing from the pursuit of a 
fox. 

Another cartoon on the same subject 
is given the caption: “ The Doctors Puz- 
zled; or, the Desperate Case of Mother 
U. S. Bank.” The “Caucus on the Sur- 
plus Bill, 1936 ” refers to the order issued

to the State banks to surrender one- 
fourth of the surplus revenues deposited 
with them to be distributed as a lean 
among the States. The “Explosion of 
Biddle & Co.’s Congress Water Fount” 
refers again to the United States Bank 
of which Nicholas Biddle was the Presi- 
dent. Any one following the cartoons on 
references would get an idea of Jackson’s 
Administration much clearer and more 
vivid than could be gained from written 
history. There also would be added to 
his mental portrait of the President small 
vitalizing touches omitted from formal 
biographies. Jackson passes through the 
“Major Jack Downing” series with the 
expression “ By the Eternal” or “ By the 
Great Eternal” constantly on his lips, 
for. example, and his physiognomy, to- 
gether with that of his successor, Van 
Buren, never will be forgotten by even 
the most casual student of these relent- 
less caricatures. 

At about the time of Jackson’s Admin- 
istration French caricature was at its 
height, and it would be interesting to 
compare examples of the work of French, 
English, and American artists during the 
middle years of the nineteenth century. 
It would be quite possible to bring to- 
gether a representative and artistically 
creditable collection of cartoons limited 
to Américan themes by French and Eng- 
lish cartoonists, and the opportunity of 
studying the work of the foreigners in 
public exhibition would be welcomed by 
the younger school of cartoonists in this 
country. In fact, well-seleeted exhibi- 
tions of cartoons of different periods and 
countries offer the best material for the 
illustration of history that can be found. 


A New Branch of War Service. 


Gerrit A. Beneker of Provincetown has 
been appointed as special artist on the 
naval construction work at Washington, 
under the direction of which the army 
and navy buildings are being erected. 
Mr. Beneker has various duties, most of 
which are directed toward maintaining 
the morale of the workmen and keeping 
their interest in their work and their feel- 
ing of patriotism at high pitch. He 
draws and paints posters of illustration 
and instruction of a kind to imspire pa- 
triotic feeling, and he also makes prog- 
ress pictures of the work in hand, to 
visualize it to the men as it advances. 
In addition, he illustrates the paper 
issued by the workmen for their special 
public of about 1.500 men from all parts 
of the country. The service is believed 
to be important, as it already has been 
abundantly proved that the language of 
pictures is more direct than any other 
and reaches more types of mind and ‘de- 
grees of intelligence. 

In order to direct the exhibition of 
pictures connected with the war, and of a 
kind to strengthen patriotirm, the Amer- 
ican Federation of Art is planning to in- 


‘vestigate requirements and the amount 


and type of material available, and to 
organize the scattered forces of the ex- 
hibition field into a more effective body. 
The committee in charge of such investi- 
gation are Henry W. Kent, Francis C. 
Jones, Duncan Phillips, and Leila Mech- 
lin. 


Art in America. 

Descriptions of two interesting and 
beautiful silver cups of Grecian work- 
manship in the collection of J. P. Mor- 
gan. are published in the June issue of 
“ Art in. America,” by Miss Gisela 
M. A. Richter of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum. Another article de- 
scribes and illustrates an exceedingly 
rare and attractive portable ivory shrine 
of the fourteenth century, evidently of 
Franco-Flemish workmanship. Charles 
Henry Hart, the recognized authority on 
the early American portrait painters, 
contributes an essay upon Henry Ben- 
bridge, and the early oil paintings of 
Winslow Homer are considered briefly 
by the editor, with reproductions of sev- 
eral canvases heretofore unpublished. 
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How the Spirit of War 
Has Gripped the South 


By GERTRUDE ATHERTON. 

REDERICKSBURG is the most 
K historic town in Virginia, be- 
ing the centre of the first and 
possibly the most important 
battles of our civil war. For the last 
forty-three years American and often 
British officers have spent the Summer 
months studying the battlegrounds in 
the neighborhood, where some of the 
finest strategy of any war was executed 
and much invented. The town and in- 
habitants suffered all the horrors of war, 
for the Federals occupied one of the 
heights beyond the town and the Con- 
federates the other. Fredericksburg was 
bombarded and evacuated several times, 
and the stories of the survivors read as- 
tonishingly like those of the refugees of 
Belgium and France, barring certain per- 
formances peculiarly Hunnish. - 

When I made up my mind to visit a 
number of the small American towns of 
importance in order to study. their re- 
actions to this war, I put Fredericksburg 
first on the list; I had heard it was a 
town of great beauty, picturesquely situ- 
ated on -the banks of the Rappahannock 
in a rolling country, and had long in- 
tended to visit it in any case. I was 
told by certain Southerners in New York 
that my time would be wasted, as they 
were all still fighting the civil war 
“down there,” and probably did not yet 
know there was a war in Europe. The 
people were intensely aristocratic and 
old-fashioned and prided themselves 
upon their scorn of anything unrelated 
to their own stirring and terrible history. 

Nevertheless I went. 

New York itself is not more aroused 
to this war than Fredericksburg, a town 
of between 6,000 and 7,000 inhabitants, 
about equally divided as to color. The 
night I arrived was the opening of the 
Red Cross drive. .The procession was so 
long that it took an hour to march from 
its formation place to the grove where 
the exercises were to be held. There must 
have been a thousand women and girls in 
Red Cross uniform. Those that did not 
march followed in automobiles or lined 
the streets all the Every business 
man in this active I: city was on duty, 
and gmail children either marched or as* 
sembled in the grove. The blacks were 
in gala attire and seemed to be fully rep- 
resented. 

When I expressed my surprise a lady 
who had been a child during the civil 
war and lived in a bombarded cellar for 
days, replied, surprised in her turn: 
“ Why, of course we are intensely inter- 


ested in this war. We Southern women 


know what war is. We were interested 
long before the Northerners, because. 
even our younger generation knows al- 
most as much about the horrors of war 
as we do; moreover, we are still suffering 
from the résults of that war. What you 
see tonight is typical of the entire South.” 

There are perhaps not three wealthy 


families in Fredericksburg. The aristo- © 


crats live on in their splendid old Co- 
lonial houses, many of them doing their 
own housework. But the town doubled 
its quota for the Red Cross drive. The 


quota was $2,000, and that, in response 
to stirring speeches, was subscribed the 
first night. The next day girls went 
from house to house and store to store, 
and the banks had held their subscrip- 
tions in reserve; long before the drive 
was over $4,000 was subscribed. They 
had also oversubscribed the Liberty 

Lean and received a flag. I asked a 
Northern woman living there how they. 
~managed to afford it, and she replied 
that they simply did without a few more 
things. 

The Red Cross has about a thousand 
members, including an auxiliary of a 
hundred and fifty colored women. Fred- 
ericksburg has contributed 500 men to 
our new army, and all but a very few 
of these were volunteers. They, too, 
had been brought up on the horrors of 
war and gave up every sort of business 
and position to rush to the defense of 
their common flag. The older men left 
are doing three men’s work, but mak- 
ing no complaint, and those that can af- 
ford it subscribe for THe Times in 
order to get the fullest details from Eu- 
rope, although the local paper has a 
good summary every evening. The gen- 
eral execration of the Hun is as severe 
as it ever could have been of their North- 
ern foe. : 

It was so hot for several days while 
I was there that I found it difficult to 
think, but there was no slackening either 
of work for the war or of general inter- 
est in the daily news. On Memoria] Day 
I attended services in one of the larger 
churches, where all the clergymen of 
the town officiated. . The oldest of them 
offered up a fervent prayer of thanks- 
giving that his country was awake at 
last and taking her part ip exterminating 
the enemies of mankind. A Methodist 
minister delivered a sermon which was 
the most stirring and rousing war speech 
I have ever heard. There was no 
rhetoric in it, no bathos, but it was a 


fervent and sane. It would have roused 
the most lethargic brain to active re- 
sponse. Afterward a veteran said to me: 
_ “By Jove! That was an old-time civil 
war speech. I haven’t heard anything 
like it for forty-five years!” It was the 
old indomitable spirit of the South sprung 
to life after all these crushing years to 
hur! itself against the new and greater 
menace of their home and flag. 

This I found doubly significant later 
in the day, for in the procession that 
marched out to decorate the soldiers’ 
graves all the flags were those 2f the old 
Confederacy. For a century to come 
they will cherish the lost cause of the 
South; for all I know they may have 
abated nothing of their detestation of 
the North; but they are united to a man 
and a woman to oppose every ounce of 
their strength, to contribute their last 
dollar, in order to insure the freedom 
of the civilized world against the iron 
heel of the Hun.

anteed price is $2.02 a bushel. It is a 
high ‘price in comparison with other 
years.

The next year, at the same time, 
wheat brought the farmer $1.31.5. That 
was the year of the bumper crop. In 
1916 the June price was $1. Then, in 
19¥71, wheat began to soar. In June, 
1917, a short time before price-fixing 


‘took effect, it was selling for $2.48.5.
